N the Abſence as I conceive of your other Servants, it will, I hope, well beſeem the 
- Reſpect I bear you, albeit I preſume to take up ſome of your Hours of Leiſure in im- 
parting unto your Lordſhip ſuch News, as come to us here, which be but By-ſtanders. 
As for the Diſaſter fallen upon this ſo hopeful a Parliament, albeit I ſhould take Pleaſure 
to relate it, yet the incloſed Proclamation for Diſſolution might well ſave me the La- 
bour; much more then, when I cannot think a Thought of it but with Grief, will it 
well become me to be ſilent, Only this Particular I eſteem worthy your Knowledge, 
that it is the general Opinion both of Judges and other Lawyers, that this Meeting, by 
reaſon of the two Subſidies paſſed in the beginning of our Meeting, will amount to 
make a Seſſion; and conſequently all the Laws, which ſtand upon Continuances, to be 
determined. The digeſted Conſideration whereof I muſt ſubmit and tranſmit over to 
your Judgment. „ 
The Pacquet, arrived here on Friday laſt from Spain, hath brought hither with it 
a great and plenary Contentation. The effect whereof is reported to be, that his Catho- 
lick Majeſty hath by his expreſs Letter ſignified to the Emperor, that unleſs he pre- 
ſently deſert and reſtore the Palatinate, he muſt and will declare himſelf againſt him. 
W hich indeed I do perſuade myſelf he will, not for Love of us, but for Love of him- 
ſelf: For, when I conſider Tray grown into Suſpttion by the Spaniards taking and de- 
taining the Yalteline, a Place indeed of marvellous Moment, his Wars maintained in 
the Low-Countries, the Fear of the Turk, who is like (Peace now concluded with Po- 
land) will fall in this next Summer upon ſome Part of Germany; as alſo being to protect 
his Subjects from the Turkiſh Pirates lately much increaſed both in Power and Reputa- 
tion; I do not ſee how it can ſtand with any Strength of Policy for him to draw 
England into. Arms againſt him, France and the German Princes into Jealouſy, leſt his 
Strength might dangerouſly increaſe and come near them, by following and preſſing for- 
ward his Conqueſts in the Palatinate. Neither do I believe the King of Spain to have 
laid the ambitious Deſires of the Duke of Baviere to the Upper-Palgtinate and Elec- 
torate ſo near the Heart, as the pleaſuring of him ſhould invite him to run himſelf 
into ſuch a Labyrinth. Neither do I conceive it to be within the Power or Ability of 
Spain to diffuſe itſelf and maintain War againſt ſo many prevalent Enemies in Places 
ſo far diſtant, and then it will follow, if he muſt needs lay down Arms ſomewhere,

in no Place with more Honour to himſelf, with more Advantage to his Affairs, than 


in the Palatinate. For, firſt in Point of Honour, he ſettles the Empire in her priſtine 
Reputation and Reverence, he ſhall be ſaid to be the Reſtorer of the Palatine (who 
otherwiſe will be reputed to have been a loſt Prince) and ſtiled the great Moderator 
of all Chriſtendom. Then in Point of Advantage, he ſhall by Means thereof ſettle all 
_ Germany, who, in Peace at Home, will the more ſtrongly aſſiſt in reſiſting the Turks ; 
he ſhall aſſure England, and have their Help againſt the Pirates; and he ſhall (the 
Doubts in France of his too faſt growing Greatneſs cleared) with leſs divided Force 
follow his deſigns upon 1taly and the United Provinces. Ee gs 
There is hope the Differences in France draw towards Pacification, the King having 


given Leave that my Lord of Doncaſter ſhould ſend a Gentleman to Rochelle to make 


the Way, and open a Paſſage for a Treaty, which always hitherto was refuſed. My 
Lord of Doncaſter, as they ſay, is gone into Lorrain to be preſent at the Marriage of 
that Duke's Daughter with the Son of Monſieur Vaudemont. 2 
The little State of Geneva is ſtill in Fear of the Duke of Savoy being very buſy in rai- 
ſing of Forces, which makes them apprehend, that he hath ſome Deſign upon them, 
having not theſe many Years been in ſo good Terms with Spain as at this preſent. 
I fear me I grow troubleſome, and in good earneſt right weary with Scribbling; I will

My dear Brother, | 
Am right glad to hear of your good Health, I have taken the beſt Order I can for 
returning your Montes ; but if you appoint them to be received in one Place, and 
then remove before they can be returned, if you want them, you can blame no body 
but yourſelf; for we can do no more here than ſend them to ſuch Places as you appoint. 
I doubt not but you will be vigilant to make good Uſe of your Time, and obſerve ſuch 


Things as may enable you in the Profeſſion you have betaken yourſelf unto; and if you 


commit to Paper ſuch remarkable Accidents as fall forth, it will faſten them better in 
your Memory, and be much more freſh and ready in your Mind, if ever you ſhould 


have Occaſion to uſe them. Methinks it were good to keep a Journal-Book of all 


that paſſeth during your being in the Army, as of your Removes, your Skirmiſhes,

into the South, I find your and my good Friend removed from his Place, and the 
Seal given to Sir Thomas Coventry, By this you/ahd I both have loſt a worthy and 
Friend; but it is eaſier in theſe times to loſe a Friend than to get one; but theſe be Thin 
of the World, in which a Man's beſt Help is Patience. Another good Friend of yours, 
which is my Lord Marſbal, hath the Hand of the Great Duke upon him, who by his 
Means hath brought the King, that he will hardly ſpeak with him. My Lord Cham- 
berlain and he hath been out, but by Mediation of ſome Friends there is a formal 
Friendſhip made between them. The Duke's Power with the King for certain is ex- 
ceeding great; and who, he will advance, ſhall be advanced; and who, he doth but 
frown upon, muſt be thrown down. All the great Officers of the Kingdom be now 
his Creatures, and at his Command. He hath now brought in Sir Robert Heath to be 
Attorney, and Mr. Shelton to be Sollicitor. He was, and is poſſeſſed, that there were 
four in the higher Houſe, that upon any Complaint that ſhould come up of him to 
them, that they with all their Strength would ſet it forwards there, He is likewiſe 
poſſeſſed, that there was divers combined againſt him in the lower Houſe.

gain ſomething in the Interim, give me Leave to beſtow this Viſit upon you, and 
withal to return Thanks for yours this laſt Week, _ -. WAR. C 
I am moſt glad to hear my Siſter is in ſo fair a Way of recovering Strength, ſince 
ſhe laſt, made you the ſecond Time a Father, I wiſh ſhe may many times do it to both your 
Comforts, — every Time ſtill with more Comfort than the former; that yet in our pri- 
vate Reſpects we may have ſome cauſe of Joy, ſince the Publick affords us fo little; for 
you ſee how that goes on de mal en pis, as the French ſay; and yet God hath bleſſed us 
better than we deſerve, or by our Preparations than we could expect, or elſe we had been 
in a far worſe Condition than now we are, though we be ſufficiently bad; for it was a 
thouſand to one we had loſt all our Ships to cloſe up this unfortunate Action, if a fair 
Wind had not ſo opportunely come to have brought them off, for they had but ten Days 
Victuals left, which failing, they muſt have ſubmitted themſelves to the Enemy's Mer- 
cy, who beſides were preparing with Long-Boats to have come and fired them, which 
was marvellous feaſible, if they had ſtaid never ſo little longer. For the Particulars of 
their moſt ſhameful Deroute upon their Retreat, which is or will be in every Body's 
Mouth, I doubt not but you know as well or better than myſelf. - For the Action in 
general, one of themſelves, who, for his Underſtanding and ſincerity, I may term alſo 
a Prophet of their own, has given me this Cenſure of it, that it was il begun, worſe 
ordered in every Particular, and the Succeſs accordingly moſt lamentable : Nothing but 
Diſcontents betwixt the General and the moſt underſtanding of his Soldiers, as Burroughs, 
Courtney, Spry; every Thing done againſt the Hair, and attempted without Probability 
of Succeſs, and there was no Hopes of maſtering the Place from the very Beginning, 
eſpecially ſince Michaelmas, that a very great Supply came at one Time into the Fort, 
and that ſince they relieved it at their Pleaſure; yet for all this the Duke would ſtay, and 
would not ſtay, doing Things by Halves, for had he done either, and gone thorough with 
it, poſſibly it could not have been ſo ill as it is; for he removed his Ordnance and ſhippe 
it a Month almoſt afore he raiſed his Siege; yet ſtill kept his Army there, fit neither 
for Offence nor Defence; and at the laſt, the Saturday before the unfortunate. Monday, 
he came away, would needs give a general Aſſault, where many Men were loſt, when 
there was no Ordnance to protect them going on or coming off. Et qualis vita, finis ita, 
as they behaved themſelves while they were there, ſo did they at their coming away; for 
org * knew two thouſand French landed that Morning in the Iſland, and _ | 
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A. D. there was at leaſt three thouſand in the two Forts, the great one and the little one (of 
1627. which, by the Way, we never heard; but they thought it not fit we ſhould know all, 
perhaps becauſe they knew Secrecy an eſſential Part of War Policy) ſo as they could not 


t expect to be a little troubled with them in their marching, yet made they no Proviſion 
to ſecure themſelves: For being to paſs by a. narrow Cauley (where more than ſix 
or eight could not go in Front, and which a very ſmall Number might have made good 
againſt a Million,) and ſo by a Bridge over a little Paſſage into an Iſland, as it were, where 
once being they would be fafe, there was no Order taken for viewing and preparing the 
Way; that when they came to it, there was no Paſſage over, ſo as their Stay there gave 
a great deal of Time and Opportunity to the Enemy, who all the while followed them 
at their Heels ſo cloſe, that my Lord Duke himſelf, who, I know not by what Mis- 
fortune, was in the Rear, had like to have been N if he had not preſently made Way 
through the Troops then upon that narrow Cauſey. And had he, the General, mif- 
carried, what might have become, think you, of the whole Army, like a Body without 
a Head, or a Flock without a Shepherd? But he carefully got himſelf on Ship-board that 
Night to prevent the worſt, and to take Order for Boats for the ſhipping of the Army; 
but ſo the French falling on upon the Rear, killed and took Priſoner as they would 
themſelves, helped by our own Horſe, who, to fave themſelves (which yet they could 
not do) broke in and rid over our Men, and put all into Diſorder, which made Way 
for the Slaughter; but, it ſeems, no Reſiſtance at all was made, but that they even diſ- 
banded, and ſhifted every one for himſelf; for ſure there was no Word of Command 

iven to make them face about for the repulſing of the Enemy, for then it muſt needs 
Rave gone from Hand to Hand through the whole Troops; and a Serjeant-Major that 
was in the Van has proteſted unto me, they did not ſo much as know that any Thing 
had been done till afterward a pretty while: And it had been the eaſieſt Thing in the 
World in that narrow Place to have beaten back the Enemy, had they been never fo 
many, or at leaſt to have defended themſelves. But the Diforder and Confuſion; was 
ſo great, the Truth is, no Man can tell what was done, nor no Account can be given 
how any Man was loſt, not the Lieutenant-Colonel how his Colonel, or Lieutenant 
how his Captain, or any one Man knows how another was loſt, which is a Sign that 
Things were very ill carried. This only every Man knows, that ſince England was Eng- 
land it received not ſo diſhonourable a Blow, Four Colonels loſt, thirty two Colours 
in the Enemy's Poſſeſſion (but more loſt) God knows how many Men ſlain, they ſay 
not above two thouſand of our Side, and, I think, not one of the Enemies. But 1 
little thought to have ſaid ſo much when I began, L'appetit m'eſt venu en mangeant, 
one Thing having drawn in another. I will here end with a Prayer, that God, who 
only can draw Light out of Darkneſs, will be pleaſed to give us a better Iſſue out of

But this other Part, which they tell me of your coming into York as to Morrow, ſounds 
ſo harſhly, that I cannot give the leaſt Ear at all unto it, remembring your Reſolution 
when we were laſt together, not to appear there before the Summer ; which Time, with- 
out ſome intervenient Accident, cannot be ſhortened with regard to that Honour which 
belongs to yourſelf, and the Place upon your firſt Reception. You tell me, God hath 
bleſſed you much in theſe late Proceedings. Truly I believe it, for by theſe Circum- 
ſtances we know, we may gueſs at them we know not. The Opportunity of this Suc- 
ceſſion adds no ſmall Comfort to the Thing itſelf. Your Predeceſſor, like that Candle 
hid under a Buſhel, while he lived in this Place, darkened himſelf and all that were 
about him, and dieth towards us (excuſe me for the Phraſe) like a Snuff unmannerly 
left in a Corner. But I hope you will place yourſelf in the midſt among us to be a Light 
and Comfort to the whole Ly not to all neither; for, the Papiſts already hang down 
their Heads like Bulruſhes, and think themſelves like Water ſpilt upon the Ground, 
Vet! - which 
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A. D. which cannot be gathered up again: They ſay plainly, their Days of Security and 
1628. Quietneſs, in which chey were malle aſleep by the Indulgence of the laſt, muſt now be 
turned into Anxiety and Watchfulneſs to defend themſelves from the Vigilancy of your 
Juſtice. It is well, let them talk, and have cauſe to talk : Bad Words out of the 
Mouths of ill Men are interpreted by indifferent Hearers to follow the Actions of good 
Men. While their Tongues wag thus againſt you unjuſtly, the Eyes of your Juſtice 
will be open to watch over them; and your Labour to file off the Ruſt of the Laws 
made againſt them, which hath almoſt eaten out the very Iron, the Strength that was 
in them. And as you have amongſt them whereupon to exerciſe your Authority and 
Diſcipline, ſo you will not want other fit Objects for your Nobleneſs and Curteſies. For 
I know you are reſolved now (ſeeing ſhe hath followed you. ſo far home as ſhe can, 
even to the very Mark) to ſtifle the Breath of Envy, which hath been always blown 
ſtrongly againſt you, and, like the Bees over the Cradle of Plato, hung over your Ac- 
tions ever ſince I was acquainted with them. But when I conſidered you and your 
Condition, this Direction of Tacitus gave me Aſſurance, Relinguendum rumoribus tempus, 
quo ſeneſcant z plerumque innocentes recenti invidiæ impares. For my own Part, I ſhall 
pray that as the Grace of God was with you at the firſt in your modeſt and ſober ac- 
uiring this Place, that his Providence and beſt Bleſſings may aſſiſt you alſo upon the 
Bench and in your private Directions to actuate nothing but what you may be able to 
render a juſt Account for to God, your King, and your Country. I am ſo uncertain where. 
you beſtow yourſelf this Chriſtmas, whether at Haughton or Noodbouſe, that I come not to 
you before I hear from your Lordſhip. ' You will therefore be pleaſed to let me know 
whether the Day holds for the Parliament or not; if it do, you will give me Leave to 
end Chriſtmas at home, and perfect ſome Buſineſs before I leave the Country, and ſoon 
after to attend you, and ſtay with you three or four Days in my Way: But if the Time 
hold not, ſo that I have no Cauſe to come for that Occaſion, I will, God willing, 
come to you, if you be at Woodhouſe, preſently after the Return of this Meſſenger, or 
when and whither you pleaſe to appoint me.

Therein expreſſing every particular of every Levy in every County; and withal tranſ- 
mitting unto us, the Copy of one of the Warrants, which was iſſued for every of the 
Levies, whereby we may perceive, how the fame hath been levied from Time to Time, 
and what Part remaineth yet unlevied; and thereupon give ſuch further Directions as 
we in our Wiſdom ſhall think fit. And conſidering that by your Advice (which we 
approve) the Continuance of our Army doth very much import the Strength and De- 
fence of our Kingdom, and the Safety of our good Subjefts ſince the Supply thereof 
hath been raiſed by Quarterly Payments out of thoſe Moneys, as we tormerly directed, 
ſo now again we require you without further Delay to give us your faithful Advices and 


Opinions, how and in what Manner thoſe Payments may beſt be continued for the fu- 


ture, or otherwiſe ſupplied, that-the Soldiers for want of Pay may not be inforced to 
preſs upon the Country, as they did in former Times, *till we gave order to the con- 
trary, which we hope hath been obſerved. Again, whereas we gave you an expreſs 
Inſtruction, firſt, to examine and. certify, how the Propoſitions made by the Com- 
miſſioners ſent into that Kingdom and approved here, had been performed in every 
particular Head; and ſecondly, to collect and ſet down what remained thereof unexe- 
cuted; and thirdly, what further Improvements might be, in your Judgments, raiſed 
without juſt Grievance to our Subjects upon thoſe or other Heads, In all which having 
hitherto received no. Return, How after your ſo long Experience in the managing of 
our Eſtate there, we have Reaſon to expect from you the more exact Account, and 
therefore require you fully and particularly to deliver unto us by way of Propofition, 


how you conceive our Revenue and Profits of any kind whatſoever may be increaſed, 


and what Part of our preſent Charge may be leſſened or retrenched. And that your

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tion may not be defective, we require you als to fend us a general and full View Ar E. 
Ro of all os Debts that are owing untd us, and of all Arrears 81 Payments due from 63. 
us there: and how the one may be made uſe of to the diſcharge of the other 
And how and when our Cotnmiſfion directed for Compoſitions and Payments 
of the ſaid Arrears may proceed. And, if for our better Satisfaction in any of 
theſe Points, you ſhall think it needful to adviſe with any of our Counſel there, or to 
make uſe of our Officers or Miniſters, we leave it to your Diſcretions, ſo as you im- 
part no more unto them, than what may concern them in their Places, and is fit to 
be known. And when your Report is ready, you ſhall ſend it with all ſpeed to our 
High Treaſurer of England, that by him we may receive that Satisfaction we e 
from your Wiſdoms and Fidelity, uport which we mach rely. Ahd if beſides the Par- 
ticulars here mentioned, you ſhall out of your own Judgments and Experience in that 
Government find any thing worthy our Knowledge and Conſideration, your clear and 
dutiful Expreſſion thereof ſhall add much to out good Opinion of you, and of the 
Merit of your Service, which we ſhall graciouſly accept.

of HAT his Majeſty may declare his expreſs Pleaſure, that no Iriſh Suit, by Way 
of Reward, be moved for by any of his Servants, or others, before the ordinary 


Revenue there become able to ſuſtain the neceſſary Charge of that Crown, and 
the Debts thereof be fully cleared. 


This is moſt reaſonable, it ſtanding with no ſound Rule of Judgment to exerciſe 
the Acts of Bounty in a Place which doth not diſcharge itſelf; and will prove the 
readieſt Expedient to recover his Majeſty's Affairs there, by thus carrying the Revenue 
into its natural Channel; and indeed, this Courſe but conſtantly purſued, from the hap- 
py coming of his Majeſty's bleſſed Father to this Crown, had doubtleſs, by this Time, 
both made the annual Profits there quadruple to that they now are, and intirely drawn 


the Dependance of the Inferiors from their great Lords upon his Majeſty ; and ſo the 
Intereſt and Aſſurance the Crown ſhould have had in the Natives there, of no leſs Con-

nine Pence Half-Penny ; to the three Purſuivants, in lieu of all other Recompences, for 
carrying Letters and other Diſpatches for his Majeſty's Service one hundred Pounds; to 
the King of Arms, for publiſhing the King's Style, eight feſtival Days yearly ten Pounds 
thirteen Shillings and four Pence; to the Keeper of the Council Chamber for providing 
Wood, Coals, and other Neceſſaries for the Chamber, about forty Pounds, and the like; 


ſo as of the fifteen hundred Pounds there is but little left for Extraordinaries.

Lordſhip may therefore be pleaſed to move, that the fifteen hundred Pounds 1riþ now 
allowed may be raiſed higher to anſwer the Concordatums and Extraordinaries. 

There was a Pariſh Church, commonly called St. Andrew's Church, ſituate in 
Dammes-Street in this City, which in the former Times of Diſturbance here (by Rea- 
ſon of the convenient Situation thereof near the Caſtle) was uſed for a Stable tor the 
Deputy's Horſes, that Church is now legally evicted from us in the Chancery of his 
Majeſty's Court of Exchequer by the Chaunter of the Cathedral Church of St. Patrick's, 
Dublin, to whom it belongs, and an Injunction out of that Court is directed to me, the 
Chancellor, for delivering up the Poſſeſſion thereof accordingly.

Since the Acceſs of his Majeſty to his Crowns and Kingdoms there hath not been 
any new Great-Seal with his Arms and Inſcription ſent hither, nor any Seals for any 
of his Courts of Juſtice, or Courts of Wards ; nor a new Privy-Signet, nor Council- 
Scal, as upon Changes of Princes are uſual ; but the old Seals ſent hither. in the Time 
of his Father's Reign, are ſtill uſed here. Nor have the three Purſuivants attending this 
State had Scarlet Coats with his Majeſty's Arms thereon to attend, as heretofore was 
uſual, and for the Honour of his Majeſty is neceſſary ; your Lordſhip may be therefore 
pleaſed to cauſe that they be provided and brought along with you at your coming. 

There is a Matter of no ſmall Importance to the ſtrengthening and ſecuring of theſe

Deſire and conſtant Endeavour of this State to find ſome fit Means ſo to remove them 
as theſe Evils might be taken away. In the End, in the Time of the Lord Chichefter*s 
Government here, it was reſolved that thoſe Septs (having no Eftates of Freehold nor real 
Subſiſtance there) ſhould be tranſplanted that County into ſome remote Part; and 
to that End the Signiory of Torbert, beyond the = Mountains of Slewlogher in the

County ot Kerry was granted to Patrick Croſbie, Eſq; deceaſed, with an Abatement of 
his Majeſty's Rent due thereout from fifty five Pounds to three Pounds fifteen Shillings 
a Ycar;z which was done only to the End to remove divers of thoſe Septs thither, to 
whom the ſaid Croſbie (firſt reſerving to himſelf three Quarters for his own Demeſne) 
was to grant Terms of the Reſidue of the ſald Signiory at reaſonable Rates, that they be- 
ing ſo provided for, might have no Cauſe to return again to thoſe Places whence they were 
tranſplanted, which they were by ſeveral Proclamations and Acts of Council forbidden 
to do upon Pain to be executed by martial Law. That Work was no ſooner done, and 
they removc<d, than this State found very good Effects thereof in the general Quiet render'd 
thereby to all theſe Parts of Leinſter. Some Leaſes were made to them by Mr. Craſbie 
in his Life-Time, and other Leaſes promiſed by him to be made, but were not done 
before his Death. The Leaſes made are now well near run out, ſo as it is abſolutely 
neceſſary that they have new Eſtates made them, leſt otherwiſe thoſe Diſturbers (being 
at this preſent many in Number, and of good Strength) take Occaſion thereby to re- 
turn to their former Habitations whence they were tranſplanted, and ſo again renew thoſe 
Diſtempers in thoſe Parts, which by their Removal have a long Time diſcontinued.

infallible, «+ that where his Majeſty's Miniſters in eminent Place are not preſerved in

By your Letters to our High Treaſurer of England of the 26th of February laſt 1633. 
we underſtand that you have acquainted our Council of Ireland with our Letters of www 
the 12th of January laſt, which we intended ſhould not have been ſo publick till 
we might have received your private Advice thence, and conſulted with our Council 
here the better to have fotiafied ourſelves upon the whole Matter before we had deter- 
mined any thing in ſo great and weighty an Affair: Nor can it ſeem other than very 
ſtrange, that it ſhould now be written unto us from the Body of the Council, that all 
ſort of Men, as well Britiſh as Natives, ſhould ſo far declare Averſeneſs and Impatience 
in the Payment of the Contribtion toward the Payment of our Army, and Reſolu- 
tion to withſtand the Continuance thereof without Reſpect to any Conſequence, or 
opening Ear to any Perſuaſions, as that you conceive it a Work impoſſible, and beyond 
any Induſtry to continue thoſe Levies longer than the three Subſidies are in paying, 
without much Hazard and Danger to the State and Peace of our Affairs there. Ne- 
vertheleſs we may and do ſtill juſtly hope for better Endeavours and Affections as well 
from you our Miniſters, as from our Subjects there in general, eſpecially conſidering, 
that our Army is, as you write, not at all as formerly burthlenſome unto them, that 
they enjoy in a large Manner the Protection and Care of our juſt and peaceable Go- 
vernment, and that they have largely taſted of our Acts of Grace and Bounty when 
the Agents laſt attended us about the Affairs of that Kingdom, and evet ſince.

I formerly heard ſomething of an Intendment in my Lord of Carlile to move 
our Majeſty for the Concealments of Munſter, wherein I preſently acquainted 
th my Lord Treaſurer, and my Lord Cottington, and now of late, that it is ſtill 
urſued by his Lordſhip. God. knows, how truly 1 honour him, and how freely 
ſhou'd lay down both my Life and Fortune to expreſs it; but all other Inte- 
reſts, whether his or my own, ſhall ever be found light with me where thoſe 
of your Majeſty fall in Ballance. Thus am I conſtrained hereby to ſignify unto-your 
Majeſty that ſhou'd this Grant paſs, it would turn extreamly much to your Preju- 
dice, and nip all our Hopes to advance your Revenue in Ireland upon the Commiſſion 
of Defective Titles; which is one of the hopefulleſt Fruits now left us to gather for 
your Majeſty's Advantage : Others have taken and inned the plentiful Harveſt for 
themſelves, and left us only ſuch Gleanings as theſe, to pick up for the Benefit of your 
Crown.

— - I ſhall hereby crave further Leave to acquaint your Majeſty what paſſed between 
the Reſident and myſelf at our laſt Meeting; who, from the concluding of this Bu- 
ſineſs, fell to wiſh that there were the like Speed made in conſummating other Trea- 
ties ſecretly on foot for the mutual Benefit and Increaſe of Amity between the two 
Crowns; ſeeming to conceive they went on very coldly, and not with that Life the 
* Exigent of Affairs required: But being unwilling to enter any further 
iſcourſe with him upon that Subject, I profeſs'd myſelf an utter Stranger to all thoſe 
foreign Buſineſſes, (as indeed I am) nor might I in good Manners be too inquihi- 
tive after them; but as a Looker on the outſide of Things only, I conceived there 
was all the Reaſon in the World for the King of Spain to believe in your Majeſty's real 
Intentions, to nouriſh all good Underſtanding between yourſelves and your Subjects; 
and that you had given a greater Teſtimony of the Confidence your Majeſty had in the 
Honour and Faith of their King, than I had found to paſs ordinarily amongſt Princes 
and was bold to inſtance in the Levies now on foot of Men in Ireland; a greater 
Obligation than which one King could not put upon another. 
For firſt, I muſt as a Counſellor tell him, it had been ſafer for your Majeſty to 
have given Liberty for the raiſing five times as many here in England; becauſe theſe 
could not have been debauched in their Faith, where thoſe were not free of Suſpicion, 
eſpecially being put under Command of Oneal and Odonnell, the Sons of two infa- 
mous and Arch-Traytors, and ſo likely not only to be trained up in the Diſcipline of 
War, but in the Art of Rebellion alſo. Secondly, As your Majeſty's Deputy I muſt 
tell him, if the State of this Kingdom were the ſame as in Queen Elizabeth's Time, I 
ſhould more apprehend the Travel and Diſturbance which two hundred of theſe Men 
might give us there, being Natives, and experienced in their own Faculty of Soldiers, 
being ſent to mutiny and diſcipline their own Countrymen againſt the Crown, than 
of as many more Spaniards, as they ſent in thoſe Days to Kinſale for Relief of the 
Rebel. And therefore I wiſhed him to let the Conde Duque know it to be an Opi- 
nion with us, that if they either undervalued or miſapplied fo great a Favour and Truſt, 
they became altogether unworthy of it; and undervalue it they did, if they could ever 
hereafter call in queſtion the Soundneſs of your Majeſty*s Intentions and Belief in them; 
and miſapply it they did, if they ſhould exerciſe our juſt Jealouſy: by continuing thoſe 
Triſh Regiments under the leading of the Enemies of this State; whom, in all Civili 
and Thankfulneſs to your Majeſty, in all good Diſcretion towards the World and them- 
ſelves, they ought to remove, and put your Majeſty's Subjects under the Command of 
Perſons of clear and untainted Fame with us; of which Sort they might imploy a 
Number far more ſufficient than thoſe Rebels; and ſo to order and diſpoſe them as to

A y laſt unto your Lordſhip was of the 2oth of July, wherein I promiſed a more 
exact Account of what you left me in Charge, and though I hoped to have 
been able to have ſent now a particular Note of the Commodities which Ireland ſends 
to Spain, and the Profit that is made, yet, to aſſure myſelf the better of it, as alſo of 
what may be returned from Spain, I beſeech your Lordſhip be pleaſed that it RE. 0 
by the next; and, for the preſent, give me Leave to propound ſome Things, which, 
did they not ſeem to require a ſpeedy Reſolution, I would not now trouble your Lord- 
ſhip with them, eſpecially amongſt the Throng of ſo many weighty Affairs as at the 
firſt muſt needs attend you. r 
The Buſineſs your Lordſhip intends will prove exceeding beneficial, and there is no 
doubt but that in Spain, they will be moſt glad of it for Reaſons manifeſt, and for 
moſt of the Commodities there needs no further Licence to bring forth Silver. Corn and 
Butter payeth no Cuſtom, nor all Kind of Ammunitions, and it is permitted to return 
Silver for them; and for what Salt Beef, Tallow, or any Proviſions for the King's Na- 
vies, they would be granted the like; and to the End to bring preſently Money into 
Purſe, for the more ſpeedy Advancement of the Negociation, it would much import 
if Strangers were hinder*d from exporting any Corn or Butter. The Hollanders were 
forbidden a Year and an half ago for buying any Butter or Cheeſe in the Weſt of Eng- 
land, and if your Lordſhip hinder them likewiſe in Ireland from exporting Corn and 
Butter, it will mightily further the Trade, and ſomething advance their Deſigns here. 
Beſides, if in Sparn they make an Agreement with your Lordſhip to furniſh their Na- 
vies, it muſt be then of Neceſſity, Ireland not being able to ſend ſuch Store as they 
ſhall need, howſoever, there is no doubt of the venting of it: For, could one ſend away 
twenty Ships laden with Corn and Butter, they would be fold in a Day after their Ar- 
rival, and it is the beſt Commodity can be ſent to Spain; and it is to be noted, that 
this Summer*s Butter muſt be the next Winter and Spring's Store; ſo unleſs the ex- 
Porting be forbidden, the Quantity, and conſequently the Gain will be the leſs. Theſe 
are the two Things which ſhould firſt be ſent, and to that Purpoſe there ſhould Or- 
der be given to have ſome Quantity bought to ſend away in November next, or as ſoon 
as could be againſt Chriſtmas; I am told it will fell bravely in Liſbon, Seville, and in 
all the Port Towns. The Englifb Butter is moſt eſteemed in Spain, and therefore our 
Merchants have of late cauſed the Jriſb be to barrelled up with Hoops bound about with 
Twigs, after the Engliſh Faſhion, and two Letters B. C. the Mark of Briſtol, to be ſet 
upon them. There is no need for this to expect the Anſwer from Spain, ſince Corn 


and Butter are as welcome as their Silver Fleet unto them, and will be indeed a true

Concerning Fiſh, Spain ſpends not much, Biſcay takes off our Herrings moſt ; howſo- 
ever, I believe our Salt Salmon will ſell well, and be a good Commodity within the Land 
we muſt forecaſt to ſerve them with Proviſions, as well for the Mediterranean as mari- 
time Parts. Upon the Coaſt of Gallicia and Portugal is a great fiſhing of Pilchards, 


the beſt of all others, and of Tunin about Cales, and towards the Mouth of the Streights, 


with which, and ſome others, they paſs without much Help from Strangers. The 
greateſt Gain of Fiſh is in the Streights, and though I have many Things to ſay con-

leigh, which certified that the 29th of the laſt Month, a Man of War and a 


Shallop, which alledge themſelves to be of Sz. Sebaſtiuns in Biſcay, had taken a Hol- 


lander lying ſecurely at an Anchor in Black-Rod? in the Mouth of this River by Sur- 
priſal in the Night, and having boarded her, and cut her Cables in the half, haled her 
away into the Sea, the King's Ship being all the while within a League, yet perceived 
nothing till a Brito] Man which lay cloſe the Hollander, and fearing like Meaſure, 
ſlipped his Cable and Anchor, and ſo run off to the King's Ship, and gave Captain 
Plumleigh to underſtand thus much. Whereupon the Captain commanded to weigh, 


and ſetting Sail after them, very fortunately light upon the Pirates, about St. David's 


Head, and -recovered the Ship from them again the laft of Jah, Bulk not broken, 
and thirteen of the Pirates on Board her, and had not the Man of War put from 
him upon the Shoals he had taken him too; but not daring to adventure the King's 
Ship for want of Water he eſcaped. Howbeit we have the Hollander here again in 


Harbour and theſe fourteen taken on Board her in this Caſtle, two of them are Iriſh, 


the reſt are Spaniards. I am of Opinion it will prove, they have Letters of Mart 
from the King of Spain, and that there will be ſome Queſtion about-this Ship, being, 
as I conceive, worth at leaſt 4 or 5000 J. VEE.

HE Bearer hereof, Captain Thomas Fames, Commander of his Majeſty's Ship the 
Lion's Whety, hath earneſtly moved me to certify and inform your Lordſhip of 

ſuch Pirates and Men of War, as have been on this Coaſt this Summer. Your Honour 
may therefore pleaſe, that in * a Week laſt here came a ſmall Pink under thirty 
Tons burden, full of Men, and rid very near the Shore hard by the Town, a Fiſhing- 
Boat went off with fix Men, thinking 2 had been Paſſengers that would have landed, 
our Men they preſently murthered before our Faces, (one of them being my Houſhold 
Servant) and turned the Boat looſe into the Sea, which was loſt z within a few Hours 
ſet fail, and the next Day did pillage one of our ſmall Barks coming from Ireland. 

About the Middle of July laſt, there came hither one Captain Gayner, a Londoner, 
with a Ship of an hundred Tons, fourteen Pieces of Ordnance, and ſixty Men; he 
had a Hollander his Prize, he defired to make ſale of her Goods; I required him to 
ſhew me his Commiſſion (which he did) having two, one under the Admiralty of the 
Weſt Country, ſigned and ſealed, largely and fairly written on Parchment, which was 
for the taking of Pirates; and the other a Spaniſh Commiſſion for the taking of Hol. 
landers, which the Ledger Ambaſſador of Spain in London did approve under his Hand 
and Seal, as thereby appeared: Of which Spaniſh Commiſſion I having no liking, 
reſolved not to let them make any common Sale of the Goods by way of Trade, but 
endeavour'd by all fair Means and Perſuaſions to get them into Harbour, and then meant 
to have ſeized on the Hollands Ship and Goods; but I could not by any Means dray 
them to it, neither get them into any Place under command, and Means I had not any 
to take the Prize from them by Force; whereupon I adviſed with the other Officers of 
the Iſle, what Courſe was to be taken for the Proprietors Goods. At laſt we reſolved to 
get as much of the Goods as we could, and at the loweſt Rate; the which that we 


might the better do, I did forbid the Country to deal with him at all, ſo at laſt we 


bought of him certain Deal Boards, empty Caſks, and ſome Salt in Caſk, two Firkins 
of Bugter, and one Box of Candles, all which coft not, firſt Penny, fifty Pounds : For 
theſe Goods I pay my Lords Money, preſuming that his Lordſhip will not take it ill 
in regard of his Princely Alliance with the Prince of Orange; of this Service I have 
made tehder to his Lordſhip, fully perſuading myſelf, that when the Proprietor ſhall 


make Suit unto his Lordſhip, he ſhall receive a moſt noble Anſwer. Thus much, moſt

The Pape ght me hither from your Lordſhip by Mr. Birne, I return back in 
this Letter, umble Thanks to your Lordſhip for the peruſal of them, I am of 
inion, that the coming down of the Duke of Feria into Germany will mightily re- 
ſtore the Affairs of Germany for the houſe of Auſtria, I wiſh it may not prejudice 
the young Prince Palatine, and let them be doing and ſpare not; it having been to me 
in all other Reſpects an indifferent Thing, how the World went amongſt them. 
Finally, I give your Lordſhip infinite Thanks for the Diſcourſe you have had 
with his Majetly, and for repreſenting -unto him how bare a Paſture I am turned to 
on. Believe me, my Lord, the 1 itſelf is much worſe than I thought to 
have found it, being infinitely ſhort of England in the Benignity of the Air and Good- 
neſs of the Soil, which I take to be principally occaſioned thorough the Mountainouſ- 
neſs of the Country, which brings with it extream much and great Rains, which dead 
the Fruits upon the Earth with their Coldneſs, in ſuch a Sort as they neither have, nor 
indeed can have any Choice Fruits at all, whilſt they get not their Hay till September, 
nor their Corn all inned till towards Mid November. But ſince his Majeſty doth ſo well 
underſtand the true State of his Affairs here, and will be graciouſly pleaſed to 
what I am able to do in the cloſing up thoſe Breaches, which have with ſuch rough 
Hands been opened into the Prerogatives and Right of the Crown, I call Heaven and 
Earth to witneſs againſt me if I fail in one Tittle of that, which all the Faculties of 
80 Body, or Powers of my Mind, ſhall any Ways be able to furniſh me with for his 
rvice. : | 
I am yet ingathering with all poſſible Circumſpection my Obſervations, where, upon 


what, and when to adviſe a Reformation, and to ſet myſelf into the Way of it, under 


God's good Bleſſing, and the Conduct of his Majeſty's Wiſdom. I ſhall, before it be 
long, be ripe to return the Fruit of my Labours to be examined and conſidered on that 
Side, and then rightly diſpoſed to ſet them on work and purſue them here with Effect, 
taking along with me thoſe two great Houſhold Gods, which ought always to be re- 
verenced in the Courts, and ſway in the Actions of Princes, Honour and Juſtice. 
Theſe Counſels, I confeſs, are ſecret ones, it being one of my chiefeſt Cares to con-

enough to prove him as rank a Pirkes as Fohn Dorye. His Lieutenant and divers of 
his Company have voluntarily confeſſed (upon Promiſe of Pardon to themſelves) that 
he had led two Danes of all they had, and had ſerved, the third the ſame Sauce, 

had not the King of Denmark's Ship come into the God-ſpeed, and put them to their 
Heels for their own Safery. One of theſe was the Poſt-Bark, which paſſes betwecn 
Dantzick and London, whoſe Enſign we found on board him; French he ſpares in 
no Place, of which he hath pillaged five or fix, out of one of them he took eight 
Packs of Canvas, which were on Board in Specie, only when he heard we were 
come about to the Bantrye to make Stay of him, he cut off the outer coarſe Canvas, 
in which the reſt was rolled up, and in which the Merchant's Mark was ſet, and 
folding up ſome Bullets in it, threw it over-board to prevent Diſcovery, and in Place 
thereof cauſed one of his Quarter-Maſters (an Hamburgher well verſed in Affairs of 
this Nature) with Gunpowder and Beer mixed together, to ſet on the Mark of a 
Dutch Merchant, and ſo avowed them for Dutch Goods; and that the Newneſs and 
Cleanneſs of the Packs being diſrobed of their old Wraps might give us no Light of 
their Knavery, they ſullied them over with a dirty Mop, the better to cloak and be- 
dawb their Villany, Divers Engliſh and Scots they likewiſe ſearched, but took 
nothing from them, belike becayſe they found nothing there for their turn, The 
Frenchman's Ordnance they diſmounted, and would have robbed them of them, but 
that they found them too heavy Carriage, and wanted a winding Tackle to hoiſt them 


out. All their Rogueries they did with Holland Colours abroad, pretending them- 


ſelves to be a Man of War of Fluſhing, and the Captain gave himſelf out to be one 
which formerly in the Rachelle War had followed Seubize, and now ſerved the States, 
facing the Frenchmen down, that they were bound for Dunkirk, which they con- 
ſtantly denying and ſwearing that they were bound for St. Malo, he bids them come 


to Fluſbing, and if there they could make it appear, that the Goods did nat belong 


to Dunkirk, they ſhould have Reſtitution, and they demanding his Name, he gives 
them the Name of the Scrivan of his Ship inſtead of his own, which Scrivan was 
flain two Days before. Whenſoeyer he came up with any Ship, or pillaged any, his 


Spaniards and Walloons were hid in the Holds, only his Flemiſb appeared, that he might 
the better father his Villany upon the Hollander. 


The Captain himſelf upon his firſt Stay ſtole away ſecretly, and as I am certainly 
informed is gone for England, hoping there by the Means of the Spaniſh Reſident and 


Sir Peter Ricault (whom he pretends to be his Owners) to get his Ship diſcharged 


before his Cauſe be thoroughly known there; Dublin he purpoſely baulked, doubting 
that his Perſon, being there notoriouſly known for a Pirate, would marr all his 

rter. | 

His Buſineſs upon this Coaſt was to pull the Hollanders by the Ears out of every 
Port, which he told his Company he had Licence from the King of England to do, 
and then he was bound for Sr. Sebaſtian's, to which Den of Thieves his Ship belongs, 
being of the Squadron of Guipuſcoa now newly amaſſed there. | 

I beg with as much Earneſtneſs as I can, that your Lordſhip will be pleaſed to order 
ſpeedily what ſhall be done with them, for both theirs and our Victuals draw towards 
an End apace; if I muſt carry the Ship for England (as by my Inſtructions I am com- 
manded) it will be neceſſary to diſmiſs ſome of the Company that the Proviſions may 
ſpin out the Time a little longer. .

As for Captain Proneville he 
hath made himſelf uncapable of your Lordſhip's Favour, and baulking Dublin is gone 
directly for England, without the Privity of any of his Company. Since his Depar- 
ture his Officers, have diſcovered divers Piracies and Pilferies committed by him; 
which I have particularly related in a Packet ſent hence this very Morning, and 
truſting it will be in your Lordſhip's Hands before this, forbear to iterate here. The 
Victual in his Ship is near done, when he will return God knows, and what I ſhall 
do with her till I hear again from your Lordſhip I am very doubtful. I take care 
that the Company in her ſhall want nothing till your Lordſhip's Directions ſhall 
arrive here, and hither I was forced to bring her both to ſecure the Hollanders 
trading in the Bantrye, and to give Safety to the Subject on Shore, who ſtood in 
doubt that they would attempt to rob their Houſes, or take away their Cattle. Such 
a Crew of diſorderly People did I never ſee together, and I am confident had they 
not been nipped in the Bud, they would have done more Pilferies upon this Coalt 
than all the Rabble of Biſcay have done this Year. | 

I will expect what your Lordſhip will be pleaſed to determine of them, and only 
beg a ſpeedy Anſwer, which the Neceſſity of the Cauſe requires. Another Week 
would have compelled them to turn Pirates here, for *tis now but fixteen Days fince

Services, Tithes and Demeans, appertaining to the ſaid Biſhopricks have been by bis 
Predeceſſors granted, leaſed and paſſed away by Fee-Farms, and other Grants _

him, or the ſucceeding Biſhops of thoſe Sees; in regard whereof he hath been an hum- 


ble Suitor unto us, that we would be graciouſly pleaſed for the good of thoſe poor Sees — 


to grant our Royal Commiſſion under our Great Scal of that our Kingdom to our 
Deputy, or other chief Governor there for the Time being, and ſuch other of our 
Privy Council there, and others, as ſhou'd ſeem beſt unto us; and to authoriſe them 
by Proceſs, or other compulſory Means, if need be, to call before them any Perſon or 
Perſons, and ſummarily to examine, hear thoroughly, and finally to determine all Con- 


troverſies, Debates, and Demands, concerning the Inheritance of the ſaid Sces, that 


ſhall be from Time to Time brought before them by the ſaid Biſhop, with Power to 
the ſaid Commiſſioners to grant out Injunction or Injunctions, Prohibition or Prohibi- 
tions, to make Stay of the Proſecution of all Caules, Suits, and Actions whatſoever, 
now depending or which hereafter ſhall or may depend before any other Judge, or 

aſtices of that our Kingdom, in any of our Courts of Juſtice there whatſoever ; and 
that the ſaid Cauſes, Suits, and Actions ſhall and may be determined before the ſaid 
Commiſſioners and not elſewhere, if the ſaid Biſhop ſhall ſo think fit; and to ſettle 
unto the ſaid Biſhop all and every ſuch Lands, Tenements, and Hereditaments, Tithes, 
Rents, Reſervations, Duties, and Demands whatſoever, as ſhou'd any ways appear 
unto them to have been heretofore anciently belonging to the ſaid Sees, and wrongfully 
detained from the ſame, either by Deceit, Intruſion, Uſurpation, unconſcionable 
Grants, and Confirmations of the former Biſhops, and Deans and Chapters of the ſaid 
Sees, or otherwiſe, howſoever detained and kept from them; and to call before them 


all ſuch as have long Reverſions of the Church Lands, or other Eccleſiaſtical Duties 


belonging to the ſaid Sees, being already in Leaſe for many Years unexpir'd, whereby 
the Hope of recovering the Patrimony of the ſaid Sees in ſucceeding Ages will be taken 
away. We are therefore graciouſly pleaſed, and do by theſe our Letters, authoriſe and 
require you, to grant ſuch a Commiſſion under our Great Seal of that our Kingdom, 
to ſuch as by the Petitioner ſhall be deſir'd, and as you ſhall think fit; and that after 
the granting of the ſaid Commiſſion, you and the reſt of the ſaid Commiſſioners pro- 
ceed according to the Tenor and Effect thereof, and call all ſuch Perſons before you 
and the other Commiſſioners, as pretend any Intereſt, Right, or Demands to any the 
faid Lands, Tenements, Hereditaments, Tithes, Rents, Reſervations, Duties and De- 
mands whatſoever, of and belonging to the ſaid Sces, and cauſe them to ſhew ſuch 
Decds and Writings, Leaſes and Evidences, as they, or any of them, have of the Lands, 
Tenements, Hereditaments, Tithes, Rents, Reſervations, Duties and Demands afore- 
ſaid. And alſo, that if upon View of the ſaid Deeds and Leaſes, Writings and Evi- 
dences aforeſaid, you find them to be unconſcionable, and that the Parties, or Leſſees 
refuſe to yield to Equity, and our good Intention to the ſaid Sees, then we authoriſe; 
and require you, to reduce the Grants and Leaſes, Claims and Demands aforeſaid, to one 
and twenty Years, or ſuch reaſonable Term, as in good Conſcience you ſhall think fit;

Royal Father of blefled Memory in that our Kingdom, and confirmed by us againſt 
unconſcionable Leafes and Grants of Biſhops Lands, that then you, or our Chancellor 


or Keeper of the Great Seal of that our Kingdom for the Time being, do call all ſuch 
| Perſon or Perſons before you, together with the Leſſees, and execute all ſuch Penalties 


upon them without Partiality, as is ſpecify*d and provided by the ſaid Act of State.

x all your Lordſhip's very large Letter, which 1 lately received, there is not one 

Word of the Archbiſhop of Dublin's recalling his Excommunication; ſo it may be 
it is well ended; nor is there one Word of your wonted Recreation, ſo it may be 
either you are not yet well enough acquainted at Lambeth, or elſe you are afraid that 
ſome ſouer Ghoſt walks there : But to that which you have written, I ſhall give your 
Lordſhip a very clear Anſwer, and as free as I uſed to do. 

And firſt, I wholly agree with you, that the Wars and their Noiſe ſtunned the Church, 
and that ſince the Time of Peace it hath ſcarce thrived any better than it did in the 
War, muſt needs be in Part charged upon the Weakneſs and Negligence of the Clergy 
themſelves. But having agreed with your Lordſhip thus far, I pray you give me Leave 
to add two other Cauſes, which have nipped the Growth of it almoſt as much as theſe, 
The one is the exceſſive Number of the oppoſite Party, and their Heartineſs to their own 
Side damming up the Ears of the People againſt any other Inſtruction. And the ſecond 
is (which I for my Part do ſomewhat believe) that ſome of the Lord Deputies, which 
have been there in former Times, have not given it that Countenance and Aſſiſtance 
which it extremely needed, and which I hope your Lordſhip will give. But for the 
Recovery of the Weakneſs it is in, I am wholly of your Lordſhip's Belief, that the 
Phyſicians, that muſt cure it, are on this fide the Sea, and further that the Fees allow- 
ed in thoſe Parts are not large enough to tempt them over. And to force them in 
ſuch a Caſe I can never hold it fit; for ſuch a Work will never be maſtered by unwil- 
ling Hands. 

It is a very noble Reſolution in your Lordſhip to deſire to be noted for ſpeaking the 
beſt of your Friends rather than the worſt of thoſe that love you not. And indeed, 
my Lord, very ſeriouſly I haye a very good Opinion of all the four Men you name; 
but not ſo large as your Lordſhip, And for Dr. Bramball, I think, with your Lord- 
ſhip's Direction and Countenance, he will be able to do any Service that can be put 
upon him. And as there is enough to do, ſo I preſume you will ſet him on work. For 
that which you do conceive may be my part, whenſoever the King ſhall think fit to do 
more than is done, and to make a better Settlement of the Church, I will, God willing, 
be wanting to no Duty that I am able to perform. In the mean Time, ſince there is 
ſuch a Neceſlity for an Army, as that without it there will be neither Obedience to 
the King, nor Reſpect to the Church, the Biſhops which have oppoſed it, have ſhowna 
marvellous deal of Weakneſs: And I am ſorry that Kilmore is one of them, eſpe- 
cially, conſidering what Favour hath been ſhowed to them, and their Demeſnes, in all 
the Levies that have been for the Army. And certainly the firſt Leiſure I have, I 
will write to the Biſhop of K:/more about it, and all to that Effect which you deſire. 

I heartily thank your Lordſhip for the incloſed Paper which you ſent me, though 
you might have ſpared the Pains, for I was never jealous that you would do any Thing 
againſt the Good of the Church or ſuch Intentions as I have towards it. For, I am 
moſt confident (and I proteſt my Heart and my Pen go together) that ſince the Re- 

formation there was never any Deputy in that Kingdom intended the Good of the 

Church ſo much, as your Lordſhip doth, And I hope you are as reſolute in your 
Thoughts for me, that, fince I was the firſt Man that humbly beſought his Majeſty 
to ſend ſome of his Chaplains to be Biſhops in that Kingdom, I ſhall not now recede 

from it, unleſs it be at ſome Times, and upon ſome particular Occaſions, when I may 
receive Informations from your Lordſhip of ſome very able and deſerving Men on

Majeſty leave me to myſelf, they conclude there is no good to be done by Oppoſition, 


and fo I ſhall be able to bend them to the King's Will in all Things, and leave him 


this Kingdom in a far better State than I found it. 

Do I fay this for my Profit? His Majeſty knows I am engaged to Mr. Percy, nor is 
it to me one Farthing : Money ſhould not make me write one Word of all this; but I 
conſider the Affairs of his Majeſty, which adviſe there as well as you can, ſhall yet much 
depend upon the Credit and Execution of the Deputy; ſo as he cannot be leſſened (as 
in theſe Things he hath been extreamly) but his Majeſty ſhall ſuffer ten Times more ano- 
ther Way. After one of theſe Snuffles they look not upon him here but as a Cypher, 
never crave more at his Hands than that he ſhall do them no Hurt, Good they will 
expect none; ſo as it is my Opinion (if I were to die now I would fay it) that his Ma- 


jeſty cannot do himſelf any greater Diſſervice in any one thing in this Kingdom than 


by ſuffering any at Court to make Suits unto him for Places in the Deputy's Gift. Be- 

ſides thoſe Captains ſent us out of England never care for their General, never obey his 

Orders, or keep their Companies and Reſidence as they ought : The Reaſon is plain, 

their Dependance is elſewhere, and thus they diſorder the whole Army to boot. I ſhould

Now is the Primate 
extream earneſt to have Licence for 200000, entring in good Security to deliver them 
at London. My Anſwer is, that if he will give the King twenty Shillings upon every 
thouſand, I will move in his Behalf, and ſee if I can procure him Leave ſo to do; I 
am perſuaded he will be drawn unto it; I might do this of myſelf, but in regard it 
will be ſomething a general Caſe, I thought good to adviſe it with you on that Side 
firſt : For my own Opinion J hold it beft, not only in point of Profit for the King, 
but ſafeſt to free us from being abuſed in this kind, to ſuffer none to pals for England, | 
without paying a third Part of that, which they pay that tranſport them to Spain. For 
if the Liberty be left at large for England, they will firſt really land them there, and 
after ſhip them out for Spain, and ſo ſpoil the Market of thoſe, that I truſt will be 
drawn to give three Pounds for every thouſand Staves. 

And now I muſt fetch a Compaſs towards the North of England, and firſt complain 
of the Exchequer Men, who have this long Vacation ſent out Warrants to bind all Re- 
cuſants to their good Behaviour, not excepting ſuch as have compounded. Had they 
done ſo, it would have been paſſing well, given Encouragement to thoſe who had 
compounded, and brought in the reſt, Whereas now it hath wrought a quite contrary 
Effect; thus have we hurt where we expected our beſt Support. It may be they will 
plead Ignorance z but that ought not to be allowed them, conſidering that the Return

rather than loſe, they can find in their Hearts to overthrow any Service, be it never ſo 


beneficial to the Crown. Elſe had they never taken this Occaſion inſtantly, upon m 
going forth of the Kingdom of ſending out theſe Warrants, which for any thing 
ever heard, came heretofore only out of the King's. Bench, and never out of the Ex- 
chequer, till now. My Lord Treaſurer and you have Power over them, and if you 
let them have for nothing the breaking thro* of his Majeſty's Inſtructions, and thus 
diſtracting and diſcountenancing his Affairs, I know not what to ſay to it. Sure Iam, if 


they were under my Laſh, they ſhould taſte of it. A fair Colour, it may be, ſer 


upon it by Mr. Attorney in their Behalf ſhould not ſerve the Turn: As it is, to recom- 
mend it to your Lordſhips is all I can do, which I do very earneſtly, in regard as I con-

It is a Proceeding of dangerous Conſequence, able to encourage all the pilfering Rogues 
to haunt this Coaſt, when they find Means to put off their Prey, as faſt in one Place 
as they take it in another; Beſides this Iſle is the moſt miſchievouſly ſeated for ſuch 
a Purpoſe that can be. Therefore I beſeech your Lordſhips this Captain may be ſent 
for to anſwer his ſaid Miſdemeanors, and ſuch a Puniſhment inflicted upon him, as 
he well deſerves, leſt this Evil gather upon us faſter than at the firſt we are aware 
of. | | 
Captain James is come to this Town from the North, and aſſures me on that 
arter this Channel is now free of theſe Pickers that ſo infeſt thoſe Parts, indeed the

HE Defaults of Sir Sampſon Dorrel have been repreſented to the Commiſſioners, 


ſo as if he reform them not, there will be Care taken to ſupply them by other 
Hands. At this Time of the Year, the Ships uſe to be appointed, and the Aſſign- 


ments ſettled for the ſucceeding Year's Service: And becauſe the Charge of the laſt 
fell too heavy upon you, we will now follow your Advice in chuſing a Ship for you, 
as fit for Service, but of leſs Expence. The Licence demanded by your Lordſhip, 
for Exportation of Wools in the Form directed, is referred to the Committee to be 
ſeriouſly thought upon, and though I often call upon it, yet it is not reſolved on: 
And there hath of late ſo mich Complaint been made by Petitions to the Board againſt 
the exporting into foreign Parts both of Engliſh, Irifh, and Scotiſh Wools, that a 
general Reſtraint thereof in all the three Kingdoms is agreed upon, as a Matter much 
importing the Cloth Trade, and ſpecially the Manufacturies, which run an Hazard of 
being baniſh*d out of France, and the Low-Countries, by their ordinary working them 
of our own Wools. A Letter was lately ſent to your Lordſhip concerning. this Re- 
ſtraint, which I ſuppoſe you have received, But if the Licence you require, may 
ſtretch no further than the exporting of your Wools into England and his Majeſty's 
Dominions, I ſuppoſe no Difficulty will be made to grant it, and ſo ſoon as it ſhall be 
ordered, I will haſten the Diſpatch. | | 
His Majeſty is daily preſſed with Iriſb Petitions, which are ſtopped in my Hands, 
when they are not fit to paſs further. Theſe few ſent herewith his Majeſty referreth 
to your Conſideration only to acquaint him what Anſwer they deſerve. The Peti- 
tion of Mrs. Mary Innes, is furthered by the Suit of. ſome noble Friends of hers 
in near Attendance, wherein the chief Point (wherein your Lordſhip may ſafely do 
her Favour) is to examine, whether that Wrong ſhe complaineth of in'the paſſing 
of the Value of the ſixty Pound per Annum may be diſcovered and redreſſed. For 
the other forty Pound, the Merit of her Father's Service is beſt known in that Country; 
and the Reaſon may there appear, why it paſſed not with the reſt. The next Petition 
is offered in the Form of a Letter brought by the Lord Duxluce from his Father the 
Earl of Antrim, the Effect whereof is, that your Lordſhip be required, upon a Sur- 
veyor's Certificate, without further hearing to ſettle him in Poſſeſſion of ſuch Lands 
as he demandeth, without other Clauſes, commanding your Favour and Reſpect to- 
wards him upon all his Occaſions : wherewith when I acquainted. his Majeſty with 
the Tenor and Style, he forbare to make Anſwer till you had ſeen the Contents and 
delivered your Opinion, whereof I give your Lordſhip Notice, without acquainting 
them that your Anſwer is expected. Another Petition is, that of Sir Thomas Phi- 
lips, who, by following the Suit againſt the Londoners Plantation, hath brought 
himſelf to that Extremity, that he can no longer ſubſiſt without Relief by ſome 
ſuch Means, I have not forborn to acquaint his Majeſty with the great Inconvenience

If I had miſapplied any Power intruſted with me, to other End, than the Honour 
and Service of his Majeſty, it had juſtly fallen upon me as a Puniſhment for ſo foul a 


Crime, where now it may ſeem to prejudicate me before I have done, I truſt, any 


thing amiſs, | | 


I know it may be ſaid, this is no more than hath been done ſometimes formerly: 
But it is as truly to be replied, his Majeſty*s Service hath ſuffered by it, and that ſuch 


Suits as theſe, entertained with Diminution of the Deputy, have been one principal 


Cauſe that we have here ſo ill diſciplined and weak an Army: Nor need I in this go 
far for Inſtances. Beſides, I might plead, reaſonably enough for ſome greater Regard 
to be had of me; my Labour and Pains being equal, the future Expectance of Re- 
ward for my Service like to be leſs preſſing and importunate, whenever it ſhall pleaſe 
his Majeſty to think fit to call me Home; yet my Charge I dare ſay far greater in each 


Reſpect, than any of the five which went laſt before me: An Expence not of Vanity 
neither, but of Neceſſity, judging it not to become me, having the great Honour to 


repreſent his Majeſty*s ſacred Perſon, to ſet it forth, no not in any one Circumſtance, 
in a penurious mean Manner, before the Eyes of a wild and rude People. Howbeit 
I am able to make it good, that this Place 'was twice as beneficial to moſt of them, as 
it is (thus pinched and pared) now left unto me: But it is not Profit inwards that 
draws from me this Diſcourſe, for I thank God J have a moderate Fortune and  mode- 
rate Deſires; my Thoughts are fixed upon other Objects, more ſtrongly than to be 
drawn aſide by thoſe ſtarved and narrow Conſiderations. 5 

But the Sum of all is, if his Majeſty look for no more from me than from others; 
my Senſe of this ought to be leſs, and ſo I am ſure of much more Eaſe and Profit 
than I hope for, or look after; but if more be expected, then I truſt I may implore 
greater Power and Credit; at leaſt to be preſerved in the juſt Rights of my Place, 
which may the better enable me to go thorough ſo many Oppoſitions, which (not to 
flatter myſelf) I am ſure to meet with before I attain my Journey's End. And in- 
deed II ſee no Reaſon, why any Man ſhould envy me them, ſince I traſt all the World 
ſhall reſt fatisfied, I iſſue them again with Henour and Advantage to his Majeſty's 


Affairs.

UNDERSTOOD in a 5 of my Lord Cottington's of the 27th of the laſt Month, 
1 how his Majeſty hath been moved by the Lord Newburgh to make a Grant of the 
Captainſhip my Lord of Falkland had here unto his younger Son Mr. Lorenzo Carey; 
but that his Majeſty was graciouſly pleaſed to reſpite the Matter, till he heard from me: 
But ſince I have received, this 25th of October, his Majeſty's of the 29th of the laſt, 
which appoints me to confer that Place upon Mr. Carey: Secondly, your Lordſhip's of 
the 2d of the laſt in favour alſo of this young Gentleman. 9 

My Lord, to confeſs a Truth, this troubles me very much, and that not the leaſt 
occaſioned by your Lordſhip*s Mediation, having ſet up my Confidence to be ſtrengthned 

your Power and Judgment, in the undeniable Rights of my Place, and that a 
ſtronger Sollicitation than my Lord Newburgh's ſnou'd not in the leaſt have gotten any

What I have received from his Majeſty concerning Mr. Carey, ſince my laſt to 
ou, the incloſed Paper will ſhew your Lordſhip, being the Copy of my Diſpatch to 
Mr. Secretary Coke, wherein I will not trouble you more than ſtill to deſire you to 
help me as well as you may, that this Indignity be not done me. The Captains begin 
to fear they may be called upon to do their Duties, which will be to their Loſs, but 
the Honour of the King, and Safety of the State; and are now, I am confident, leſs 
affected to me than ever they will be again; for undoubtedly I will after I have brought 
them into Order, carry myſelf ſo as to be beloved of them, whether they will or no. You 
would ſmile to ſee good Sir Thomas Dutton pout whilſt I tell him, he hath the worſt 
Troop of Horſe in all Ireland; he lowers upon me, as if, becauſe he killed Hatton 
Cheek, no Man ſhould dare more to call upon him for any Duty, tells me it ſerved here- 
tofore, but, I think, I have ſatisfied him it muſt not be ſo hereafter.

Money for that Purpoſe; at which Time I being in the Houſe of Mr. Richard Aſhe, 
my Regiſter, who was himſelf a Commiſſioner, attending till ſome other of our Com- 
pany ſhould return from bringing the Judges on their Way, there came to me one Mr. 
Alane Cook, my unfriendly Chancellor, being none of our Number, and ſome other 
of the Gentlemen of the Country, and craved my Hand to a Letter to the Lords Juſtices 
and Council, touching the, new Applotment of Monies upon the Country for the Army. 
Whether this Letter were like to that of our Neighbour County of Fermanagh, where- 
unto my Lord of Xilfanora had ſubſcribed, and that Mr. Cook being his Son- in- law 
laboured to join me in the ſame Cauſe with him, or elſe he would redeem the good 
Opinion of the Country with ſuch a popular Service, I know. not; this I may truly 
confirm to your Lordſhip, that I was not of Counſel, nor had any Participation wi 
any Biſhop or Layman, or 17 Creature thereabout, and that the very preſenting it by 
that Man made me nothing forward to condeſcend to grant my Hand to it. I an- 
ſwered them that it was a Buſineſs that concerned not me at all; foraſmuch as all the 
Land I held was exempted from contributing any thing to the Soldiers. For but the 
Midſummer Affizes before, when, beſides my voluntary Contribution the Sheriffs and 
Collectors applotted Monies upon my menſal Land, contrary to the Act of State in that 
Behalf, I had with much ado found nga" a Reference from the Lords Juſtices 
to the Judges of Afize; at which Time the Malice of Mr. Cook towards me well ap- 
peared, for he affirmed openly, that my Lord Primate and the Lord Archbiſhop of 
Dublin enjoyed no ſuch Exemption of their menſal Lands, which was contrary to Truth, 
and that which themſelves had told me. This Exemption allowed me, contrary to 
his falſe Suggeſtion, I now alledged, telling them that I had no Cauſe to complain. 
They urged me ſtill in reſpect of my Tenants, and the Country and the Miniſters. 
When I had peruſed their Letter, I ſhewed them that I could not concur to it, for

I told them this was no Manner to treat with his Majeſty, but rather to have 
Recourſe to his Goodneſs: For the former, their Anſwer was, that I might well take 
them upon the Truſt of their Word; for the reſt, they would needs have me take the 
Pen, and make it, as I thought good: I altered the Frame of it to an humble Petition, 
and reduced it to a more dutiful Form. And whereas Mr. Cook would have mine own 
Clerk to write it out, pretending that he had the faireſt Hand, they took him afide 
with them, and brought it to me the ſecond Time: But ſome Things remaining ſtill 
uncorrected, ] refuſed to ſign it till they had got it written the third Time in Manner, 
as I ſuppoſe, your Lordſhip hath it. Who was the Man that took upon him to carry 
it, or ſend it about from one Juſtice or Miniſter to another, who brought it up to 
Dublin, and put in the Hands of the Gentleman that delivered it, if your Lordſhip 
do count it worth the Enquiry, you may ſoon find out.

Ofſorien, &c, I that know 
there is in this Kingdom, for the moulding of the People to the Pope's Obedience, a 
Rabble of irregular Regulars, commonly younger Brothers of good Houſes, who. are 
goon to that Inſolency as to advance themſelves to be Members of the Eccleſiaſtical 
ierarchy, in better Ranks than Prieſts, inſomuch as the Cenſure of the Sorbonne is fain 
to be employed to curb them; which yet is called in again, fo tender is the Pope to 
theſe his own Creatures: I that know that his Holineſs hath erected a new Univerſity 
at Dublin to confront his Majeſty's College there, and to breed up the Youth of this

It is true, indeed, I had no private Intereſt, having not a Foot of Land of Inheritance 
in Ireland, nor otherwiſe in -the Right of my Church holding any more than will 
keep my Houſe ; yea, and by the Perſon of the 4 . N (being the moſt unjuſt Ad- 
verſary that I ever had in this World) I was rather ſet off, than inclined to concur with _ 
them: So as if the Reſpect of my Place, and of his Majeſty's Service had not drawn 
me, I had never, I think, vouchſafed to look upon the Paper. But, my Lord, I have 
hitherto thought that in ſuch Occaſions it is for the publick Service, that moderate 
Men ſhould adjoin them to the Multitude to found their Pretenſions, obſerve the 
Factions, and always labour to keep them within the Compaſs: of Duty and Obedi- 
ence, which I endeavoured to do.

Theſe Grounds, I doubt not, moved the Right Honourable the Lords Juſtices and 
Council when the Cavan Petition was firſt examined at the Council-Board, and that 
rigorouſly, though none was preſent to defend it or me, yet to leave it without Cen- 
ſure 3 and to put a great Difference betwixt it and the Letter of the next Country. And 
for my concurring, had they underſtood all, I doubt not but they would have holden 
me worthy of Thanks for the good Service which herein I performed. I had that 
Day to lay upon the County of Cavan above a thouſand Pounds for re-edifying of 
the Churches: A Charge by my Fellow- Commiſſioners at our former Meetings holden 
impoſſible to be levied in any ſhort Time: I ſaw well I was to have as much Diffi- 
culty with them as with the People, if I did not, in ſome Sort, follow their Humour. 
Of this Buſineſs, and the Sum it came to, which none of them knew, I ſaid nothing; 
they had put it into the Letter that they were to build the Churches; I paſſed it over 
as tenderly as might be, and (let me truly confeſs to your Lordſhip) the reſt of their 
Remonſtrances alſo ſo ſhortly and dryly as it may well appear, I fought rather the 
ſatisfying their Deſire, than hoped the effecting of that which they defired. By this 
Means I had them as pliable as I could wiſh : They yielded to the building of the 
Churches by the 2oth of May this next Spring, which I ſcarce expected would have 
been done in three Years. The upholding of the Army, I doubted not, would be well 
enough provided for, this immediate Service of God and of his Majeſty was more pre- 
{ent and more preſſing, which I do not yet repent me to have thus effected. I ſhall” 
not need to put your Lordſhip's Wiſdom in Mind, that a ſlight and weakly purſued 
Objection fortifieth the Concluſion it impugns: And the Grace that is done to any, 
is not only indeared in Opinion, but is greater indeed, that hath received ſome Rub by 
the oppoſite Faction. In both which Regards I furthered his Majeſty's Service, whe- 
ther the not urging the Recuſants Fines, or the applotting of Money indifferently for 
the maintaining the Army. LE 

I have truly given Account to your Lordſhip of the Carriage of the Cavan Petition, 
and diſcovered to the very Bottom the Reaſons that led me. to ſubſcribe it; where- 
by II hope to have cleared it to your Lordſhip's wiſe Judgment that I have not done 
any Diſſervice at all to his Majeſty in this Affair, humbly beſeeching you firſt to excuſe 
me in your own Opinion, if you ſhould have thought otherwiſe of me; and next, to 
make true and favourable Report of the Sincerity of my Intentions to his excellent 
Majeſty. As for the outward Signs of your Diſpleaſure I ſhall patiently endure them ſo 
long as you ſhall think them conducible in the publick Good, and yet nevertheleſs 
with all dutiful Aﬀection continue as God ſhall enable me to endeavour to ſerve you 
under his Majeſty in my Place faithfully and chearfully; and what I ſhall want in Abi- 
lity, I ſhall ſupply with my daily and hearty Prayers, that your Lordſhip's Government,

T all humble Manner ſheweth unto your Honours ; whereas your Lordſhips were 
pleaſed to ſend Directions unto the Sheriff of this County, bearing Date the 12th of 
February laſt, 1632, Stilo Angliæ, &c. for the levying certain Sums of Money towards 
the Maintenance of the Army, or Contribution for the laſt three Months, ending the 
laſt Day of March laſt ; and that your Lordſhips Directions were grounded upon the

6. That if any be feared, it ſeems hard that others no way doubted of, - ſhould be 
in worſe Condition by reaſon of their Dangerouſneſs. 

7. That whereas your Lordſhips do intimate a proffer made by a great Number of 
Noblemen and Gentlemen of this Kingdom, to continue their Contributions; we 
humbly deſire that it be conſidered, that though they be many in themſelves, yet are 
they but few when compared with the reſt, that their Proffers ſeem probably to be for 
their own Ends, and will be a Means to weary the Plantators.

My very good Lord, 


T ſeems by your late Letters which I have received, that you have taken your Leave 
of Fulbam, the Biſhop you ſay is gone, and I believe that's true, God ſpeed him 
as well where he now is, as he did there. As for your Letters and yourſelf, when you 
come, they ſhall be as welcome to Lambeth as they were to Fulham. And ſince you 
have learnt the Way to be a little merry, I would you and your Couſin Sibbes had been 
the other Day at the Council-Table, where I never heard, you know whom, in a better 
Mood verily, | ; + 
I am very glad to read your Lordſhip ſo reſo lute, and more, to hear you affirm, 
that the Footing of them, which go thorough for our Maſter's Service, is not now upon 
Fee, as it hath been, But you are withal upon ſo many ifs, that by their Help you may 
preſerve any Man upon Ice be it never fo ſlippery. As firſt, if the common Lawyers 
may be contained within their ancient and ſober Bounds; if the Word Thorough be 
not left out, (as I am certain it is;) if we grow not faint; if we ourſelves be not in 
fault; if it come not to Peccatum ex te Iſrael; if others will do their Parts as 
thoroughly as you promiſe for yourſelf, and juſtly conceive of me. Now I pray, with 
ſo many and ſuch ifs as theſe, what may not be done, and in a brave and noble Way ? 
But can you tell when theſe ifs will meet, or be brought together? Howſoever, I am 
reſolved to go on ſteadily in the Way, which you have formerly ſeen me go, ſo that 
(to put in one if too) if any Thing fail of my hearty Deſires for the King and the 
Church's Service, the Fault ſhall not be mine.

My Lord, I did not take you to be ſo good a Phyſician before, as now I ſee you 
are; for the Truth is, a great many Church-Cormorants have fed ſo full upon it, that 
they are fallen into a Fever; and for that no Phyſick better than a Vomit, if it be 
given in Time; and therefore you have taken a very judicious Courſe to adminiſter 
one ſo early to my Lord of Cork. I hope it will do him good, though perchance he 
thinks not ſo, for if the Fever hang long about him, or the reſt, it will certainly ſhake 
either them or their Eſtates in Pieces. Go on, my Lord, I muſt needs ſay this is thorough 
indeed, and ſo is your Phyſick too, for a Vomit never ends kindly, that doth not work 
both Ways, and that is thorough. Nor can I anſwer what became of the Primate 
and the reſt of the Biſhops, while the poor inferior Clergy were thus oppreſſed, more 
than this, that I ever thought it was not in their Power to help it. But if any of 
them be as bad for Oppreſſion of the Church as any Layman, that I am ſure is un- 
anſwerable; and if it appear ſo to you, great Pity it is, but ſome one or other of the 
chief Offenders ſhould be made a publick Example, and turned out of his Biſhoprick. 
And, I believe, ſuch a Courſe once held, would do more good in Ireland than any 
Thing that hath been there this forty Years. | 
Now for your Queſtion, what my Lord of Cork will ſay? I cannot tell; but ſure 
Jam ſo many of the Fraternity as think it Popery to ſet the Communion- Table at the 
End of the Chancel, and for the Prebends to come in their Formalities to Church, 
are either ignorant or factious Fools, But I warrant you the poor Vicar thinks very 
well of you, and ſo doth the King, to whom I have told what Phyſick you have given 
the Earl of Cork. | | 
But, I warrant you, I am thought as odd an Archbiſhop as you can be a Deputy ; for 
my Lady Davis ſhe propheſies againſt me, that I ſhall not many Days outlive the 
5th of November. And I think I ſent your Lordſhip Word before of one Bowyer, a 
Rogue that broke Priſon, but ſaid he came newly from beyond the Seas, and went up 
and down the Country railing againſt me, and making me no leſs than a Traytor ; 
but he was brought to the Star-Chamber, the 13th of November, and there ſoundly 
cenſured, the Rogue confeſſed all, and all by the Devil, but would acknowledge no Con- 
federates. And now there is another Fellow half mad, that comes into the Court with 
a great Sword by his Side, and rails upon the Archbiſhop, God knows for what, and 
ſays, he will have Juſtice of the King againſt him, or take another Courſe for it him- 
ſelf.

HE 7th of November I received yours of the 23d of October, and in my former 
Letter of the 26th of October, have anſwered ſome Points thereof. The whole Let- 
ter containeth full two Sheets of Paper cloſe written, yet it pleaſed his Majeſty to hear it 
read over every Word, To anſwer all in order, I muſt firſt tell you his Majeſty approveth 
and commendeth all the Works and Reparations you take in Hand about the Caſtle of 
Dublin; and eſpecially he is well pleaſed with your pious Reſtitution to the Pariſh of 
that decayed Church, which was ſo decreed in the Exchequer, He is alſo well ſatis- 
fied with the new Building of a Stable to contain your whole Troop of Horſe, and 
commendeth your noble Reſolution to make your own Troop ſo compleat with brave 
and ſerviceable Horſes, that you may, with Confidence, preſs others to do the like: 
Where, by the Way, let me tell you, that Ireland, in my Memory, was ſo repleniſhed 
with fair Hobbies, that they furniſh*d England and other Countries, and were every where 
much eſteemed, Now we hear ſo little of them that it ſeemeth the Honour of Breed- 
ing for Service hath no more Eſteem. If your Lordſhip can renew it, you ſhall do a 
worthy Act, for which his Majeſty ſhall have Cauſe to give you Thanks, The Order you 
have given for viewing and muſtering the Companies in all the Garriſons of the four 
Provinces, is to very good Purpoſe ; and his Majeſty expecteth from theſe you have im- 
ployed a true Report of the preſent State of the Army; and from yourſelf that vigi- 
* Care in reforming it, that hereafter the Strength thereof may be as conſiderable as 
the Charge; and that it be no more an Army of Penſions and dead Pays, which is; 
indeed, one of the greateſt Enormities in that State, and moſt neceſſary to be redreſs'd. 
Sir Archibald Atchyſon did preſs me much and often, both in England and Scotland, 
to move his Majeſty for Letters to your Lordſhip, that his Lands in Ufer might be re- 
granted upon a Fine and doubled Rent. And the Earl of Annandale, and others, 
made the like Inſtance; all grounding upon the general Letters and Inſtructions, and 
the great Service pretended thereby: But, for my Part, I never thought ſo; and, by 
Concurrence of your Lordſhip's Cenſure, am fully fatisfied, that their Purpoſe was in- 
deed to ſettle their own Eſtates, and to bar the Crown from a Poſſibility of improving 
the Revenue. And therefore I never gave Furtherance to any ſuch Motions, but always 
informed his Majeſty how prejudicial ſuch Letters would prove to his Service; as in par- 
ticular I ſhewed upon a Petition preferred by the Lord Bourk, whereby, under Colour of 
rene wing his Barony, and raiſing it to a Viſcounty, he attempted to get a ne, 
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of chat Land which was in queſtion betwixt him and the Lord of Cabir before the A. D. 
Commiſſioners: Andwhereto Mr. Attorney ſhewed plainly, that neither of them had 1633. 
Right, the Land being clearly eſcheated to his Majelty, and to be conferred to that www 
Pretender that offers moſt. The Lord Bourk ſtill importuneth his Majeſty in this Suit, 
but I preſume without Succeſs. How Atchyſon's Letters and ſuch like have been ob- 
tained I can give no Account: Only this I can affure you, that his Majeſty is well 
pleaſed with the Stay you have made of that and ſuch like Grants: As alſo with the 
Þiſcovery of the groſs Abuſes in the Admeaſurement and Tenures, and in Remiſſion of 
Forfeitures for not performing Conditions: And ſpecially of the Corruption of thoſe 
Miniſters, who for every 40/. Fine to the King took ten to themſelves. In all which 
his Majeſty requireth you to purſue your own worthy Reſolution, to reduce both theſe 
which have obtained ſuch Letters, and all other Planters to Reaſon and Juſtice, that 
the Crown may be righted both in Profit and State. | | 
And conſidering, as you truly judge, that the Plantations are the beſt ſubject to 
work upon, both to improve his Majeſty's Revenue, and to eſtabliſh the Sovereignty 
of his Power in that Kingdom: And that they are therefore recommended in your In- 
ſtructions as one of the chief Cares intruſted with you by his Majeſty, this further 
Comfort and Aſſurance he is pleaſed to give you, that what Complaints ſoever ſhalt 
be raiſed againſt you, he will always do you right and ſupport you, and encou- 
rage your good Endeavours with his Favours, as he now accepteth moſt graciouſly 
your worthy Profeſſion rather to take your. Fortune, than be guilty to yourſelf of any 
negle& of Duty towards him. And as in this Letter procured by Sir Archibald At- 
chyſon for his Land, ſo in the other obtained by him likewiſe for Payment of 750 J. 
for a Debt transferred out of England, his Majeſty well approveth your forbearing at 
this Time to ſatisfy his Deſire for the Reaſons you have alledged; yet taking particu- 
lar Notice that this is a true Debt and fit to be paid, he willeth you to give Order for 
it as ſoon as conveniently you can without Prejudice to his Service, and without break- 
ing your Reſolution to ſettle and keep the Revenue of that Crown in a right and con- 
ſtant Courſe, which he commendeth very much. And in regard of the great Diſorder 
and Inconvenience which will neceſſarily follow the Performance of irregular Let- 
ters, if any ſhould by Surreption be gotten, you may not only boldly put yourſelf 
upon his Majeſty's Goodneſs and Protection whenſoever you ſhall forbear the Per- 
formance thereof,, till upon Information of the Prejudice to his Service you receive a 
ſecond Command: But you have alſo for ſo doing a ſufficient Warrant in your In- 
ſtructions which require it at your Hands. And this concurring with the directory Ora 
der in the Lord Exſtine's Letter may be a ſufficient Anſwer both concerning that and 
the other of Sir John Hume*s, and all the reſt, | 
Your Lordſhip's Thankfulneſs for his Majeſty's Favours in the Grant of Harwood 
Market, and the Compoſitions of Sir Francis Trappes and Sir Peter Middleton, and 
for the Choice of Mr. Radcliffe, he moſt graciouſly accepteth : As he doth alſo the Ac- 
count you give of the clear Paſſage of the Contributions, and the Compoſitions for de- 
fective Titles. And for the Parliament there, he will expect your free Opinion at your 
own Time. Concerning the Dutch Ship, you have by this Time received a final Di- 
rection to reſtore it to the Owners, being both agreeable to Juſtice, and much alſo 
importing (as you affirm) the Trade of that Kingdom.

'Tis ſaid my Lord of Suffolk hath tendred an Offer to the Duke of Lenox of his _ 
eldeſt Daughter in Marriage, to whom he would part with both his Offices, and give 
beſides 100007, for a Portion. How true this is, I cannot tell: But I am ſure this is true, 
that my Lord Cottington hath a Command from the King to go to this Lord, and let 
him know, that ſince he is ſo diſabled by Lameneſs and other Infirmities to ſerve him, as 
Captain of the Penſioners, his Majeſty is reſolved to take it into his Hands and beſtow 
it elſewhere : he will not be denied, and for Satisfaction he muſt truſt the King.

We have met upon a Commiſſion granted by his Majeſty in behalf of the Biſhop 


of Killalla, for the reſtoring that See to the Poſſeſſions thereof; and had brought be- 


fore us a Leaſe made by a former Biſhop for ſixty Years, reſerving about the hun- 


dredth Part of the yearly Value in Rent to his Succeſſors. This we judge fraudulent 


and in diſheriſon of the Church; but then the Difficulty encounters us, that thoſe Men 
dead, theſe Perſons, which now poſſeſs the Lands, come in by mean Conveyance, and 
ſo no Ways acquainted with the Fraud, or the Biſhop to be relieved in this Caſe as 
againſt them. This is the Stone of Offence, which if it be not removed, the Church 
and Crown are like to ſuffer in a Number of Particulars : Therefore I judge it fit to 
communicate with your Lordſhip what I have done in this Matter, being no more 
than my Conſcience tells me ought to be in theſe Caſes, wherein not only Reaſon of 


State, but Religion ny are ſo much concerned.

My Sentence was not᷑ to touch the Purchaſer criminally in the leaſt Kind, neither that 
he ſhould be a Loſer; for it ſhould be examined what he paid for the Leaſe, and what Pro- 
fit he had received out of the Thing itſelf, If upon the Return, it appeared he had not 
been fully ſatisfied for the Money laid out, it ſhould be recompenſed to him forth of the 
Premiſſes, if the Profits had anſwered him his Money, then the Biſhop to have the Land, 
I not judging it reaſonable that, providing for the Loſs, any Lay Perſons ſhould gain

Let me hear your Lordſhip's Opinion herein, I beſeech you, for it is of very great 


Conſequence, and more than you muſt ever expect to have where the Common 
Law is Chancellor: And if your Grace were pleaſed to crave his Majeſty's Opinion 
therein, it were not amiſs; if approved, I will then roundly and confidently go 
on in that Courſe, being clearly my Conſcience, that warrants me in the Juſtice of the 
Thing. And, by the Way, if we ſhould not alſo bind the Hand of the Biſhop, by reſer- 
ving three Parts in five of the Rent, we ſhould but waſh a Blackmoor, loſe all our La- 
bour, and leave the Church thorough the Rapacity of Laicks, and Covetouſneſs of the 


Clergy, as poor and naked to Poſterity, as former Times have left it unto us, this 


grievous Kind of Concuſſion being become National among all Sorts of People thorough 


the Kingdom. 


And to give your Lordſhip an Example, this very Biſhop ng a like Plaint againſt 


Sir Daniel O Brian for Lands of 5001. Value by Year, and the Knight it ſeems hear- 
ing how his Fellows ſped, and not well liking this Doctrine, which indeed, I did pro- 
feſs ſhould be my Rule in all theſe Caſes, did ſo juggle with the Biſhop underhand, as

It 
being therefore moſt certain that this to be, wiſhed Reformation muſt firſt work from 
ourſelves, I am bold to tranſmit over to your Grace theſe few Propoſitions, for the

The beſt Entrance to the Cure, will be clearly to diſcover the State of the Patient,

They are accuſtomed here to have all their Chriſtnings and Marriages in their pri- 
vate Houſes, and which is odd they never marry till after Supper and ſo to Bed. This 
breeds a great Miſchief in the Commonwealth, which is ſeen in this, that becauſe 


| theſe Rites of the Church are not ſolemnized in the publick and open A ſſemblies, there 


is nothing ſo common as for a Man to deny his Wife and Children, - abandon the for- 
mer and betake himſelf to a new Taſk ; I conceive it were fit, theſe Particulars ſhould 
be reduced to the Cuſtom of England, which is not only much better for the. Publick, 
but the more civil and comely. And indeed, I hold it moſt needful your Lordſhip, 
would take a Courſe, that all the Canons now in Force in England ſhould be impoſed 
upon this Clergy, and the Church altogether governed under thoſe Rules for the fu- 
ture, for as yet they have no Canons ſet by publick Authority at all. 

And finally, I hold it very fit there were a high Commiſſion ſettled here in Dublin, 
conceiving the Uſe of it might be very great, to countenance the deſpiſed State of the 
Clergy z to ſupport Eccleſiaſtical Courts and Officers, much ſuffering by Means of the 
over-growth of Popery in this Kingdom; to reſtrain the extream Extortions of Ot- 
ficials, Regiſters and ſuch like; to annul all foreign Juriſdiction, which daily grow 
more inſolent than other; to puniſh the abominable Polygamies, Inceſts and Adulte- 
ries, which both in Reſpect of the Exerciſe of a foreign Juriſdiction and for the fore- 
mentioned Reaſons are here too, too frequent; to provide for the Maintenance of the 


Clergy, and for their reſidence, either by themſelves or able Curates; to take an Ac- 


count how Monies given to pious Uſes are beſtow*d; to bring the People here to 3 
Conformity in Religion; and in the Way to all theſe, raiſe perhaps a good Revenue 
to the Crown. But then I could wiſh there be good Choice had in naming of Com- 
miſſioners, and that it be not ſet on Foot, till we ſee what may become of a Parlia-

And now in anſwer of your Lordſhip's of the 2d of December, I am to give an 
Account what I have done further concerning the 1000 J. given for Education of 
Youth in the Popiſh Schools Abroad, and I find it to be thus; 600 J. thereof put over 
in Bank beyond the Seas, by him that gave it, in his Life- time; the Profit anſwered 
according to the Intention of the Donor, by their Direction hence; the other 400 J. we 
have retrieved here with the Feoffees intruſted, being very able Men; but upon Con- 
ſideration it was thought fit firſt to endeavour the recalling the 600 J. before we meddle 
with this leſſer Sum. So I fell very catholickly to commend the pious Purpoſe of the 
Donor, to tell them how unadviſedly done it was of him to ſend the 600 J. over, to 
perſuade them I would be a Means to help them to it, by the Diligence of the King's 
Agent at Bruſſels, to require them not to part with this they had, if they did, I would 
make them be anſwerable for it; and as for the Diſpoſal they ſhould purſue their Truſt, 
not thinking it fit to apply it to any other Purpoſe; wherein I have ſo well perſuaded 
them, as they are willing to contribute all they can, to recover that Money back, and 
in the mean Time this is in ſafe Hands at leaſt, to be beſtowed.in the Way your Lord- 
ſhip approves, in caſe we cannot procure the other again; and to make all ſure have 
cauſed their Examinations to be taken by Mr. Attorney, which herewith I tranſmit to 
your Lordſhip. 1 | | 

For the Commutations, I am very confident it will prove as in my laſt I mention; 
but what is to be done for the preſent is only, I conceive, to take ſuch Account, as 
they themſelves will give, what Sums received, how diſpoſed, for which your Lord- 
ſhip will find an Article in the Inſtructions I herewith ſend your Lordſhip.

| Hong been hitherto ſilently collecting the beſt Underſtanding I could concerning 

the preſent Condition of his Majeſty's Revenue and Debts, and the Means how the 
one may be increaſed, and the other with Honour diſcharged; and now I come to 
ſet Fa + all before you, and crave your Lordſhip's Advice, and his Majeſty's final Di. 
rections thereupon. | 

But before I go any further, I ſend your Lordſhip here incloſed a Paper of thoſe ſe- 
veral Articles in his Majeſty's Graces, which I conceive are not to be paſſed in a Par. 
liament; the Reaſons whereof your Lordſhip will find in the enſuing Diſcourſe, as they 
fall in their ſeveral Places. 

The Eſtimate of the preſent Revenue I ſend you incloſed, ſigned, as you ſee, by the 
proper Officers, under whoſe Knowledge and through whoſe Hands it paſſeth, toge- 
ther with the ordinary Payments to be made according to the Rule of the Eſtabliſh 
ment, whereby you may plainly ſee how heavily the Exchequer is charged, more in- 
deed than it will bear in the State I find it, and how impoſſible it will be to pay 92,679], 
15 5, Debt (of which your Lordſhip hath here incloſed the like Certificate) where the 
Income being but 84,248 J. 17 5. 64. and the Outlet 84,977 l. 115. 5 d. There will be 
more to pay than there is to receive. Thus have they brought me to empty Coffers, 
and ſo I thank them, to the Bottom of my Buſineſs before I begin. | 

The Courſe I intend is, firſt to diſpoſe and huſband what we have in the beſt Order, 
and to the beſt Profit I can, and then to caſt every Way how to improve it, and con- 
ſequently wind out of theſe Streights as ſoon as may be. 

My firſt Step hath been to ſet forth a Proclamation commanding all the King's Te. 
nants to bring in their Rents due at Michaelmas by the End of Michaelmas Term, and 
thoſe due at Eaſter by the End of Eaſter Term. My Purpoſe hereby is to bring the 
Money once into the Exchequer, to take away that untoward Courſe of paying Men 
with Aſſignments, and ſo inſtead of Coin putting them off with a Piece of Paper to 
get in their Money by as they can, little to the Satisfaction of the Party, leſs to mine 
that muſt, by this Courſe now taken, be eternally led blindfold along, without either 
knowing what is received, or what is paid, ever kept without Money, and be the Oc- 
cation never ſo preſſing for the iſſuing, be anſwered, there is none in Purſe, and that 
all is paid forth in Aſſignments aforehand. 

Next I purpoſe to make every half Year diſcharge itſelf, and if we grow once ſo rich 
as to ſave any Thing, cauſe it to be laid apart, kept in Cheſt, without ſuffering it to 
be iſſued again upon any the ordinary Payments of the following half Year, and when 
it is come to ſome conſiderable Sum, to diſcharge Part of the Debt of the Crown: 
And if I live to be ſo happy as to ſhake off that Weight, to tranſmit it over to your 
Diſpoſal in England, a Buſineſs they on this Side will by no Means hear of, it being laid 
for a Catholick Truth amongſt them, that if any round Quantity of Coin go over, 
eſpecially in Specie, it would be the Ruin of this Kingdom, and therefore covet that 
all ſhould be laid forth thar is raiſed or gotten amongſt them. 

The Payments as well of the civil as martial Liſt, which were before at Michaelmas 
and Eaſter, I intend to ſettle at Candlemas and Midſummer, by which Time the Rents 
will be intirely come in, and conſequently Monies. to pay every Man without any At- 
tendance at all, which will be infinitely to their Contentment; and yet the Captains be 
always behind a Quarters Pay ſtill to remain as a Pawn in his Majeſty's Hand in ſome 
Degree to ſecure the Crown, if upon their Death they be found to have ſpoiled or 
made away ſuch Arms as they are anſwerable for by Bond or otherwiſe ; an Incon- 
One which hath often happened where the Captain dies and leaves no Eſtate be- 

ind him, q | 

In regard likewiſe that I found none underſtood the State of the Court of Wards, 
or the Particulars how that Revenue riſe but themſelves, I have given Direction that for 
the Time paſt two Books be made. of all the particular Compoſitions as they now 
ſtand; one whereof to be delivered over to me, the other to be tranſcribed into the Ex- 
chequer ; and for the future, that like Books be made at the End of every Term, one 
for me, the other for the Exchequer. Thus ſhall the Financiers be able to charge that

Finally, Whereas the Clerk of the Pell formerly ſat in a lower Room with the Clerks, 
and ſo was privy to no more of the Receipts or Payments than ſuch, and when, it pleaſed 
the Vice-Treaſurer to acquaint him Withal, I have 7 Order he ſhall now ſit as the 
King's Officer with the Vice. Treaſurer himſelf, and that no Receipts or Payments be 
made but in his Preſence. By which Means he will be kept a Controul upon the other, 
and myſelf weekly underſtand, what is iſſued and what remains in Treaſure. 

This is the Way I have gone for the well managing the preſent Revenue; and touch- 
ing the future Increaſe and bettering of it, I thought fit to call to the Council my Lord 
of Cork, my Lord Mountnorris, the Maſter of the Wards, Maſter of the Rolls, Sir 
George Radcliffe, and Sir Fames Ware his Majeſty's Auditor, whom indeed I take to 
be a very honeſt and able Officer. 1 

We went over every Branch of the Revenue, as alſo the Eſtimate of Improvements 

made by the Commiſſioners ſent hither out of England in the Year 1622, and their 
Opinion and Advices thereon I ſend your Lordſhip here incloſed under their Hands 
with ſome Notes of my own in the Margin, SE: | 

But theſe being of little Conlideration to the vaſt Charge and Debt the Crown lies 
burden'd with, I will add thereunto ſome Sperats of my own, and my Account ſhall 
be throughout Sterling Money. | 

My Truſt is, that forth of the Plantations of Ormond and Connaght there will be 
ſettled a Revenue in the Crown of five thouſand Pounds per Annum, and more, if the 

Quantity of Acres be ſuch as they report them to be. Whereunto that thoſe of Con- 
naght may be the better inclined, I have cauſed Mr. Attorney General to put'in Infor- 
mations and ſend forth Proceſs againſt divers of them to anſwer in the Exchequer to 
ſuch Titles as are by him there offered for the King. Theſe Writs are returnable this next 
Term, and I hope the Effects thereof,will be very good; but then the Enrollment of 
the Surrenders of the Inhabitants of Connaght, mentioned in the 25th Article of the 
Graces bearing Date the 24th of May 1628, muſt be reſpited, till the Plantations of the

This Kingdom being able, without decay of their Woods, to furniſh for Sale 500,000 
Pipe-Staves a Year, and ſetting 3 J. upon the 1000, there may a ſtanding Increaſe be raiſed 
of 15001. per Annum : which I account a Buſineſs done, having this Year contracted 
for that A at that Rate, and make no doubt to continue it ſo, ſo long as I ſtay

'Tis true that the 
Commodity brought hither is very baſe in Quality, yet it is ſo univerſally taken in 
Smoke, Snuff and Chewing, as the Quantity conſumed here yearly amongſt them 1s 
exceeding great; but then muſt the Earl of Middleſex's Grant of the Impoſt of To- 
bacco be taken in, which may be compaſſed for little or nothing. 

I am perſuaded that they here, to make the Revenue ſufficient to ballance the con- 
ſtant Charge the King is at upon the Civil and Martial Liſts, and ſo free their Lands 
in the future from this Contribution, might in a Parliament be drawn to give two or 
three Subſidies to buy in the Rents payable to the Dutcheſs and Endimyon Porter forth 
of the Cuſtom, my Lord Carlile's Impoſt and Licence of Wines, the Licence of 
Yarn, and other Penſions, to the Value of 10, ooo J. a Year, which would be a mighty 
Advantage to his Majeſty.

KNOW you have expected before this to receive an Anſwer to your Diſpatch con- 

cerning Mr. Lorenzo Carey's Buſineſs, but it was the Pleaſure of your beſt Friend, the 
King, that he ſhould be the Bearer of it himſelf, and his Majeſty's Reſolution is, that 
this Act of his Grace and Favour towards this young Gentleman ſhall not be drawn 
into Precedent, or give hope to any whatſoever to obtain the like hereafter, otherwiſe 
than by your Lordſhip's Order and Diſpoſal.

two Months ſince, and now ' tis ſaid, that both his Mother and he alſo will return 
into France, and accept of the King's Offers. Other French News there is, that the 
Duke of Roban will quit his Religion, and ſo become Conneſtable of France; that 
the Duke of Lorrain is gone into a Monaſtery, and the Cardinal his Brother gives 
over his Hat, and marries a Niece of the Cardinal Richlieu's, to whom he gives in 
Portion with her two hundred thouſand Pounds Sterling. Alſo it was faid, that two 
French \Ambaſſadors were coming over hither, one extraordinary, the other to reſide 
here as Ledger, but I hear no more of them. One is expected from Spain, a Son of 
the Conde of Gondomar ; and young Oxenſtern is on his way hither, Ambaſſador extra- 
ordinary out of Germany; he is looked for every Day. 

We have great Reformation here about the Prices of all Achates, firſt the Lord 
Mayor, by Order from the Board, ſet the Prices for London and the Liberties ; ſince the 
King, by his Proclamation, hath done the like for all Places near about London; both 
which printed Copies, I preſume, he who attends your Commands here will and hath 
ſent with the firſt to your Lordſhip. 

Here are two Commiſſions afoot, which are attended diligently, which will bring in, 
as it is conceived, a great Sum of Money to his Majeſty : The one concerning the li- 
cencing of thoſe, who ſhall have a Leaſe for Lite to fell Tobacco in and about London, 
and ſo in all Boroughs, and Villages of England; fifteen Pound Fine, and as much Rent 
by the Year. Some Towns have yielded twenty Marks, ten Pound, five Pound, and 
fix Pound Fine and Rent, none goes under ; and three or four allowed in great Market 
Towns and thorough Fares; L hear Plymouth hath yielded one hundred Pounds, and as 
much yearly Rent. The other is for Buildings in and about London ſince a Proclama- 
tion in the thirteenth of King James. Divers have been called ore tenus, this laſt Term, 
amongſt whom the moſt notorious was Winwood's Little Moor, one of the Clerks of 
the Signet, who was fined, for his Buildings near St. Martin's Church in the Fields, 
one thouſand Pounds, and to pull them all down, being forty two dwelling Houſes, 
Stables and Coach-houſes, by Eaſter, or elſe to pay one thouſand Pound more. They 
have fat diligently this Month, yet have not done with St. Gz/es's Pariſh ; the Rate they 
go is, three Years. Fine, according as the Rents of the Houſes are preſented by the 
Churchwardens and Chief of every Pariſh, with ſome little Rent to the King, to keep 
them from fining hereafter. How far this will ſpread I know not, but it is confident- 
ly ſpoken, that there are above one hundred thouſand Pounds Rents upon this String 
about London; I ſpeak much within Compaſs: For, Tuttle, St. Giles, St. Martin*s-Lane, 


Drury-Lane, Covent-Garden, Lincolws-Inn-Fields, Holborn, and beyond the Tower 


from Wapping to Blackwall, all come in, and are liable to fining for Annoyances, or 
being built contrary to Proclamation, though they have had Licences granted to do fo : 
my Lord of Bedford's Licence in this Caſe, as it is ſaid, will not avail him. 

Peter Apſley came from beyond the Seas, and rendred himſclfto Mr, Secretary Min- 
debank, by whom he was ſent to the Gate-Houſe, and in the Beginning of this laſt 
Term was brought Ore tenus to the Star-Chamber, where he was fined five thouſand 


Pounds, ſent to the Tower, and to make three Submiſſions ; one to the King, another 


to that Court, and the third in the Preſence of my Lord Marſhal to my Lord of 


Northumberland, his Submiſſions to be drawn by Mr. Noy. About this Time my Lord 


Howard's Lady died, as alſo Sir Thomas Crew, Serjeant Diggs, and Sherfield the Glaſs 
Window breaker. Crew pleaded till within two Days of his Death, died rich both in 
Money and Lands, having left behind him above four thouſand Pounds a Year in 


Lands. Sherfield died ſome thouſands in Debt, and moſt wickedly cheated thoſe that 


dealt with him for that little Land he had, a Manor near Marlborough : W hen, as your 
Lordſhip knows, he was fined five hundred Pounds in the Star-Chamber, he then mort- 

ged his Manor to one Ayres a Bencher in Lincolrns-1nn, who lent him on it two thou- 
ſand and five hundred Pounds. Upon his Death he challenging it, Audley of the Court 


of Wards ſhows a former Mortgage to him, Sir Thomas Fervys one more ancient than 


that, his Wife before him challengeth it as her Jointure, his eldeſt Brother ſhows a Con- 
veyance before all theſe; in Concluſion on his Death-bed he commands a Servant of 
his to carry a Letter, with a Key ſcaled up in it, to Mr. Ney, where was aſſigned,

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it was found, that by a Deed bearing Date, before all theſe formerly mentioned, he had A. D. 
given all his Eſtate to pious Uſes. Sic finite eff fabula of Mr. Sherfield. 1633. 
On Monday after Candlemas- day, the Gentlemen of the Inns of Court performed their WYV. 
Maſque at Court; they were ſixteen in Number, who rode through the Streets in four 
Chariots, and two others to carry their Pages and Muſicians, attended by an hundred 
Gentlemen on great Horſes, as well clad as ever I faw any, they far exceeded in 
Bravery any Maſque that had formerly been preſented by thoſe Societies, and performed 
the dancing Part with much Applauſe. In their Company there was one Mr. Read of 
Gray's-Inn, whom all the Women and ſome Men cry*d up for as handſome a Man as the 
Duke of Buckingham, They were well uſed at Court by the King and Queen, no Diſ- 
guſt given them, only this one Accident fell, Mr. May of Gray'sIun, a fine Poet, he 
who tranſlated Lucan, came athwart my Lord Chamberlain in the Banquetting Houſe, 
and he broke his Staff over his Shoulders, not knowing who he was, the King preſent, 
who knew him, for he calls him his Poet, and told the Chamberlain of it, who ſent 
for him the next Morning, and fairly excuſed himſelf to him, and gave him fifty 
Pounds in Pieces. I believe he was the more indulgent for his Names fake. This 
riding Shew took ſo well, that both King and Queen deſired to ſee it again, fo that they 
invited themſelves to Supper at my Lord Mayor's within a Week after, and the 
Maſquers came in a more glorious Show with all the Riders, which were increaſed 
twenty, to Merchant-Taylors Hall, and there performed it again. The Mayor of 
London, tho' a ſick Man, gave them an Entertainment beyond any in Scotland, or in 
the Way thitherz and the grave Aldermen would have preſented a Purſe with two 
thouſand Pounds in Gold to the Queen, but my Lord Chamberlain with a little Sharp- 
neſs decryed the Gift, as not a fitting Preſent from ſuch a Body ; ſo it was not given, 
but within two Days they ſent to the Queen a Diamond which coſt them four thou- 
ſand Pounds, which was well accepted. | 

Mr. Prynn's Cauſe in the Star-Chamber held the Lords three Days, and the Day of 
Cenſure they roſe not until three in the Afternoon; he is fined five thouſand Pound, 
adjudged perpetual Impriſonment, to loſe his Ears, the one in the Palace-Yard, the 
other in Cheapfide, and his Books to be burnt by the Hands of the Hangman. His 
Books were ſo valued by the Puritanical Party, that a Siſter lately dying in London be- 
queathed a Legacy to buy Books for Sion-College in London, and in her Will deſired 
that Mr. Prynn's Works in the firſt Place might be bought for that Uſe, 

Now I am ſpeaking of the Star-Cbamber, I cannot omit the Sport that my 
Lord Powts hath made this Month with Doctor Turner, a bitter falling out having been 
between them, wherein the Doctor ſpared no foul Language, my Lord Powis fully re- 
ſolved to bring him into the S ar-Chamber, as my Lord of Suffolk brought in Greenfield, 
ſerved him with--a Sybpena, had his Bill drawn againſt him, read it in every Place 
where he came, it much diſquieted the Doctor, then they begun to War with Letters, 
but my Lord Chamberlain in the End ſettled a Peace between them. 

On Shrove-Tueſday at Night, the King and the Lords performed their Maſque. The 
Templers were all invited and well placed, they have found a new way of letting them 
in by a turning Chair, beſides they let in none but ſuch as have Tickets ſent them be- 
forchand, ſo that now the keeping of the Door is no trouble, the King intends to 
have this Maſque again in the Eaſter Holydays. 5 

The Duke of Feria died of a ſpotted Fever. A new Biſhop of Bangor was conſe- 
crated here this Month, one Grifiths, he was Dean there before. 

On Saturday laſt in the Morning died my good Friend, the Lady Cottington, being 

brought to Bed of a Daughter on the Wedneſday before, but all this Winter ſhe hath - 
been ſo ill, and fo feeble, that there was little hope ſhe could eſcape this Danger of 
Child-bearing ; he hath been much troubled with it, but God's Will muſt be done, 
and I doubt not but he will bear it as becomes a wiſe Man and a good Chriſtian ; he 
longs to be gone from the Houſe, which I hope ſhortly he ſhall : for I have gotten for 
him that part of Saliſbury-Houſe, where my Lord Newport lived, who is removed to 
the Houle that was Sir William Howard's in the Fields, which he gave his Brother my- 
Lord Howard, ſince the Death of his Wife, to help him the better to pay his. Debts, 
and he. hath fold it to my Lord Newport for two thouſand five hundred Pounds. My

7 Two Things there are, which I heartily pray you to take into ſerious Conſideration. 
The one is my Lord of Cork's Tomb; I have received ſince your Brother's coming, 
Letters about it, not only from the Earl himſelf, but from my Lord Primate, and my 
Lord Archbiſhop of Dublin. Both of them juſtify that the Tomb ſtands not in the 
Place of the Altar, and that it is a great Ornament to that Church, ſo far from 


being any Inconvenience. That your Lordſhip may ſee how they plead for him and it, 


I here ſend you a true Copy of both their Letters : I confeſs I am not fatisfy'd with 
that they ſay, yet it is hard for me that am abſent to croſs directly the report of two 
Archbiſhops. But this is not it, for which I deſire you to take it into Conſideration : 
This it is, the Copies of theſe Letters ſent to me, I am informed, are ſent ro my Lord 
Treaſurer : He takes it very highly, becauſe of his Kinſman the Lord Chancellor Weſton. 
You muſt have daily uſe of his Lordſhip here, and I would not, both in regard of the 
King's Service and your own good, that this ſhould occaſion a Breach between you. 
For myſelf I am not conſiderable, and can bear the Jealouſies that are upon me. But 
I would have your Lordſhip keep all great Friends intire. This I know, you are be- 
holden to Mr. Secretary Windebank for a great deal of Care of your Diſpatches. | 

The other is, I hear you intend to make Mr. Philip Mainwaring Secretary there. 
I hope you know what Opinion I have of the Gentleman, and I profeſs I ſhould be 


right glad to hear of any good come to him, But I cannot put him in the Scales with 


you, and rather than you ſhall run upon a Rock, I will ſpeak plainly that which I can- 
not tell, whether any of your other Friends will fignify, and I preſume you will burn 
this Letter, and let no Man know what I write, You writ this to my Lord Cottington, 
and he purpoſes to move the King as you deſire, but I know he is very much troubled 
at it, and I know to whom he ſaid, that of his Knowledge, if you meddled with 
making him Secretary, you would burn your Fingers, with ſome other Expreſſions, 
which I cannot think fit to write. | 

I can ſcarce keep open my Eyes, it is ſo late; therefore I end abruptly, and with 
hearty wiſhes for your good, anſwerable to that you do for God and his Church, I leave 
you and yours to his bleſſed Protection, and reſt

My very good Lord, = 
HAVE received a pair of Cards from you or two, but they are not to play withal, 
the Packet is too ſerious z therefore I will begin with the Outworks, your Letter 
which came to me fingle, and give you an Account of other Things in my own Hand 
as there ſhall be Cauſe, | 
I have known the Biſhop of Waterford long, and when he lived in the College, he 


would have done any Thing, or fold any Man for ſix Pence Profit *. It ſeems he car- 


ried the ſame Mind with him into Ireland, by which Means .Ly/more and Youghall 
have fared never the better by him. But ſince Ly/more was in Huckſters handling, 
before he came to Waterford, it may be, if he be handſomely wrought on, he will be 
brought to petition me about it, which will be an excellent Ground for us both to 
work on. 

I thank your Lordſhip heartily for the Dean of Londonderry ; it will be a brave 
Example, and he deſerves it plentifully. You may ſee by this what a miſerable Thing 
it is, when buying and ſelling comes into the Church, for it ſtays not till they fell one 
Preferment, if they may be able to buy another, as it ſeems Sutton did. 

The Biſhop of Vaterford was ever full of Jeſts, and would at any Time loſe a 
Friend rather than ſpare it. And therefore it is no wonder if he ſpare not the Earl his 
Kinſman, But a paſting good Jeſt it was that he brake upon him, and as like him as 
could be, I could find in my Heart to forgive him ſome Errors, ſo he would petition 
me about Lyſmore; but *tis ſo eaſy a Thing for the Earl to keep him from it, that I 
ſhall not believe he will do it till be done: For if the Earl will feed him with a little 
Money, farewel Lyſmore and the Petition too. 

I have given my Lord of London Thanks from your Lordſhip, though neither my- 
ſelf nor he expect any ſuch Complement from you d, where the Juſtice of your 
Cauſe challenged all we did, and where I conceive the King was more concerned than 
your Perſon, and howſoever, where you ſerve the Church ſo heartily, we Churchmen 


- were much to blame if we ſhould not ſerve you. This is true, by St. Dunſtan and his 


Tongs; for my Lord Cottington tells me he hath got a Preſident of a Biſhop that 
dares take the Devil by the Noſe without them, which St. Dunſtan never durſt do. 
But wot you what? He tells me of another civilizing Preſident in as fair and handſome 
a Way as the Court hath any. But I believe neither the Attorney nor himſelf will 
be much the better by it: Yet I cannot tell, now his Wife is dead, what he may do, 
for the little Secretary ſays the Original Preſident did not begin, till he, was left a 
Widowder. You ſee how merry theſe Gentlemen are, while I am fain to drudge at 
Lambeth. | | 
Thus far concerning your Outworks ; now to the ſerious Buſineſs of your larger 
Letter. And firſt concerning the Reformation of that Church to the Church of Eng- 
land : It is certainly deeply ſettled in his Majeſty's Thoughts, but your Lordſhip is very 
right, that the material Church muſt be built, and an abler Clergy in ſome meaſure 
provided, or elſe it will be vain to attempt it. And ſince you deſire not only my 
Counſel, but his Majeſty's Reſolution, you ſhall here have it as far as he is pleaſed to 
ive it. : 
4 And firſt the Anotomy, which you make of the 7rifþ Eccleſiaſtical Diſeaſe, makes it 
apparent, that it is ſpread ſo univerſally over the Body, that a very wiſe Phyſician can 
ſcarce tell where to begin his Cure.

As for the College, I am very ſorry they have choſen me Chancellor, and if th 
will follow the Directions I have given them, by my Lord Primate, I hope they will 
ſend me a Reſignation, that I may give it over, and your Lordſhip be choſen, being 
upon the Place and able to do them much more good.

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A. D. ror's Perſon: To which End Franck Albert Duke of Sax-Lawenburg, who it ſeems 
1633. had been ſent to him from the Eleftor of Saxony to negotiate the Revolt, was 
wyw jntreated to go to Duke Bernard, to perſuade him to march with all Speed to 
Egra, where Walleſtein would attend him to join his Army: The like Meſſage wag 
carried to the Elector of Saxony by the Count Kinsky. Hereupon D. Bernard on one 
Side, and Arnheim on the other, marched forwards with their Armies. In the mean 
Time Walleftein ſecuring the Town of Pilſen, where he places his Treaſure, and his 
Strength, marched with the old choſen Regiments to Egra, upon the Frontier, both 
to be nearer to his Armies he attended, and to be ſafer (as he thought) in a Town of 
his Devotion, whoſe Governor was his Creature. Of all this the Emperor who had 
been long in Jealouſy, was well advertiſed, and thereupon gave Commiſſion to Galas 
to ſeize upon his Perſon, and command the Army in his Place; but he was not ſtrong 
enough to effect his Charge, and Walleſtein was by this Time at Egra in the midſt of 
; his own Strength; therefore a Warrant was ſent to the Governor of the Town, ſealed 
j as they ſay under the Emperor's Hand, with great Promiſes to make ſure of his Perſon 
ii dead or alive; which, they ſay, was thus executed: They ſaw the Regiments were

quartered about the Town, and divers were within, which made him judge it a hard 
Matter to arreſt his Perſon without reſcuing ; therefore they reſolved to kill him in his 
Chamber at Evening when all the reſt were at Supper; for his Manner was to retire and 
ſeldom eat with Company. Hereupon Kinsky, Tirfey, Illo, Newman, Men of Quality 
and Command, and his greateſt Confidents, were invited into the Caſtle by the Governor, 
who when they were in Merriment roſe from the Table, and ſuddenly marched in 
again with a ſet of appointed Soldiers, who fell upon them, and flew them in/their 
Places; inſtantly others ran to Walleſtein's Quarters, where was but a ſlender Guard, and 
„ paſſed thro* into his Chamber, where he was ſlaughtered without any Reſiſſance. 
| Thereupon the Gates were ſhut, and the dead Bodies were uſed like Traitors, hat 
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. became after of his Army we have yet no Certainty, ſome ſay, many returned to their 
1 Obedience, and more perſiſt to revenge their General. The two chief Executidners 
ii 9 in this bloody Act, are ſaid to be one Butler an Iriſh, and Gordon a Scotch Man, both of 
* Command in the Emperor's Service. Here it is much debated, whether the Life or 
Death of Walleftein had moſt conduced to the common Cauſe; many think, if he had 
lived, he had revolted the moſt Part of the Army, and been an unreconciled Foe to 
the Houſe of Auſtria, which perhaps might have been true, and nevertheleſs brought 
no Furtherance to the Cauſe. For, he was ſaid to have a ſecret League with France, and 
being a Man of ſuch high Spirit and Ambition, he might have been as ill ſatisfied with 
the Princes of Germany, as he was with the Emperor his Maſter. Almighty God hath 
decided this Argument, whoſe Cauſe hath no need of Traitors, Of this we may be 
aſſured, that theſe Things happen not in the World by Chance, but by the juſt and im- 
partial Hand of him that ſitteth above, and ſeeth the Hearts of Men; in whoſe bleſſed 
Hands, I leave you to remain. |

2, The next Morning I went to the Lord Cottington, whom I found ſomewhat penſive, 
delivering your Lordſhip's Letter to him, and ſhewed him the Duplicates, ſtaying 
whilſt he had read a good Part of them; but when I underſtood that the Lord Trea- 
ſurer was gone to Roebampton the Night before, I deſired the Lord Cottington to give 
me Leave to fit myſelf for that Journey, and I would attend him again in the Even. 
ing, acquainting him that I was the next Day to take a Journey towards the Court, 

where I ſhould be ready to do his Lordſhip any Service. | 

From the Lord Cottington's I went to Lambeth, preſented your Lordſhip's Letters 
to my Lord's Grace of Canterbury, and by his Lordſhip's Invitation ſtay*d Dinner 
there, and his Grace took an Occaſion at Dinner-Time to drink your Lordſhip'; 
Health. | | 

Immediately after Dinner I took Coach there for Roehampton, where I found the 
Lord Treaſurer private in his Chamber, by reaſon of his Indiſpoſition in Health. The 
Lord Weſton came down to bring me to his Father, to whom I delivered your Lord. 
ſhip's Letter, making known to his Lordſhip, that this Diſpatch was the longer in 
coming, partly by reaſon of the flow Returns from the Officers of his Majeſty's Revenue 
in Ireland, and otherwiſe by the Contrariety of Winds: And withal, I made known 
to his Lordſhip, that I was the next Day to go to New-marke?, deſiring to receive his

At my Return I attended the Lord Marſhal at Arundel-Houſe, finding his Lordſhip 
in his Chamber by reaſon of Phyſick ; I preſented your Lordſhip's Letter : And the 
Comptroller being there in the Room, he aſked me of your Lordſhip's Health, I only 
told him your Lordſhip remember'd your Service to him.

About Three o' Clock in the Afternoon I came to. New-market, found out the Earl 4. 
of Carlile's Lodging, preſented your Lordſhip's Letter to him, and told him of the 
Duplicates. His Lordſhip went up to the Back-Stairs to ſee, | if there were any fit Time 

for me to wait upon his Majeſty, and returning, his Lordſhip told me, that by reaſon 
of a Fall his Majeſty had received that Afternoon in Hunting, the Time would not be 
ſeaſonable, and told me, the King's Pleaſure was, I ſhould come again the next Day, 
and he would ſpeak with me as ſoon as he was ready.

ſtand there, that his Majeſty ſpent at leaſt two Hours with Mr. Secretary Coke alone, his 
Majeſty dictating, and Mr. Secretary Coke writing by him. | | 

This Day his Majeſty dined abroad, where I waited moſt part of Dinner-time, put- 
ting myſelf into his Majeſty's Eye, and afterwards went to dine with Mr. Secretary 
Coke, with whom I ſpent ſome Time after Dinner in his Chamber, none but ourſelves 
being preſent, He made many hearty Expreſſions of his Zeal and Love to your Lord- 
ſhip, telling me, that the King did well approve all thoſe Things, which came from

T- is very true that I have taken Exceptions to the Monument, which you have built 

in St. Patrick*s Church; and I hope your Lordſhip will eaſily conceive, I could not 
opheſy of any ſuch Thing; and therefore muſt needs have the Knowledge of it from 
thence, as Jaſſure your Lordſhip I had, and from good Hands; tho? I cannot now recall 
from whom. My Lord, the Report that the Tomb was built in the Place where the 
High Altar ſtood, and the Communion Table ſhould now ſtand, did not come lately 
to me, as your Lordſhip ſuppoſes ; for, I aſſure you I heard of it, and complain'd of 
it to the King, and deſired Remedy, before ever my Lord Deputy, that now is, was ſo 
much as named to that Place: And therefore, whereas your Lordſhip writes, that you 


built it three Years ſince, and never heard any Mouth opened againſt it, it ſeems ſome 


Mouths, which durſt not open there, did open fully here; for I aſſure you, upon my 
Credit, the Information before mentioned came unto me. I had then juſt Cauſe to 
Doubt, conſidering the Forms of all other Cathedrals which I had ſeen, that the Eaſt 
Window was darkened by it; but that it is not ſo, I am fully ſatisfy d. For the other 
Exception, that it ſtands where the high Altar ſtood, and the Communion Table 
ought to ſtand, I muſt clearly confeſs to your Lordſhip, I am not fatisfy*d ; nor whe- 
ther it will not take off too much Room from the Quire, when the Skreen is built as 
you intend it. Neither can your Lordſhip think, that I ſhall make myſelf Judge of 


theſe or any other Inconveniencies, having never been upon the Place to ſee it, but 


ſhall leave it wholly to ſuch View and Conſideration as ſhall there be had of it, yet 
wiſhing with all my Heart that you had erected that Monument upon the Side of the 
Quire or any other convenient Place, rather than where you have. now ſet it.

RECEIVED very much Contentment, ſo ſoon as I underſtood his Majeſty had ap- 
1 pointed your Lordſhip to conſider, amongſt others, the Propoſitions lately tranſ- 
mitted hence by me concerning the Affairs of this Kingdom, both in regard I promiſe 
myſelf they ſhall be returned back hither much better*d by your Wiſdom and Coun- 
ſel, and ſpeeded over back again according to the Weight and Importance of them, 
eſpecially that of a Parliament, which unleſs preſently called, I ſee not what will be- 
come of the Army here, or how the yearly neceſſary Payments of this Crown will 
poſſibly be corpplied with. I had need to hope for Help thence, here I am to look 
for none, where they have ſwallowed down this Maxim, that the Revenue of this 
Crown muſt ever be rather over than undercharged, becauſe if there be once a Sur- 
plus, it will be carried over into England, and fo by little and little drain this King- 
dom of all her Wealth, where in the other Caſe, this rather fetches from, than com- 
municates any Thing with England. An Opinion I ſhould: better excuſe in them, if 
thoſe were leſs Engliſb that practiſe it; and yet this have they drunk ſo far down, as it 
will be impoſſible to gain it from them, unleſs it be not only againſt their Wills, but 
before they be aware of what is intended : Which is the true Ground I adviſed it ſhould 
be ſo much ſecreted on that Side, which, I aſſure you, put them here quite out of 
their Aim; and if that Hand be ſtill kept upon them, I truſt we ſhall be able to finiſh 
this Work to the Contentment of his Majeſty and the Good of both Kingdoms. 

I beſeech your Lordſhip, as one not well experienced in theſe great Affairs, or the 
Carriage of them, that you will expreſs your accuſtomed Favour to me, by privately 
ſhewing my Errors in any Thing that ſhall chance to eſcape me, and J ſhall be ſure to 

_ rectify all with as much Thankfulneſs and Readineſs as is poſſible: And if you pleaſe 
let me know what Judgment his Majeſty and the Lords make of my Beginnings and 
Proceedings in this great Work, which preſſeth ſo fore upon me, which God Al- 
mighty ſend me well from under, and well thorough with.

of Superviſors of Wills, to ſee that the Executors ſhould* do what they liſt. I wonder 
not that the Lawyers thus went about to limit and reſtrain all Courſes of Prerogative ;. 1 
wiſh they do it not too often and too much, and that they would monopelize leſs to 

themſelves all Judicature, as if no Honour or Juſtice could be rightly adminiſter*d, but 
under one of their Benchers Gowns ;. otherwiſe Fam ſure they little underſtand the un- 
ſettled State of this Kingdom, that could adviſe the King to leſſen the Power of his 

Deputy, indeed his own, until it were brought into that ſtay*d Temper ef Obedience 

and Conformity with that of England, or at leaſt till the Benches here were better 

provided with Judges, than God knows as yet they are.

For, whereas 
before Coaches could not be had but at great Rates, now a Man may have one much 
cheaper.

And juſt it is, it ſhould be ſo, your Majeſty having beſtowed it with ſuch Reſervation, 
as now becomes a mighty Obligation upon me, whilſt ſo conferred, as your Goodneſs 
refleth a moſt gracious Regard towards myſelf, and your Wiſdom preſerves the 
Rights of this Place, and in conſequence your own Affairs, which might otherwiſe 
futurely ſuffer, thorough the Preterition of a Deputy. And believe me, Sir, fo in- 
tirely are my Reſolutions ſet for your Majeſty's Service, as neither the Conſideration of 
Mr. Percy, nor any other private Regard muſt ever remove or ſhake me from them, 
For ſurely all Men, that propoſe to be imployed here, ſhall (ſo far as any Power of 
mine can extend) either put themſelves in a full Condition to attend and perform the 
Duties incident to thoſe Imployments, or elſe be content to go without them, 
But that which-your Majeſty vouchſafeth to mention concerning my Lord of Hol- 


land, is, I humbly acknowledge, a High and Princely Truſt, a great Honour to me 


thus to participate in thoſe near and ſecret Counſels. Indeed it is ever comely in great 
Kings to manifeſt their Power rather in the Preſervation than Ruin of their Servants, 
And a Servant, thus enlightened by Diſcourſe, and gathered up with Care, muſt needs 
be the more conſiderate, and attentive ever after, neither 1s 1t to be imagined his Lord- 
ſhip, thorough any future Neglect and Forgetfulneſs of his, ſhould render himſelf un- 
worthy thoſe tender Conſiderations it hath pleaſed your Majeſty to expreſs for him, 
And this granted, as the Work is begun in Beauty, ſo it is to be fulfilled with 
Succeſs, 

And here upon the naming of a foreign Committee, I ſhall humbly crave Pardon to 


recommend unto your Majeſty's Wiſdom, the Conſideration of Flanders, which, ſhould 


it chance thorough the preſent Diſorder and ill Succeſs of the Affairs of Spain, to bow 
under the Yoke of France, or of my Lords the States, might prove a far more trou- 
bleſome Neighbour to the Crown of England than as now it is. Again, to ſecure the 
Palatinate by all Princely Providence from being poſſeſſed by the French; for, conſi- 
dering the Ambitions of that Nation begin to ſhow themſelves extended far beyond the 
Rhine, how they have, par bien-ſeance as it were, ſet upon and taken the whole Dutchy 


of Lorrain, and how little Reſpect they manifeſt towards us in their late Declaration of 


their Court of Parliament, I fear me, they may be apt enough to make way for them- 
ſelves, where they find the Fence the loweſt, and hope to 1mprove their Condition, 
better and with more eaſe upon the Prince Palatine than any other, now, before he 
be fully ſettled upon thoſe late Reducements of his Dominion. 18 

But to conclude, Sir, with that which more properly concerns my own Charge: 


| They are all on this Side ſilent and at a Gaze, myſelt in ſharp Appetite expecting to be

21ſt, and do with paſſing great Contentment conſider the full and ſpeedy Reſolu- 

tion, which I have received to every Particular, as a Servant troubled with nothing 

ſo much as the Loſs of Opportunities and Seaſons in the Execution of my Maſter's 


Commands. Indeed, the preſent Service well requires it, ang therefore as yet no Time 
for me to ſleep on this Side neither, 5 | 1 
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1 have according to my Directions communicated his Majeſty*s Pleaſure to this A. D. 
Council for a Parliament; declared, that in preſent I was to deſire their Advice only 1634. 
how the Summons might be legally iſſued, and appointed a Committee preſently too 
conſider, what was to be prepared in Conformity to Poyning*s Act and other. Statutes of 
this Realm, which to redeem Time I ſend by this Expreſs, as much as is ſufficient to 
warrant the Calling of the two Houſes, and that in the Opinion of the three Chief 
Juſtices here and Sir George Radcliffe, after their Reading and mature Advice taken 
upon the Laws themſelves and Precedents of former Times. So as I truſt there , 
needs now no more than the paſſing of theſe Acts we now tranſmit under the Great 
Seal there, and ſo to return them with all Expedition. For other Matters I ſhall 
crave Leave to follow with them ſix or ſeven Days hence, ſince they are like to be par- 
ticular, and of greater Length than in a ſhorter Time I ſhall poſſibly be able to acquaint 
myſelf of, as I ought. 4.» | r 

To gain this firſt Entrance into the Work, I thought it fit to intruſt it in this man- 
ner with a Committee, not only to expedite the Thing itſelf the more, but alſo bet- 
ter to diſcover how their Pulſes beat, wherein I conceived they would deliver them- 
ſelves more freely, than if I had been preſent amongſt them myſelf. - . —+ 

At firſt they ſeemed to fear the Parliament could not be calld in ſo ſhort a Time; 
nevertheleſs I did not look ſo ill about me in what I had propounded to his Majeſty, 
but that laying the Statutes before them, I was able to ſhew upon the Place, it might 
be very eaſily effected, according as his Majeſty's Letter preſcribed, ſo as therein ſas 
tisfy*d they fell in Hand with the Committee, and this Night have ſettled it as I now 
ſend it unto you. 

Some little Difficulties I was fain to work off: For, underſtanding by the Maſter of 
the Rolls and Sir George Radcliffe, that they grounded their Counſels much upor 
pleaſing the People, in order to that, moved to have the Bill of Monopolies ; pro 
pounded divers other Bills of Grace; and inſiſted extreamly much to have the gen 
ral Pardon go over with the Subſidies, as good Inducements to content the Houſes, 
That they were not inclinable to ſend the Bill of Subſidies with Blanks, but to 
grant two in certain; that upon Eſtimate made of one intire Subſidy to be thirty thou- 
ſand Pounds, they grew to forecaſt that in caſe theſe Subſidies were anſwered by one 
in a Year, whereas now the Contribution was but twenty thouſand, there would be ten 
thouſand above the ordinary Charge, and ſo conſequently for fear all Surpluſage ſhould 
be ſweeped hence upon Suits in England, the Coin tranſported to the impoveriſhing 
this Kingdom, that it was neceſſary to proportion the Supply ſo even as there might 
not be any to ſpare, which might be effected by enacting the Payments to be but one 
third Part half yearly, whereas in the preſent Draught it is a Moiety half yearly, and 
conſequently a Subſidy within the Year, where the other would be but one in a Year 
and a half, and ſo ſpin out half as much Time in the Courſe of thoſe Payments. 

I not knowing what this might grow to, went inſtantly unto them, where they were 
in Council, told them plainly I feared they begun at the wrong End, thus conſulting 
what might pleaſe the People in a Parliament, when it would better become a Privy 
Council to conſider what might pleaſe the King, and induce him to call one. That 
albeit I had not in particular, as yet, to reſolve them what it was his Majeſty would 
propound, yet I knew, as all other great and wiſe Princes, his Majeſty expected to be 
truſted, nor did ever any deſerve it better from a People; that he would not in an 
Caſe admit of Conditions, or be proceeded withal, as by way of Bargain or Con- 
tract, that he would be provided for as the Head, and care for his People. as Mem- 
bers, thorough all the Expreſſions of a gracious and good King, but till according to 

the Order of Reaſon, Nature and Conſcience, Himſelf firſt, his People afterwards. 
That as for the Bill of Monopolies, it was not to be granted at all, the other Bills 
of Grace not ſeaſonable now. Whereas I durſt engage my Life, Children, and Ho- 
nour if they went the Way wiſe Men ſhould, they might have whatever was fit and rea- 
ſonable for the Good and Contentment of the People. That the Pardon was an Act of 
Grace iſſuing merely from his Majeſty's own Goodneſs, not ſeemingly to be pull'd 
trom him, or to be put in Mind of it by us, but wholly left to his own beſt Will and 
Pleaſure, and in Time alſo to be thought of, at the End rather than Beginning of theſe 
Meetings. That his Majeſty would conceive, if thoſe manifold Bleſſings, and weighty

my great Maſter to feed the People with Shadows and empty Pretences, if thoſe other 
noble and real Favours of a graciqus and wife King would not carry it, he could be 
well without their Money, and expect with Patience the Honour that ſhould attend 
him, the Repentance that would fall upon themſelyes in the Concluſion. | 
For the Subſidy IT was altogether againſt their ſetting down of a certain Number, or 
that they ſhould ſeem to put any Conſtraint upon the free and cheerful Hearts of the 
People, it not being fit that any Hand ſhould gather mean betwixt a King and his 
Subjects, but that thoſe Intelligences of Love and Obſervance, which are to paſs be- 
twixt them, ſhould immediately deſcend to the one, aſcend and be returned bac again 
to the other, as mutual Obligations of Favour and Obedience, which each were incef. 
fantly, the one to preſerve for and pay the other. I do indeed believe, three Subſidies 
I could eaſily have gotten them to yield unto, but that being the loweſt we are to ac- 
cept (as you know) I ſaw no Reaſon at the firſt turn, to caſt from us the Poſſibility at 
leaſt of obtaining more from them upon our firſt Meeting. And as for thinking of two 
Subſidies, I defir%d them to believe they could not caſt ſuch a Miſt upon the Eyes of a 
wiſe and diſcerning King, or inchne him to leave twenty thouſand Pounds a Year, as 
the Contribution now runs, and take their two Subſidies. That which in all proba- 
bility his Majeſty would expect was to have his Army ſettled for laſting, not momen- 
tarily provided for a Year or two, and then be left in ſtraiter Conditions than 
now it is, thorough the Diſcontinuance of the Contribution; he being very fhort- 
fighted that did not evidently ſee, it would be harder then to take it up again, 
than now to go on with it after eleven Years Continuance, That the Army be- 
ing even by their own Confeſſion the Nerve of this Government, giving Motion to the 
Courts of Juſtice, fetching in Obedience to their Orders and Decrees, ſecuring the 
Good in their private Eſtates from being trod down by the unequal Paces of Violence 
and Wrong, they muſt not expect to have his Majeſty to come to them once a Year 
with Hat in Hand, to intreat them to preſerve themſelves: It was many Degrees be- 
low his high Dignity to do any ſuch thing for himſelf, much leſs for them, and for 
them only this was, and for their Safety; for he did not deſire Money for his F oreign 
Affairs, which yet was moſt juſt they here, as well as England, . ſhould in Proportion 
contribute unto, failing in one and the fame Ship with us; but only for their own De- 
fence and Safety, without caſting one Penny into his own private Coffers. I deſired 
them to lay their Hands upon their Hearts, and tell me, if ever the Deſires of a 
Mighty and Powertul King were ſo moderate, taking, aſking nothing for himſelf, but 
all for them: Nay I adviſed them, not to deceive themſelves, for could they fight 
- againſt their own well being, yet let them reſt aſſured, his Majeſty as Pater Patris 
would not ſuffer it, but ſave them even whether they would or no, do that by his own 
Regal Power, which he firſt expected to have accompliſhed with their concurring Aſ- 
ſents. And that as the Army was the great Peace Preſerver of the Kingdom, ſo his 
Majeſty in his excellent Wiſdom, was fully purpoſed to have it ſettled not for a Day 
or two, but ſo provided for as he might altogether diſcharge his Princely Thought of 
| it at after. Neither mult they tell me that twenty thouſand Pounds a Year towards an 
. Army was a Charge ſo heavy not to be long born by ſreland; whereas indeed it was 
ot | not worth ſpeaking of; not to be felt amongſt them, if indifferently and well laid: 
=; for they themſelves could not deny, had the Payments been ſet on the Wealthy 
1 (whereas moſt inconſcionably the Landlords and Money-Men to eaſe themſelves, had 
laid it upon the poor and bare Tenants) they could have pinched no Man; nothing 
have been heard but Prayers and Praiſes for his Majeſty's Perſon and bleſſed Govern- 
ment; whereas now it is pretended by ſome, there is ſo great a Cry follows this Levy. 
The King therefore deſires this great Work may be ſet on his right Foot, ſettled by 
Parliament, as the more beaten Path he covets to walk in, yet not more legal than 
if done by his Prerogative Royal, where the ordinary Way fails him.

Secondly, it was an Opinion very unſafe in itſelf and for them. Muſt there be no- 
thing to remain of the Income for to repair his Majeſty's Forts, to fill and reſtore his 
Magazines, to defray ſuch Extraordinaries as happen daily in the Affairs of private 
Men, much more in-thoſe of Kingdoms? What if the Natives ſhould rebel? And 
there was no great Wiſdom to be over confident in them, being of a-contrary Religion 
and ſo great in Number. What if a Foreign Enemy ſhould land upon us? And that 
which had been formerly might happen again, Were it not moſt needful, to meet with 
any or all theſe Accidents which may befal us, there were at leaſt. forty thouſand 
Pounds of Treaſure in the Exchequer to ſet the State in ſuch a Poſture for Defence and 
Protection as in Honour and Wiſdom, a good King is anſ{werable for to the World, his 
People and himſelt ? If ſome ſudden Misfortune ſhould befal the Kingdom for want 
of it, would not themſelves beſhrew their own Security, and others impute it unto us 
a mighty and wretched Improvidence ? But if the Receipts and Iſſue, like Hippocrates his 
Twins, muſt grow and die together, this muſt be left as an impoſſible Wark. That 
they were not to think, they muſt in Time of Peace, as well as War, be Thorns in the 
Eyes and Pricks in the Sides of the Crown of England : But muſt be content in Time 
of Peace in ſome reaſonable Proportion to provide for themſelves in Time of War; 
and in the Acknowledgments of the mighty Improvements they had made of their own

As f or reſtraining any private Meetings, either before or during Parliament, ſaving 
only publickly in the Houſe, I fully reſt in the ſame Opinion, and ſhall be very watch- 
ful and attentive therein, as a Means which may rid us of a great Trouble, and pre- 
vent many Stones of Offence, which otherways might by malignant Spirits be caſt in 
amongſt us: And to begin with them, 1 ſhall here count over to you, how that my 


Lord Chancellor moving that the Lords of the Pale according to the Cuſtom of for- 


mer Times might be conferred withal concerning the Parliament and Matters therein 
to be propounded, I preſently ſilenced it by a direct and round Anſwer, that ſhould we 
do ſo, I feared his Majeſty might judge we had exceeded our Direction, opening his 
Counſels to any but ourſelves, without his ſpecial Warrant. And within ſome four 
Days after, the Earl of Fingall came purpoſely to me in this Chamber, where very 
gravely, and in a kind of Electorate Way, he told me, the Report went there would 
be a Parliament, and that their Lordſhips of the Pale had been accuſtomed to be con- 
ſulted with, before thoſe Meetings, to aflemble and take Advice together, what to 
propound for the Good of the People, and therefore deſired to be aſcertained therein, to 
che Intent they might prepare themſelves accordingly. This Nobleman being a Perſon, 
as I conceive, not of the beſt Affections, that would be eſteemed to be the Advocate of 
the Publick, more popular with the Generality, than either his Parts or generous Car- 
riage (being, paſſing ſparing and penurious) will be able to perſuade with any Man of 
Judgment, or of the common Sort, and which was as obſervable as any of the reſt, 
coming as it were the Mouth to open for them all, I thought fit to cloſe it, as ſoon 
and ſurely as I could. Therefore my Anſwer was quick, I told him that the calling 
of Parliaments was the peculiar of Kings, and ſo locked up in the ſacred Breaſt of his 
Majeſty, as it were want of good Manners in me his Servant, to pry into or impart 
His Counſels further, or by other Degrees, than ſhould in his own good Time be re- 
vealed unto me. That I muſt tell him, I conceived his Majeſty might judge it, with 


ſome more Reaſon, a high Preſumption in him, or any other private Man, to elect 


themſclves Inquiſitors over his gracious Purpoſes towards his Subjects, which were ſet 
with ſo much Love and Juſtice, in ſo much Height and Perfection, as could not by them 
all put together be ſo well diſpoſed or guided as they were already by thoſe clearer Lights 
of his own Goodneſs and Wiſdom : That aſſuredly his Majeſty would reject with Scorn 
and Diſdain all ſuch Foreign Inſtructors or Moderators betwixt him and his People; 
neither muſt his Lordſhip or any other expect his Majeſty would conſult in the Calling 
of his People any, or in other manner, than he ſhould judge fit and convenient; that 
therefore in Silence himſelf and the reſt were to wait the Times and the Seaſons, and not 
think of applying any thing in the Calling of Parliaments to themſelves, as not belong- 
ing them, nor indeed the appointing of any other Meetings, or other Conferences to 
be had by any Suhjects in thoſe publick Affairs, but in their open Aſſemblies of Parlia-

ſure. Howbeit now at the Upſhot neither takes Order for Principal nor Intereſt, but 
cauſeth me to pay all myſelf very courteouſly, and now, when I demand che Money 
tells me he hath no Means to pay it but out of his Arrears. Albeit, he cannot deny 
when I lent him the Money I wiſhed him to look to the Repayment of it; for he 
was not to flatter himſelf ſo far as to hope by this Loan to hook in any of his Arrears, 
which he muſt have Patience to expect as other Captains and Officers of the Army did. 
Thus leaving it to my Choice whether to break the Eſtabliſhment by paying off his 
Arrears, or elſe to loſe the Money myſelf. | 

I confeſs I do not well brook to be thus uſed for my Kindneſs, and deſire his Maje- 
ſty may only know how I am treated by him. To break the Eſtabliſhment, I am re- 
ſolved rather to loſe my five hundred Pounds, than do the King that Diſſervice: But 
my only Suit to his Majeſty is, that he would be pleaſed to hold off his Hand, and 
leave me to ſave my own Stake with this Gentleman as well as I may, which is in 
plain Engliſh to pay myſelf out of his perſonal Entertainment, as it riſeth, ſtorm or 
tempeſt he never ſo much. But Sir Frederick being the King's Servant, I ſhall nei- 
ther proceed in that or any other Kind againſt him, without his Majeſty's Allowance, 
ſo as I deſire to know his good Will before I ſtir at all any further in this Buſineſs ; 
as alſo, whether Iam to give him Leave to come into England, for which he is now 
a Suitor, wherein to tell you even plainly, I think it were better for me to keep his 
Trouble here to myſelf than ſo to tranſmit it over to his Majeſty on that Side. How- 
ever, his Majeſty's good Pleaſure ſhall be obeyed either Way. 

Here is a Difference which lights betwixt the Lord Mountnorris, and the Officers 
of the Admiralty about the Payment of their Money for the Shipping appointed to 


guard this Coaſt. His Lordſhip deducts fix Pence in the Pound at his Fee by Patent 


upon all Payments made forth of the Receipt; they pretend by that Means they fall 
ſhort twenty and five Pounds in every thouſand of that which by the Eſtimate is due 
unto them; that there is no Reaſon the King ſhould pay for his own Money, and 
upon him in the laſt Reſort muſt it fall, in reſpe& that one Way or another it muſt 


be made good to them. I love my Lord Mountnorris well, but I muſt not for any 


living Man become partial againſt my Maſter ; and therefore. ſure, I conceive, he 
ought not to take or demand that Duty upon any Payments that iſſue immediately 
for the King's Service; ſo as the Courſe I ſhould adviſe is, that you would cauſe Sir

FTER I had ſcaled my Letters, I received one from the Dean of Caſhells with 
another incloſed from ſome Friend of his unknown to me. That Letter incloſed 
importunes the Dean very earneſtly to get a Letter from me to your Lordſhip in the 
behalf of one Mr. Chadwick, that he may ſucceed as a Baron of the Exchequer in the 
Room of Sir Gerard Lowther. That which moved the Dean to ſend me the Letter is 
not any Forwardneſs of his to meddle in Buſineſſes of this Nature, but only as himſelf 
expreſſeth it, a fair Reſpect, fearing leſt if he ſhould ſpeed and he ſeem backward, he 
and his Cauſes for the Church might fare the worſe, which made him chuſe rather to put 
me to the Denial than himſelf, and I am very well contented with it. But I, my Lord, 
chuſe rather to grant in part than to deny fr all, and out of this Reaſon, the Letter 


which came to the Dean, tells him that your Lordſhip hath a very good Opinion of 


Mr. Chadwick, as a fit Man for this Place; and if he be fo, and you think fo, then 
theſe are ſo far to ſecond his Deſires, as they may therein fulfill your own; but I can- 
not write to you according to all that is deſired of me, not ſo much by the Dean, as 
by him that writes in behalf of Mr. Chadwick, becauſe he deſires from me an effectual 
Letter to your Lordſhip for Mr, Chadwick againſt all Competitors.

A ccorpinc to What I writ in my laſt of the 31ſt of May, you receive in this 
A Packet the Juſtification of my Lord Chief Baron, and the reſt of thoſe of this Coun- 
eil intruſted with preparing the Acts and other legal Forms required, as neceſſary Prepa- 
rations to the ſummoning of a Parliament in this Kingdom ; wherein they are moſt 
confident, they have not omitted any one material Thing required in this Caſe, nay 
that if they had gone that Way adviſed by Mr. Attorney, it would have been under 
favour far more ſubje&t to Exception, than in this they take of holding themſelves 
ſtrictly to the Precedents of former Times, which warrants what they have adviſed 
and done therein Word for Word. And truly I am of Opinion that in theſe Matters 


of Forms, it is the beſt not to be wiſer than thoſe that went before us, but ftare ſuper 


vias antiquas: For, better it is to follow the old Track in this Particular, than queſtion 
the validity of all the Statutes enacted ſince Poynings Act; for, if this which is done 
in 8 thereunto be not ſufficient to warrant the Summons of this preſent 
Parliament, then were all thoſe Parliaments upon the ſame Grounds unlawfully aſſem- 
bled, and conſequently all their Acts void, which is a Point far better to ſleep in Peace, 
than onineceflarily. or farther to be awakened. 5 

And whereas in one of Mr. Attorney's Notes an Act is adviſed to be ſent hence, 
which might enable us on this Side to conclude and paſs all ſuch Laws as we thought 
fit, albeit they were not firſt certified thither, notwithſtanding the ſaid Poynings Act 
and the Act of 3 & 4 Phil. & Mar. under favour I took it to be of ſo dangerous a 
Conſequence, as I never durſt impart it unto them on this Side; for, this would in a 


manner weaken one of the greateſt Stays the King hath upon this People, and open a 


Way toall the factious Propoſitions, turbulent and unquiet Spirits might think of, whereby 
to diſtemper the Houſes: whereas now they are locked up not to propound any thing 
before certified and allowed on that Side, and if they grow unruly A in 
their Propoſals, the Deputy hath ſtill to quiet and ſilence them, with a letting them un- 
derſtand they forget and endanger themſelves to diſcourſe of ſuch Matters, whereunto they 
are not firſt authoriſed by his Majeſty's Privity and Warrant. A mighty Power gotten by 
the Wiſdom of former Times, and would be imputed to this Age, I fear as a mighty 
lacheté by thoſe that ſhall ſtill ſucceed, ſhould we now be ſo improvident as to loſe 
it; and for my own Part, ſo zealous am I for the Prerogatives of my Maſter, ſo in- 
finitely in love with this in eſpecial, that my Hand ſhall never be had as an Inſtru- 
ment of ſo fatal a Diſſervice to the Crown, as I judge the remittal or weakening this 
Power would be; which I write only to ſhew you how adviſed we ought to be of any 
Innovation, conſidering that Inconveniencies are rather found by Experience, than fore- 
wh by Judgment, how ſharp-ſighted ſoever a Man upon the ſudden may take himſelf 
to be.

I ſend you likewiſe here a Letter from this Council to his Majeſty, with a Dupli- 
cate thereof for yourſelf to read, as alſo the new Bill for the Subſidies, as I men- 
tioned unto you in my laſt, which, added to that we have already, will enable the 
Houſes to paſs the fix Subſidies to be propoſed, which I deſire may be haſtened back 
as ſoon as may be, together with ſuch a Letter as by that my former was then hum- 
bly adviſed, together with a Note of ſuch other Acts, as therewith are now tranſmitted 
over.

| Parliament, your other Letters I ſhall fully anſwer in my next Diſpatch, which all 

follow within a few Days. The Meeting was, I am perſuaded with the greateſt Civi- 
lity and Splendor Ireland ever ſaw, and I aſſure your Lordſhip the Aſpect of the Nobi- 
lity, Clergy, and Gentry, far above that which I expected, and all this accompanied 
with a ſingular Chearfulneſs towards his Majeſty's Aﬀairs. The Parties are in a man- 
ner equal, ſome few odds on the Proteſtant Party, and one watching the other leſt

good to themſelves. Yet being full in Belief, they had no ill Intention in it, and un- 
willing to venture a Controverly with them, until the Subſidies were paſſed, I let them 
alone till the laſt Day that I came into the Houſe to conclude this Seſſion; but then, 
being very jealous leſt in my Time any Thing might creep in, and grow upon the 
King's Prerogative in this tender and important Particular, I clearly declared they had

holden within this Realm, the Lieutenant, Lord Deputy, Lord Juſtice, Lord Juſtices, 
or other Chief Governor and Council of this Kingdom for the Time being, ſhould and 
might certify all ſuch other Conſiderations, Cauſes, Tenors, Proviſions and Ordinances 
as they ſhould further think good to be enacted and eſtabliſhed, at and in the ſaid 
Parliament to the King and . mls Majeſties, their Heirs and Succeſſors under the 
Great Seal of this Realm of Ireland; and ſuch Conſiderations, Cauſes, Tenors, Pro- 
viſions and Ordinances, or any of them as ſhould be thereupon certified and returned 
into this Realm under the Great Seal of England, and no other, ſhould and might 
pals and be enacted here, in every ſuch Parliament within this faid Realm of Treland, 
in Caſe the ſame Conſiderations, Cauſes, Tenors, Proviſions and Ordinances, or any 
of them ſhould be agreed or reſolved on by the three Eſtates of the ſaid Parliament. 
And whereas in this preſent Seſſion of Parliament the Lords Spiritual and Temporal 
being aſſembled, did the 24th of July now laſt paſt, appoint and ſelect a Committee 
of eighteeen Lords for Grievances, and taking into Conſideration of fuch Acts as are 
fit to be propounded to be paſſed, and ſuch Statutes as are in Force, which are fit to be 
repealed ; which Committee met accordingly, and gave Order unto his Majeſty's learn- 
ed Counſel for drawing of ſeveral Acts to be paſſed, viz. on the 26th of Fuly laſt; 
tor reſtraining the barbarous Cuſtoms of Plowing by the Tail, of pulling the Wool 
off living Sheep, of burning Corn in Straw, and barking of ſtanding Trees, of cut- 
ting young Trees by Stealth, of forcing Cows to give Milk, and of building Houſes 
without Chimneys; and likewiſe on the goth Day of the ſame Month, the ſaid Com- 
mittee gave further Order to his Majeſty's learned Counſel to draw Acts for and touch- 
ing the Limitation of his Majeſty's Title, not to extend above threeſcore Years, ac- 
cording to the Effect of the Statute of 21mo Jacobi Regis made in England, and in 
urſuit of his Majeſty's Pleaſure ſignified by his Highneſs's Inſtructions brought over 
b the Agents of this Kingdom in Anno 1628, and for reſtraining the ſtealing of 
great Hawks with Nets, and ſetting Hawks for Aire once in ſeven Years, throughout 
the Kingdom, and for preſerving of Game: And laſtly, on the firſt Day of this In- 
ſtant, another Committee of the Lords appointed for Privileges, gave like Order to his 
Majeſty's Attorney General, with the Advice of ſome of the Judges to draw an Act 
for making ſuch Noblemen as are reſident in England liable to all publick Charges and 
Payments taxed by Parliament in this Kingdom, whence their Titles of Honour are 
derived, with Limitation that every Earl, deriving his Honour from this Kingdom, 
ſhould, within two Years next after this: preſent Parliament, purchaſe in this King- 
dom Lands to the Value of three Hundred Pounds per Annum, every Viſcount Lands 
to the Value of two hundred and fifty Pounds per Annum, and every Baron Lands to the 
Value of two hundred Pounds per Annum, or otherwiſe their Honours derived from this 
Kingdom to be void: And whereas alſo the ſaid Committee for Privileges directed the 
Lord Chancellor to move Us the Lord Deputy, that divers Acts drawn up by his Ma- 
jeſty's Judges of the ſeveral Courts, and conſidered of and allowed by their Lordſhips, might 
be further proceeded in as appertaineth, which the Lord Chancellor did accordingly : All 
which former Proceedings of their Lordſhips, We the Lord Deputy taking into due Con- 
fideration, and weighing the ſame with the ſaid Statutes, altho?* We do not conceive that the 
ſaid Lords adviſedly or purpoſedly intended to violate or innovate in any Thing, otherwiſe 
than by the ſaid Statutes ar provided; yet for the avoiding of any Miſinterpretation, which, 
by reaſon of that manner of Proceeding, may in After-times be made to the Intrenchment 
on the ſaid Acts of Parliament, or his Majeſty's Regal Power, whereof We are and wilt 


be always moſt tender, in diſcharge of the Duty We owe tothe Preſervation of his Majeſty's 


Honour, and that the like Miſtakes in their Lordſhips Proceedings may futurely be avoided, 
We have therefore thought fit this Day in full Parliament to proteſt againſt that Courſe held 
by their Lordſhips, asnot any ways belonging to their Lordſhips to give Order to the King's 
learned Counſel, or any other, for the framing or drawing up any Acts to pals in Parlia- 
ment, but that the ſame ſolely belongs to Us the Lord Deputy and Council. We the

Howbeit the Commons proceeded in the Examination of the Crime, and defired a 
Conference with the Lords, in what Manner to preſent it to me, and to gain my Aſ-

The Conference granted by the Lords, my Lord Mountnorris, out of fuch Scraps as 
he had gotten from the Parliaments of England, very gallantly and magiſterially told 


the Houſe of Commons, that they had no Power to adminiſter an Oath, or any Judi- 
cature, but that theſe reſted wholly with them in the Upper Houſe ; and therefore they 


might do well to give in the Names of their Witneſſes, that ſo their Teſtimony might 
be taken upon Oath, and then the Lords would proceed of themſelves to ſentencing 
him, albeit abſent, without ſo much as mentioning the Deputy and Council; fo little 
did his Lordſhip regard, or little at leaſt remember the Proteſtation I put in againſt 
theſe Courſes upon the parting of the former Seſſion. | Faw 

But this happening the Day before I came to the Houſe to give Anſwer to the 
Graces, I then rold them roundly, that they might not aſſume a Judicature of any 
Thing, which had not been firſt tranſmitted as good and expedient by the Deputy and 
Council, for ſo Poynings Law preſcribed, not only in all Acts, but in every Ordinance 
of Parliament: That therefore conſidering ſome had taken ſo little heed to my former

ceived ſome gentle Check, or rather were admoniſhed, to take heed how they adviſed 
the City in a Caſe ſo clear for the King, wherein his Majeſty had firſt adviſed with his 
learned Counſel, and with his Council of State. It wrought this Effect, that they all. 
ielded, and inſtantly fell to ſeizing in all the Wards of London. It will coſt the City at 
eaſt thirty five thouſand Pounds, They hoiſt up the Merchant Strangers, Sir William 
Curtyre three hundred and ſixty Pounds, Sir Thomas Cuttcale three hundred Pounds: 
Great Sums to pay at one Tax, and we know not how often it may come. It reaches us 
in the Strand, being within the Liberties of Meſtminſter, which furniſheth out one Ship. 
My Lord of Bedford ſixty Pounds; my Lord of Salisbury twenty five Pounds; my 
Lord of Clare forty Pounds; the Lord Keeper, and Lord Treaſurer, twenty Pounds 
apiece: Nay Lodgers, for I am ſet at forty Shillings. Giving Subſidies in Parlia- 
ment, I was well content to pay to, which now hath brought me into this Tax; but I 
tell my Lord Cottington, that I had rather give and pay ten Subſidies in Parliament, 
than ten Shillings this new-old way of dead Noye's.

Sir Francis Steward, the Chancellor of Scotland, and Robin Maule, all dead here; 


The Earl of Marr in Scotland; as alſo Sir William Paddye, who gave the greateſt Part 


of his Eſtate to maintain an Organiſt and twelve Singers in St. John's College in Ox- 
ford, and all his Books of Value to their Library. Old Weymarł, an ancient Paul's Walker, 
died worth twenty five thouſand Pounds; he ſent for Mr. Hatewell of Lincoln*s-Inn to 
make his Will, intending to make him, Dr. Ducke, and Auditor Pughfye, his Execu- 


tors, all his Neighbours in Alderſgate-Street. He begun his Will, and gave ſome Le- 


gacies, but quickly grew weary, it went againſt his Heart to give that away, which he 
had kept ſo greedily, broke off, and in huge Fury ſaid, he would finiſh it the next Day, 
and that there were wiſe Men in England that could make his Will better than he; but 
he never returned to perfect Senſe to finiſh it; ſo there is Work for Sir Henry Martin. 
Mr. Dacres, the only Branch of the Lord Dacres of the North, a young Man, died here 
of a Lethargy ; my Lord Marſhal took great Care of him, and being dead, ſent him 
honourably out of this Town to be interred in the North. | 

Mr. Gibbons, the Lord Treaſurer's Secretary, being by the King's Command called 
before the Lord Keeper, the Lord Privy Seal, and the Lord Chief Juſtice Finch, was 
found ſo really guilty ot many foul Buſineſſes, wherein he hath cozened the King, that 
they committed him to the Fleet. *Tis clear he is guilty of a Raſure, putting his own 
Name inſtead of one George Booth, lately dead, who was Creditor of Sir Allen Apſiey's: 
Alſo he got, which Way I know not, a Warrant to paſs Lands in a Book of the ſaid 
Sir Allen Agſiey's, fine loco, by which Means he got, they ſay, laying down nineſcore

The Lord Treaſurer has put him out of his Service. Some ſay he hath two thouſand 
Pounds a Year Land, others ſay he is much in Debt, and by that Time they have done 
with him in the Star-Chamber, he will not be worth a Groat. I am ſorry for him, 
he ſeemed to be an able and a witty Man. Alſo my Lord Digby, for William Croft's 
Buſineſs in the Spring-Garden, is called into the Star- Chamber; and not only he, wy

Whereas amongſt other Things in the the Graces, vouchſafed by Us, unto Our Sub- 
Jets of Our Kingdom of Ireland in the Year 1628, We did ſignify Our Pleaſure that 
the Nobility, Undertakers, and others, holding Eſtates or Offices in Ireland, ſhould be 
reſident there, and not to depart without Licence : And foraſmuch as We are now 
given to underſtand, that notwithſtanding thoſe Directions, divers Perſons, and thoſe 
not of the meaner Sort, do at their own Pleaſure, take a Liberty to paſs from thence, 
either into this Our Kingdom of England, or into Foreign Parts, 'as if they neither 
underſtood what they owe unto Us in their Duty, or to themſelves in their civil Car- 
riage; which preſumption of theirs, We may not longer ſuffer without apparent Preju- 
dice to that good Order, which is fit be obſerved in the Government of that Kingdom. 
We do therefore hereby will and require you, either by Act of State, or Proclamation, 
to make known Our Pleaſure, that all the Nobility, Undertakers, and others, who 
hold Eſtates or Offices in that Kingdom, (ſuch Perſons only excepted, as are employ'd 
in Our Service in England, or attend here by Our ſpecial Command) do hereafter make 
their Perſonal Reſidence there, and not depart thence, either for England, or any other 
Place, without the Privity or Licence of you Our Deputy, any former Letters obtain- 
ed in that behalf to the contrary notwithſtanding.

Right Honourable, r 8 ES 
"BAG of Letters came caſually to my Hands by the Negligence of a French Poſt; 
who brought them from Paris, and loſt them in London Streets. They were 

ditected from Engliſþ and Trip Papiſts to their Correſpondents in both Kingdoms, 


and concerned for the moſt Part the Extractions of Monies, for their Party here to 


ſupport our Clergymen and Nuns in that Kingdom. I acquainted his Majeſty with the 
Diſcovery, and obtained the Conjunction of the Lord Archbiſhop, and Lord Keeper, 
in the particular Examination of thoſe that were concerned in it. And becauſe 
amongſt the reſt, we found ſpecial Letters from one Meſſingham an Triſh Friar, to Men 
of Quality, and others in Ireland, it was held neceſſary to ſend them to your Lord: 
ſhip both to inform you in general in this Change of Intercouſe ; and in particular. 
to acquaint you with ſome Miſchief, which by your Lordſhip's Providence mu 


| ſpeedily be prevented. In general, we are advertiſed from other Parts; and out of 
France itſelf, that as the French now affect that Extent of Monarchy, which the Spa- 


niards had in deſign, ſo ſpecially in the Relation, which in that Reſpe& they have 
to us, they work by the ſame Arts, The Spaniards made uſe againſt us of our own 
Subjects, both Clergy and Laymen : Now the French Cardinal runs as large a Courſe 


both by erecting Seminaries, and religious Houſes for our Fugitives, and by entertain: 


ing our martial Men tor his Service in the Wars, For the former, there is a Nunne 

now erected at Paris, wherein are ſettled twelve Siſters and a Lady Abbeſs, whithet 
they labour daily to draw more from hence of the better Quality, of whom they 
require Portions-of four hundred Pounds apiece to make them of the Choir, or lets 
Sums, if they be put to be Laundreſſes, and to do meaner Service. Theſe Monies are 
drawn out of England by Exchanges, and their Factor is now in hold. For Prieſts, 
Jeſuits, and the reſt, how they are diſperſed in France appears in part by the Letters, 
and that the Cardinal, at the Inſtance of his Confeſſor, hath promiſed to obtain 


| for them a new Reſidence in Tournay, where they may have Opportunity to practiſe 


with their Party here. And for the Jriſp of all Sorts, how they peſter Paris, and 
flock from all Parts, you ſhall know by the Letter of Thomas Meſſingbam, now ſent 
herewith : He is a Regular, but of what Order I know not, his Character is expreſſed 
in his Style, and by the Advice and Direction he giveth, to take away the Life of the 
poor Friar Harris: Wherein your Lordſhip is deſired, firſt, to ſecure the Life of a 
Man unheard and uncondemned ; and, ſecondly, to examine thoſe Correſpondents to 
whom he writes, and from whom he expects an Account of the Proceedings in Par- 
liament, for which it may ſeem he hath given ſome Directions. And, by the Way, 
your Lordſhip will diſcover their Dependencies in France ; which will now be a Ser- 
vice of no ſmall] Importance, when the Pope's Nuncio, and his Nephew Barbarini, 
by Letters from the Pope and his Nephew to all our Catholick Subjects, and by Ad- 
dreſſes from the Spirit that moveth France, are now practiſing to eſtabliſh a Biſhop 
amongſt us, to govern the Popiſh Clergy here; which his Majeſty taking Notice of, 
is careful to ſuppreſs. Thus they practiſe to undermine us, and raiſe a Party amongſt 
us by Churchmen there and here. | | 

For the Laity, their Attempts are more open and more conſiderable. Your Lord- 
ſhip hath this laſt Year permitted, upon good Ground, divers Numbers of Jriſb Sol- 
diers to tranſport themſelves for Flanders, which the French forbear not to make known. 
Of theſe ſome whole Companies landing here, ſuffered themſelves to be debauched by 
the French Ambaſſador, and now ſerve under French Colours. Here is one Colonel 
Sweny, and another Colonel O Rely is daily expected, who hath ſent before him James 
Noland, one of his Captains. All theſe have their Addreſſes to the French Ambaſſador, 
and Noland hath brought with him three Commiſſions under the French King's Hand 
and Seal; one for himſelf, another for his Brother, and a third for Mr.- Anthony Gar- 
ney, Son to Sir Chriſtopher Garney, a Man of great Note in Connaght, With theſe 


| Commiſſions he brought Letters to the King and Queen, and hath thereby obtained 


no Licence for ſuch Levies, yet he will try. nevertheleſs to raiſe his Numbers in that 
Kingdom, by Means of his Friends underhand. This Noland and theſe Colonels 
ſerved long under the Spaniard, and have quit them to ſerve France for more Pay : 


In which Regard Noland faith, that four hundred of his Countrymen had *

In the mean Time I will go on 
where I left in my laſt of the 11th of Fanuary, which ſtaid here in Mr. Raylton's 
Hands a Fortnight after it was writ, by reaſon the Meſſenger could not be diſpatched, 
Mr. Evelyn, one of the Six Clerks, received, preſently after Twelfthtide, a Writ ſent 
him into the Country, ad audiendum Fudicium : He came up and petitioned the Lords, 
that his Counſel, being Vacation, -were moſt of them out of Town, the Recorder Ma- 
ſon employed at the Seſſions at Newgate, Mr. Herbert ſworn of the King's Counſel. 
His Reaſons were ſo good, that they gave him Time until the Vedneſday after the Term: 
But that Day is paſt and gone by reaſon of Londonderry, The Earl of Bedford hath 
alſo received a Letter from the Lord Keeper, to anſwer in the S/ar-Chamber to a Bill 
put in there by the King's Attorney, about ſome Buildings anciently built about Covent- 
Garden, before he had Leave to build there. He yer ſtands it out, but *tis thought, 
being a wiſe Man, he will accommodate it, by giving ſome greater Sum of Money, ſince 
it is likely to bring him in ſo. great a Revenue for the future, 
My Lord of Dorſet firſt, my Lord of Carlile after, were ſent of Meſſages from his 
Majeſty to the Maſter of the Wards, Sir Robert Naunton, about the beginning of Can- 
dlemas Term to leave his Place. After many Solicitations, his Anſwer was, That the 
Term now on Foot was very ſhort, leſs Buſineſs in it of any Term in the Year; tis 
4 true his Weakneſs and Infirmities kept him from being preſent in Perſon in the Court 
* and at the Compoſitions, yet no Buſineſs ſtopt with him, he was able enough to ſign 
all Things brought unto him; and if his Majeſty would pleaſe to look back, 
e it was clear that my Lord Treaſurer Burleigh, by Reaſon of his great Employments, 
* and many Infirmities, ſcarce fate four times in one Year in that Court; that his Son 
«« the Earl of Saliſbury, ſcarce twice in any Term, except upon very important Occa- 
„ ſions; that the Earl of Mzrddleſex, in theſe latter Times, had done the like: Not- 
% withſtanding theſe Examples, he had diligently, whilſt his Health permitted him, 
* frequented the Court as much as any Officer there, and intends to do ſo as ſoon as he 
« is recovered. This cold winter he is much better than he was, and he hopes by 
« Eaſter Term to be very able to attend his Place. But if it ſhould happen other- 
« wile, then he would ſurrender it, and lay it at his Majeſty's Feet.“ This Anſwer gives 
not Content. For I hear newly of a Commiſſion that is coming forth to enquire what 
Damages the Subject ſuffers by his Abſence out of Court, as alſo the Diſadvantages the 


King undergoes 1n his Profits there by his being away. There are ſix named, but I 


know but five of them, Sir Richard Wynn, Sir Henry Spelman a great Antiquary, 
Sir Henry Spiller, Laurence Whitaker, one Charles Harbor, Surveyor General of the 
the King's Lands. But they have done nothing yet, neither do I know whether this 
be given out to bring the old Man to what is deſired, or it be a Truth indeed. 
The Sheriff of Suſſex ſent up to the Lords to receive their further Directions what he 
was to do, giving them Information that ſeven or eight poor Towns in that County 
ſtood out, and would not pay towards the Shipping. But as ſoon as they heard, that 
the Sheriff by a new Command began to diſtrain, they came roundly in, and paid their 
Money.

Sir George Chidley drew the Letter, which 
was ill taken, and five of them ſent for up; among which Sir William Stroud, Sir Ed- 
ward Giles Baronet, Seymour Chidley, and Drake, were ſummoned up, who are come 
all, except Giles, who is weak and not able to appear. They have appeared, received 
ſome Reprimand, and fo I believe will be diſmiſſed back again; it being mn 
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-nough to them to have travailed four hundred Miles to fo ſmall pur

Complaint being made hither, Purſuivants are ſent down to apprehend 
and bring hither the principal Actors in this Tumult, where I doubt not, but they will 
receive condign Puniſhment for their infolent and rebellious Speeches and Actions. | 
In this laſt great Froſt, the French loſt Philipſhurgh, a Town of extraordinary Conſe- 
quence, the Key of the Palatinate, the King of France's Magazine for Money, Corn, 
and Munition. He received a mighty Loſs in the loſing of it. It was taken by Sur- 
priſe in the Night, by him that had been Governor there before: All the French, that 
were found in it, were put to the Sword. The King and Cardinal took this fo grievouſly, 
that they ſent inſtantly to the Marſhal Ia Force, and to Colonel Heyborne, to aſſault 
the Town ; they have endeavoured to do ſo, but were beaten off with the Loſs of ſome 
three or four hundred Men. They begin to cry up the Germans for excellent Soldiers ; 
and ſurely of late Times, they have behaved themfelves fo well, that they have gained 
whatſoever they have undertaken. 
Sir Robert Le Grice is dead fo is the Chief Juſtice Richardſon ; both of them little 
miſſed in the Commonwealth: Never fat there a Judge in that Court that was leſs re- 
ſpected. He defired to be buried in Weſtminſter, and was fo, poorly and meanly, at- 
tended only with Hackney Coaches, and ſcarce a Judge, or any of his own Profeſſidh 
to attend him to his Grave; yet he hath left behind him an Eſtate better than three 
thouſand Pounds a Year. Many are named to his Place, Bridgeman, Pye, Bartlett, 
Vernon, Serjeant Bramſton ; but I believe until Eaſter Term there will be none put in 
his Place. Mr. Selden is remitted of thoſe Fetters that lay upon him; I take it to be 
my Lord's Grace of Canterbury's Favour to him, that hath wrought his Peace with 
the King. So that now he ſtands rectus in curia, and J hear that he ſhall be employed 
in the Baſinefſes of the Foreſt, The Juſtice Seat in Eſex was to have been kept on the 
twentieth of this Month February,. but by reaſon of the Londonderry Buſineſs, it is put 
off until the Monday after Eafter Week. | 
Our French Cavaliers are come home, only the Heir of Cavahero Swift (a Lord he 

was) died in France of the Small-Pox, running hence for fear of a Star-Chamber 
Bill for ſome drunken Outrage: he had committed a little before Chriſtmas. Young Will 
Crofts came home firſt, to attend his Bill in the Star-Chamber; then on the Eve of the 
Queen's Maſk, came the Lord Dunluce and Wat Mountague. Mr. Mountague is well 
received by the King and Queen; he attended alſo the Lord Treaſurer, with whom, and 
with every body elſe, it is now preſumed he is upon very good Terms. He hath Wit and 
good Abilities, God ſend him to uſe them well. For the preſent what his Servants, 
coming two Days after him from Paris, brought, drowned all the Relations and 
News he brought himſelf ; which was, that Pillioran, Monſieur's Favourite, lately 
created Duke and Peer of France, and married to the Cardinal's Niece, upon whom 
the King beſtowed three hundred thouſand Pounds Sterling in Lands, Moneys and 
Governments, was arreſted by the Captain of the King's Guard, and committed cloſe 
Priſoner z fix others, at the ſame Time, Men of Quality, depending upon Monſieur, 
and him, were taken and committed to the Baſtile, Since, our Agents there have ad- 
vertiſed the fame to Mr. Secretary Windebank, as alſo that he is delivered over to his 
Commiſſaries to try him. That King in his open Speeches declares, that it is for no 
old Practices before his Return from By els, but for new ones againſt his Perſon and Life; 
of which if he be guilty, his Head will ſoon be off. Many and divers are the Cauſes 
which the French buz up and down this Town of this ſudden Proceeding againſt this.

- Buſineſs before my laſt Letters went out of my Hands, but did further think, that there 
was a great Miſtake, both in myſelf, and the reſt of the Lords, For, for myſelf I 
ingenuouſly acknowledge, that though I did much wonder why that, Favour ſhould be 
ſhewed to four or five Biſhops, and not the reſt, and that the Biſhop, of Derry was one 


of them, yet all this did not make me reflect upon the Plantation; which T hought alone,

Concerning Dr. Bruce, the King hath heard nothing of him yet, neither have I, nor 
hath any Man in Court ſpoken to me concerning him, or his Cauſe, which is more 
than a Wonder, ſhould he be in England.

Sir William Rives, his Majeſty's Attorney 
in Ireland, hath Land within two Miles of the College, and leſs : It lyes in ſeveral Por- 
tions, all intermixed with the College Land, no Houſe upon it, nor do I know that Sir 
William hath any other Land near it, ſo it's far fitter for the College than any Body elſe, 
and we are well content to give the very utmoſt Value. Sir WVilliam offered the Sale 
of it ſome five or ſix Years ago, and it may be, would part with it yet. I hear of late

I am ſorry if the young Man hath given any juſt Offence, but I hope he hath not; and 
I doubt this is ſome fooliſh Buſineſs of Arminianiſm. I ſee that Sin of his, in ſpeak- 
ing freely in the Convocation, will not be forgiven him; yet I hope your Lordſhip will 
not be brought to joyn in the Puniſhment, but that you will give him the Living, which 


you intended to him. I ſee you can conceal your Infirmities : For your Brother tells me, 


you are in the Gout, but there's not a Word of it in your Letter. This 'tis to write with 
your Fingers, and not with your Toes ; had you been to write with theſe, I ſhould have 
heard ſome Complaints, or diſcovered it by your Manner of Writing. I promiſe you, 
you can make haſte that can get the Gout ſo ſoon, I thought you had been contented to 
ſtay till you had been nearer threeſcore firſt ; *tis no ſuch lovely Companion, and I 
know you would be glad to be rid of it. Well, now there's Work for Doctor Williams, 
and I know; if he had not been ſo near you, you would have ſent to me for my Coun- 
ſel, who have more Skill in thoſe Things than you are aware of. And though he be 
there, I'll venture to preſcribe to you. Take heed of applying any Medicine to it, that 
may beat it back, but draw it out into publick as much as you can, and now while you 
have ſo good an Advantage, follow it, uſe your Power in both Houſes, make an A of 
Parliament againſt it; that if ever it comes to lay hold of you again, eſpecially when

N of the Sea a monthly Tribute of my humble Obſervance to your Lordfhip. 
Since my laſt of the iſt of February, Matters have fucceeded untowardly with the 
King of France at home, and abroad. In Germany, where he hath two Armies moy- 
ing upon the Frontiers, (one under the Duke of Rohan, the other under Marſhal de la 
Force, both Proteſtants) he hath had ill Succeſs. For, ſince the Surpriſal of Philips- 
burgh, which he had bought for a great Sum of Money, and made it his Magazine 
for his Treaſure, Munition and Arms, he hath had ſundry Shocks with the Impe- 
rialiſts, and ſtill gone off with the wooden Dagger: At home, the former Conjuration 
againſt his Perſon hath been afoot again to turn him into a Monaſtery, diſpatch away 
his Eminency the Cardinal, and ſet the Flower de Luces u Monſieur's Head. Here- 
upon the Duke of Puy Laurent and eight more are faſt in the Baſtile, though a few 
Days afore the faid Puy Laurent was made Duke and Peer of France, and married 
the Cardinal's Niece, with whom he had two hundred thouſand Crowns, and was ad- 
mitted to the Cabinet Council, and all this for bringing Monſieur back again to Pa- 
Tis; beſides, certain Letters of Intelligence written by him to the Duke of Lorrain 
were diſcovered, ſo that it is thought he cannot _ unleſs his Wife fave him by 
her Alliance. Touching Germany, the Swedes diminiſh daily, and *tis feared the Pro- 
poſitions of Peace ſent to Vienna by the Duke of Saxe, Brandenburgb, and others, will 
not take effect, now that the Emperor thrives ſo well.

1 nad been here on Wedneſday laſt, I had, peradventure, ſaved the greateſt Part 
1 of the Trouble of that Day, and, 1 hope, I ſhall put off the Diſpute reſerved for 
this Day, and propoſe nothing but what may haſten the Iſſue of the Buſineſs. My 
Lords, it was without my Privity that the Defendants had put in a Demurrer to this 
notorious and ſcandalous Bill. If I had been of Advice in it, I had withſtood it;

Pell's Account, with 
Admonition to ſuch Lawyers as plead at this Bar, not to preſume to call it either 
diſhonourable in the King or Treaſurer to make Compoſitions for Debts that are in 
Arrear, eſpecially ſince Sir Ant. Pell hath Security for his Money, that might be taken 
for much more. My Lords, for Sir James Bagg's Perſon, I muſt profeſs he is neither 
Countryman, Ally, or ancient Acquaintance of mine; but what Nighneſs he had to 
me at firſt was from the King's Recommendation, who commended him and his Ac- 
counts to me, as one that had ſo well ſerved, and ſo largely diſburſed great Sums in 
his Majeſty's Service, that I ſhould have a particular Care of his Buſineſs and Re-imburſe- 
ments. But for what is ſcandalouſly mentioned in the Bill, of his laying under my Bed's 
Head divers Times Thouſands of Pounds, or engaging himſelf to be of Power with me to 
effect other Men's Buſineſs, I profeſs, I believe the Charge is falſe 3 and I declare to all 
the World, that beſides his own Buſineſs he never brought to paſs with me any other 
Man's Buſineſs that was worth an hundred Pounds.

And this, Gentlemen at the Bar, is not diſhonourable, when a Treaſurer 
ſtays to conſider all Circumſtances of an Account, which you cannot know or take 
Notice of, and yet will cenſure diſhonourable, Laftly, my Lords, as it pleaſed ſome 
of my Lords the laſt Sittings to ſay, that my Honour could not be vindicated in 
Place more properly than in this, ſo I muſt ſay, unleſs it be by Reflection I can no 
Way find myſelf fit here as a Party, but as a Judge, and therefore I ſhall as ſtrictly as any 
other cenſure that Party which ſhall be found delinquent.

F my laſt Letter of the firſt of March, I told your Lordſhip in one Part thereof, 
L what an ill Diſpoſition of Health the Lord Treafurer had got. Since, his Infirmi- 
ties have multiplied von him, ſo that he grows ſo weak, that he was faih to take his 
Bed one or two Days the laſt Week. Then befel him another Accident; there riſe un- 
der his Chin, near his Windpipe, a Swelling, which made his Throat ſo ſore, that he 
could hardly ſwallow. This they thought at firſt to be ſome Pus or angry Bile, but by 
little and little it grew in two Days to the Bigneſs of a Turkey Egg, ſo then it got the 
Name of a Carbuncle. The Surgeons have uſed their beſt Means to ripen it, or to diſ- 
ſolve it, but fail in doing either. The Sharpneſs and Strength of their Plaiſters drew it 
white at the Top, out of which ouſes bloody Water, but it abates not; the Anguiſh 


thereof hath ſwelled much his Face, and the Pain ſpreads itſelf largely even to the Crown 
of his Head down to his Shoulders, beſides ſick throughout his Body. This was his

I told him I had, and would do my beft to get him or 
Sir George Wentworth the Sight of it. Coming to my Lord Cottington at Night, I told 
him this Paſſage, having ſhowed it to no body but his Lordſhip. He told me your 
Brother had been with him, and ſpake of ſuch a Paper lately ſent out of Ireland, and 
repeated ſome Things out of it, by which my Lord Cottington ſaw clearly, he had not 
ſeen it, and told your Brother he had, and ſaid, he would get it again. He ſpake to 
me to do ſo, which I inſtantly did, and your Brother hath ſeen it, to whoſe Relation 
I refer your Lordſhip, | | 
Sir Henry Wotton is at this Time under an Arreſt for three hundred Pounds upon 
Execution, and lyes by it. He was taken coming from the Lord Treaſurer's ſolliciting 
a Debt of four thouſand Pounds due to him from the King. Leſt my Letter ſhould not 
go with the preſent Meſſenger, the Biſhop of Derry*s Man, I will conclude; only add 
this, that this 12th of March, I received certain Knowledge from many of my Friends 
intereſted in the Lord Treaſurer's Friendſhip, at two of the Clock of that Day, that he 
could not live, that he was ſpeechleſs, and lay a dying. S0 deſiring God Almighty 
to bleſs your Lordſhip in your Endeavours, both for the Good of God's Church, 
and the Advancement of his Majeſty's Service in that Kingdom, I am

Letters of the iſt and 12th of March, I hope are come ſafe to your Hands: I write 
thick upon theſe ſpecial Occaſions to your Lordſhip, otherwiſe what is freſh and 
new now amongſt us, would at the Month's End be no News to you in Ireland. Ni- 
day Morning about three ot the Clock the Lord Treaſurer died; and he ſaid over Night 
to many of his Friends, that he ſhould do ſo about that Hour. He died in great Pain, 
entring his Bed not above one Hour before his Death, crying out vehemently upon 
a Pain in his Kidneys. and moſt of that Hour tumbling and rowling up and down: 
At length he fetched three great Groans and expired. At Night he was opened by Wal ſon 
the Surgeon, his Heart two Inches fat about, a fat Heart, his Liver and Lungs good, 


his Sweet - bread naught, his Spleen good, but his Kidneys clogged with Stones; in one 


of them a Stone four Inches about, in the other a Stone like the Cork that ſtops a Bot- 
tle; the Bottom of his Stomach very foul, black, raw, being corroded with ſome ma- 
lignant Humours. He is to be buried at Wincheſter ; and the King hath commanded 
all at Court to mourn for him one Day, Sunday the 22d of this Month, being Palm- 
Sunday. + His Eftate in Land, as I writ before, not ſix thouſand Pounds a Year full out, 
(beſides Skrines, the Inheritance of his Anceſtors, ſix hundred Pounds a Year) given to 
his Son; he hath given the Inheritance of that to Tom Weſton, Annuities only of three 
hundred Pounds a Year to his two younger Sons; to his Wife fifteen hundred Pounds a 
Year for her Jointure, Roebampion furniſhed during her Widowhood; to his un- 


married Daughter four thouſand Pounds; and to his Daughter F/hyte one thouſand 


Pounds: He hath made his eldeſt Son ſole Executor. With theſe Legacies his Debt is 


twenty five thouſand Pounds. Upon Bonds, to moneyed Men of the Town, he owes - 


thirteen thouſand Pounds, in Bills to Tradeſmen up and down the Town ſix thouſand 


Pounds already come in, beſides more expected. Not one hundred Pounds in his Houſe 
at his Death. It is ſaid, the King gave him twelve thouſand Pounds fince Chriſtmas z; 
for five thouſand Pounds of this he ſent ſome Day before his Death to Sir Robert Pye; . 
but he would not pay it, ſaying. for ought he knew he was dead. The King was 


reſently made acquainted with it, who ſent an expreſs Command to Pye to pay it, but 


died firſt. The Archbiſhop of Canterbury ſent to him to viſit him, and that he 
would come and do him the laſt Office, to pray with him, give him the Sacrament, 
and aſſiſt him now approaching to his End: He returned him many Thanks by my Lord 


Cottington, whom he ſent over to Lambeth to his Grace to deſire him to forgive him, 


if ever he had offended him, and ſpare his Pains of coming to him, God be thanked, he 


was at Peace in his Conſcience, It is whiſpered and believed that he died a Roman Ca- 
tholick, and had all the Ceremonies of that Church performed to him at his Death, And 
none but ſuch were preſent with him when he died, three Phyſicians, Moore, Gifford, Win- 
ſton, Gage, Watſon, and ſome others of his Family. Some few Days before he died, he 
recommended by my Lord Cottington to the King theſe three, firſt the Duke of Lenox; 
then his Son, the Lord Weſton, whom he ſaid, he had bred up to ſerve his Majeſty, and 
therefore recommended him to his Protection; and laſtly, Sir Richard Tichbourne, whoſe 
Honeſty and Abilities he much commended ; and faid further, that he had a Heart right 
ſet for his Majeſty's Services. His Body goes hence towards Wincheſter within two or 
three Days, which Place he choſe, becauſe he ſaid, his Son would make his Seat there; 
and fo I think he will, if he cannot get a Place at Court, which his Father endeavoured 
with all his Arts and Power now towards the End of his Days, but was not effected. Cer- 
tainly he had an Eye upon the Maſter of the Court of Wards Place for him; he would 


not have been ſo violent to throw out Sir Robert Naunton for my Lord Cottington, or 


any Friend elſe, but for that Son. Since his Death, the Sunday following, was my Lord 
Cottington declared Maſter of the Wards, and the Seals delivered to him. Sir Robert 
Naunton having the Thurſday Night before written to the King, and ſent him both his 


Patent and the Seals: But this he did not, until he had ſeen and read the Commiſſion 


that was out againſt him, and that the Commiſſioners had once fat about it. There is 


alſo a Commiſſion out for regulating the Treaſury until the King ſhall pleaſe to make 


a Lord Treaſurer, and five. only of it; the Archbiſhop of Canterbury, the Lord Privy- 
Seal, the Lord Cottington, and the two Secretaries, whereot the Chancellor only of the 
Quorum, and Sir William Beecher, to attend the Commiſſioners, 
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A. D. Here is a new Buſineſs revived, you Lordſhip hath heard of a ſtron Friendſhip 
1634. heretofore betwixt Sir Robert Howard and the Lady Purbeck, for which ſhe was called 
into the High Commiſſion, and there ſentenced to ſtand in a Sheet in the Savoy Church 
which ſhe avoided then by flight, and hath not been much looked after ſince, havin 

lived much out of Town, and conſtantly theſe laſt two Years with her Father at $; 
until he died; but this Winter ſhe lodged herſelf on the Water Side over againſt Tam. 
beth, I fear, too near the Road of the Archbiſhop's Barge ; whereof ſome Complaint 
being made, ſhe had a Serjeant at Arms ſent with a Warrant from the Lords of the 
Council to carry her to the Gate-Houſe, whence ſhe will hardly get out, until ſhe have 
done her Penance. The ſame Night was a Warrent ſent ſigned by the Lords, to the 
Warden of the Fleet, to take Sir Robert Howard at Suffolk-Houſe, and to carry him to 
the Fleet but there was never any Proceeding againſt him, for he refuſed to take the 
Oath ex Officio, and had then the Parliament to back hini out, but I fear he will not 
eſcape ſo now. So wiſhing your Lordſhip all the Happineſs your own Heart can deſire,

have ſince my coming been more reſpectively regarded than ever they were before, 
howbeit ſome. looſe and Qiffolved Men of War of St. Sebaſtian*s, the Paſſage and 
Dunkirk, have demeaned themſelves worſe towards us than ever. * 
It ſhall not, I truſt, then be held Vanity in me, or prove tedious to your Lordſhip, 
to make up this Kalendar and give you this particular Accompt of myſelf in ſuch 
Things, wherein either my Reſpect or Diſreſpect to your Nation might appear, as 


well before as ſince my coming over. | : 
Whilſt I had the Honour to be Attendant upon his Majeſty's Service at York, it 


fortuned that a Captain of a Ship of Dunkirk with others were ſtayed on Shore at

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wine upon ſuſpicion of Piracy; no ſooner queſtioned, but moſt ſuſpiciouſly aban- 
doned by the reſt of their Company; no Commiſſion of that Excellent Princeſs the 
Archdutcheſs ſhewn ; ſo much proved, as in Extremity might have taken their Lives; 
thereupon put in Priſon; and myſelf advertiſed of the whole Proceeding, Preſently to 
be an Eye-witneſs of their good Uſage, I cauſed them to be brought to York, deli- 
vered them to the Conſtable of the Caſtle there, with a ſpecial Recommendation to 
ſee them civilly and well treated, conveyed their Letters to your Lordſhip, writ in 
their behalf to the Commiſſioners of the Admiralty, and no ſooner avowed by your 
Lordſhip to be Perſons imployed under a Commiſſion of her Highneſs, but I inſtantly 
flenced all further Complaints againſt them, ſet them at Liberty without a Penny 
cn and gave them my Paſs and Money in their Purſe to bring them to your 
Lordſhip, . | 

Being returned back to London, and in ſome Diſcourſe betwixt your Lordſhip and 
myſelf, you ſeeming to be ill ſatisfied your Levies of Men in this Kingdom had been 
ſo often promiſed, and yet not diſpatched ; I beſought your Papers to try, whether I 
could further your Deſires therein, which your Lordſhip condeſcended unto, I got them 


diſpatched in a few Days to your Contentment, notwithſtanding a great Oppoſition 


made againſt the giving way thereunto, 
And laſtly at a Council-Board, I did publickly ſpeak ſuch Language concerning the 


Hollanders, as I dare fay had not been ſpoken there ſince the firſt Year of Queen 


Elizabeth; and thereby gained ſuch an Opinion, that, as I mentioned before, the French 
Ambaſſador, that came next after, had Inſtructions to brand me as a Man altogether 
Spaniſh, ſo much Spaniſh, as not fit to be truſted any longer by my own Maſter. 
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Since I came into this Kingdom, divers Affairs have occurred, wherein the Subjects 


and Service of his Catholick Majeſty. came to be concerned, and I will ment on them 
all briefly. | 


For the Levies of Men by your Serjeant Major; as I did, at leaſt, expedite that 


Buſineſs there, ſo have I ſince fully accompliſhed it here, giving all poſſible Aſſiſtance 
to the ſpeeding, of it, as I am: aſſured Serjeant Major Donell will witneſs with

The other Levy of Colonel Preſton T have upon your Lordſhip's ſingle Recommen- 
dation furthered all that is poſſible, he hath not wanted one quarter of an Hour any 


Thing, that was by me to be done therein. And well doth he deſerve to be reſpected, ' 
ſeeming to me one of the civileſt Gentlemen of his Nation. Vs 


Upon my firſt Entrance to this Government one of your Biſcayners, according, as 
before Time they had done, took a Dutch Ship out of this Harbour, and in a Manner 
from under the Sides of his Majeſty's Ship. Hereupon Sir Richard Plumleigb gave 
them Chace, recovered her, and brought ſome fourteen of your Men back with him 
into this Caſtle: And howbeit this was ſuch an Infolence in them and Diſhonour to 4 
State, as not to be endured ; yet did I ſollicite their Enlargement with my Lords the 
Commiſſioners of the Admiralty of England, which at length I procured, and in- 
ſtantly ſet them at Liberty, having taken Care, during all the Time of their Reſtraint, 
that they wanted neither Meat, Cloathes nor civil Uſage, which I provided them at 
my own Charge, and in the Concluſion ſet them at Lib.rty without one Penny demanded 
for Diet, or otherwiſe, as in ſuch Caſes is by the inferior Officers accuſtomed, with 
Money in their Purſes, and my Paſs for their better Help in their Journey. 

Not long after Proneville was likewiſe ſtayed by Sir Richard Plumleigh in the Weſt 
of Ireland, myſelf advertiſed, and my Order expected thereon ; but I underſtanding the 
Ship to be your Lordſhip's, the Captain under your Pay and Employment, gave preſent 
Order for his Enlargement, and that he ſhould be in all Reſpects civilly uſed and ſup- 
plied with any thing he might want, and the Country afford. | 


Howbeit Proneville, that underſtood ſo much of his own Demerits as to apprehend 


the Danger he ran by his Stay, got privately away before thoſe my Directions could 
poſſibly come back, and tranſported himſelf over to your Lordſhip in England. 

In the Interim he was accuſed by the Maſter and others of the Ship he commanded 
of Piracies and Depredations, which might juſtly have coſt him his Lite and forfeited 
the Ship, and this I can make always appear by their ſeveral Examinations ſtill in my 
Cuſtody, nevertheleſs upon Proneville's return back to this Town with Letters of 
Credence from your Lordſhip, I was far from ſtirring thoſe Queſtions in his contrary, 
but forth of my Affection to your L.ordſhip uſed him with more reſpect than the 
Dignity of the Place 1 hold would have diſpenſed for a Rear-Admiral of our own, 
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A. D. far I am ſure above that T held him in himſelf worthy of, and preſently gave Direc-' 
15633. tion, for the putting of the Ship and Men again under his abſolute Command, as for- 
ww merly, being that which your Lordſhip deſired from mee. 
FA Ihe next that came hither was your Lordſhip's Brother Don Franciſco; but him I 
muſt not mention in the Liſt of theſe Men, or of the Courtefies done by me to your 
Nation; for in his own Perſon he deſerved fo well, as I am much rather a Debtor to 
his Virtues, than he either to any Performance or Deſires of mine in his Service: And 
indeed there is this Difference in his Caſe from all the reſt, that where they had much 
better than they merited, he had much leſs; howbeit, there was no Will awanting in 
me neither, to do him all the Honour I poſſibly could. a 
Not long after it fortuned Captain Don Paſquall de Eſpeleta, coming with his Ca- 
tholick Majeſty's Pacquet from . to the Marquis of Aitona, was by Storms caſt up- 
on this Coaſt, and ſtaid by the Lord Preſident of Munſter, the Advertiſement there. 
of, together with thoſe Letters brought hither for my Order, which 1 did with all 
Diligence, ſent back thoſe Letters incloſed within a Cover of my own directed to the 
Captain, gave Directions to the Preſident for his Enlargement, and that he ſhould 
be furniſhed, of any Thing, which in that Exigent he might want, were it Money or 
what elſe ſoever, and enabled by all Means we could afford him to follow and purſue 
the Commands he brought with him from Spain with Effect. hs 
Upon another Advertiſement that there was a ſmall Man of War diſcovered in this 
Chanel, I gave Order to Richard Plumleigh to fetch him in, which he did, and brought 
the Ship into this Harbour and the Captain unto me; but finding him to be of Dun- 
kirk, and that he had a Commiſſion from the Marquis d' Aitona, without further 
Examination or Stay (taking the Account he gave of himſelf, which was, that he 
was driven caſually into the Chanel, where it was probable enough he came hither 
for worſe Purpoles) I forthwith ſet him free, only deſiring him to forbear coming 
here any more, to exerciſe Acts of Hoſtility, conſidering his Majeſty was obliged in Ho- 
nour and Juſtice to ſafeguard and protect his Allies trading hither in a fair and amicable 
Way of Commerce, being no more than the Crown of England had ever accuſtomed to 
do within the Chanel of Sr. George, which we have ever judged our greateſt and 
chiefeſt Port. | : 
Not long after another ſmall Veſſel of Dunkirk was caſt away in the North, not 
far from Londonderry, the Men all ſaved brought a Suſpicion upon themſelves by en- 
deavouring to eſcape; their Goods . many of them recovered, being ſome the native 
Commodities of England, ſome of Scotland, as well as ſome of Holland, gave great Oc- 
caſion of Suſpicion ; the Captain, and ſome others of them, were brought up hither 
before the Lord Chancellor, Judge of the Admiralty, and having no Commiſſion from 
the Marquis to ſhew, which as they alledged was loſt with the Ship, were here de- 
tained *till the Matter were further cleared; which I underſtanding, albeit in this Pro- 
vince I have no Admiral Juriſdiction at all, yet did I interpoſe and procure their En- 
. largement within two Days, without any other Demand or Charge untò them at all. 
3 I ſent for the Captain, ſpake with him myſelf, told him, that if he did inform in whoſe 
oy Hands any Parts of the Goods ſo ſeized were, I would cauſe them, or the worth of 
1 them, to be reſtored him to a Farthing; or if any other hard Meaſure had been of- 
N tered him or his Company, that if he would acquaint me withal, Satisfaction ſhould 
* | be given to his Contentment, ' perſuaded him to be confident upon me, I would not 
= fail him therein: But he pretended, albeit he had ſuffered great Loſs thorough that 
. Shipwrack, yet could he blame no Man for it in particular, and ſo we parted. 
i Laſtly falls out this Buſineſs concerning the Duke of Magueda's Ship, whereunto at 
ber firſt Arrival I intended nothing but Courteſy and Reſpect, affording them more 
Favour than I would have done any of my Maſter's Subjects, the Particulars wherc- 
of I formerly mentioned in my laſt to your Lordſhip of the 3d of October. And what 
hath paſſed ſince I have been neceſſitated unto much againſt my Will; Firſt, by their 
unworthy joining with the Merchants to cozen his Majeſty in his Cuſtoms ; and 
ſecondly, by reaſon the Captain was accuſed by four Witneſſes in Point of Piracy, 
upon which Teſtimony he ſince ſtands convicted. Yet even in this Particular, finding 
the Scrivan, and divers others of the Mariners clear of the Piracy, I ſet them all at 
Liberty, ſaving the Captain and ſome two or three more; came to account with them 
for their Wages forth of the Freight for the Wines and other Goods they brought out 
of Spain; paid them every Penny they could demand forth of my own Purſe, get it 
again of the Merchants as I can; and do till reprieve the Captain, in caſe his _

So as now I appeal to your own Nobleneſs and Juſtice, and confidently aſk you the

This Buſineſs hath been long and often conſulted by the Committee appointed by his 
Majeſty to conſider thereof, and Inconveniencies there were to be avoided on both Sides : 
if we ſhould barely have truſted the Commiſſioners in the Country, we muſt have made 
account not to have raiſed them above thirty thouſand Pounds apiece z if they had been 
rated by Commiſſioners in an extraordinary Way, I ſaw no great probability of raiſing 
them much above five and fifty thouſand Pounds a Subſidy, accompanied with great Cla- 
mour and Diſcontentment, which ought to be avoided in Levies of this Nature: Now 
how to fail even betwixt theſe two, was the Difficulty, and the Courſe I held was thus; 
I cauſed Commiſſions to iſſue to ſelect Commiſſioners for three or four of the Counties 
Here next adjoyning, whereof two in each County were Counſellors, unto which two, 
1 gave ſpecial Inſtructions to appoint Aſſeſſors, and to give them a Charge to examine 
them ſtrictly, upon Oath, if need were, of the uttermoſt Value of every Man's Lands 
and Goods within their ſeveral Limits; and then after ſuch Preſentment given in, in 
Writing, to conſult it again with the Committee here, before they proceeded to a final 
rating thereof, This was ſo well executed by the Maſter of the Rolls and Sir Charles 
Coote, in the County of Kildare, as it wrought the Effect I ſecretly deſired, and indeed 
had in my Eye all the Way.

For by theſe ſtrict Proceedings upon the firſt Entrance into the Buſineſs, there was a 
mighty Fright amongſt them, that every Man ſhould be rated according to the utter- 
moſt Value of his Eſtate, which drew them of the Houſe, ſecretly amongſt themſelves, to 
judge the only Means to avoid this Miſchief would be, for themſelves to undertake the 
bringing of the Subſidics to a Certainty, and to ſet a Rate upon each County, before their 
parting. This being the Courſe which indeed I deſired to lead them into, I did pri- 
vately ſeem not to miſlike it, ſo as the King might be fairly and indifferently proceeded 
with, and gave them incouragement to go on with the Conſideration thereof.

I hold under Favour my Lord Mointnorris, to be an Officer of no great nor quick wwe,

weary are we of him, that I dare ſay, there is not one of us willing to join with him 
in any private Counſel.

I did in open Parliament let them underſtand his Majeſty's gracious Favour towards 
them, upon their Petition concerning the Mint and the ow whereby they received 
very much Contentment, nor was it ever my Intention the Parliament ſhould any fur- 
ther meddle therewith than the Propoſition only. So as I ſhall wait for your Or- 
ders and Directions herein, this being a Buſineſs which will require often Confidera- 
tion before it be ſettled in ſuch good Sort as will I truſt now in due Time be effected:

advertiſe you of the Difſervice done in thoſe Compoſitions, and in the Over-Admea- 
ſurements of the five eſcheated Counties, and that if the Buſineſs were intire again in 
my managing, free of thoſe later Grants of Confirmation, I could make it ſix times as 
beneficial for the Crown, and yet uſe the Planters honourably and well. 
Tis moſt true, it ſtands with all the Reaſon and Juſtice in the World, the Crown 
ſhould: be righted in this Fraud of the Over-Meaſurements, which it hath ſuffered by 
in theſe Caſes of Plantations, thorough the Negligence (at the beſt) of thoſe Miniſterial 
Officers, unto whoſe Truſt the Care thereof was committed. And certainly, I was 
fully reſolved to have been heard upon this Subject in a Seaſon fit for it, which hi- 
therto it hath not been, nor, in my Opinion, yet is.

I have conſidered the Propoſition made unto you by Raven, and judge it may be of

INCE the Death of my Lord Treaſurer it hath been reported by ſome, that your 
Lordſhip ſhall ſucceed him, by others, that your Lordſhip doth decline it, and will 
not lay hold of the Means and fair Opportunity now offered unto you for the obtain. 
ing of it. For the firſt, I ſhall pray it may take effect; for the other, though it may 
for a little while enter into your Conceit, I hope it will never take ſo deep Root in. 
your Thoughts, as to miſlead your Lordſhip's Judgment in a Matter which doth ſo 
highly concedn you. Wherein if I adventure to deliver my Opinion, I hope your 
Lordſhip will take it in good Part, as proceeding from one who hath Heart and 
Affection enough to honour and ſerve you, though not Wit enough to adviſe you. And 
albeit this Subject do afford plentiful Matter for a long Diſcourſe, yet I ſhall contract 
myſelf within as little room as may poſſibly ſerve to expreſs my Meaning. | 
That your Lordſhip in the Kingdom, where you are, is in a great Imployment and 
the higheſt in Honour that the King hath to confer upon any Subject, that as it is an 
Imployment of Honour, ſo it is Iikewiſe of Profit, and that in the managing of your 
Affairs there you have hitherto had moſt happy and abundant Succeſs, none of theſe 
can be denied, But I beſeech your Lordſhip on the other Side to conſider, that your

For the firſt of theſe, if there be a tacite Neceſſity (as God be praiſed it appeareth 
no otherwiſe yet) that his Majeſty muſt betake himſelf to a Parliament, doubtleſs it 
will be of very great Conſequence for your Lordſhip to be here at that Time in chief 
Power about the King; becauſe then you may have the Advantage, if you pleaſe, of 
making yourſelf the chief in giving of the Advice, which in all Probability will not 
only take away the Sting of ſuch as are ill affected towards you, but endear you to 
the Parliament, Whereas, if your Lordſhip's Part appear not in the Advice (as it can-

INCE my laſt many Rumours have been, but few real Occurrences t'other Side the 
Sea, A Report run ſtrongly a long while, that War was declared betwixt France 
and Spain, ſo far that the two French Marquiſſes, who lye Ambaſſadors here, ſeemed to 
believe it, but it hath proved but a falſe Alarm, or as ſome think a politick Way of the 
ſaid Ambaſſadors to feel the Pulſe of this State. There hath been a collateral War of 
Aſſiſtance a while between them, which may in Time break out into a direct 
Hoſtility, and this Summer may do much to exaſperate Things: For the French is as 
deeply embarqued for the Princes of Germany and Holland, as the Spaniard is for the 
Emperor and Lorrain, and they both do ſeriouſly beſtir themſelves : The one doth it out 
of a Tye of Confederacy and ragione di Stato; the other pretends Religion, Alliance, 
Homage, (as being Duke of Burgundy) beſides a Tye of League. The French have 
done little yet of any Moment, for they have had ill Luck, a very lately the Town, 
Country, and Archbiſhop himſelf of Triers, whom they had under their Protection, 
have been taken; but towards the Hills they have thriven pretty well, having lately 
ſurprized Chiavenna, and other Paſſages about the Yalteline, which the Duke of Rohan 
holds to block up the Paſſage from 1taly that Way againſt the Spaniards and Italians.

There hath been a Murmur betwixt 
the French and Hollander touching the Sovereignty of the Narrow Seas, though Hol- 
land hath ſet out lately a kind of Declaration concerning that Point, but the French 
grow powerful at Sea, and mighty Fleets are abroad. For, at the Brill there are ſixty 
Sail of Holland's Men of War ready to ſet Sail under French Colours. The Order is 
renewed for calling home our Mariners. The Prince Royal, with nine more of the 
King's Ships are making ready, and it is obſerved there never went more Proviſions out 
of the Tower. It is thought Sir Robert Manſell ſhall be General of this laſt Fleet. 
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An ill favoured ben. happened lately betwixt us and Holland; for whereas there A. D. 
was a Commiſſion awarded hence to find out the Interlopers that ſpoil the Trade of 1635. 
Cloth, whereof the Staple is now removed to Rotterdam, and many being diſ covered.

One Maxwell a Scotiſh Man, for a ſcandalous Petition to the King againſt the Lord 
Keeper, and the whole Council, for which he was fined three thouſand Pounds; but is 
not worth much: Alſo the Keeper of Newgate, he is more able; and laſtly my Lord 
Savile, who in the Suit betwixt my Lord Newcaſtle and himſelf, with his Complices, 
was fined five thouſand Pounds, his Part three thouſand Pounds. He went to the Fleet, 
and there lay until he gave oy for the Payment of his Fine, ſuch as it ſhould be, 
when it was mitigated.

(N1NCE my laſt of the firſt of June, there hath been much ſtirring Abroad both in 
\ Y the Netherlands and France, yet not ſo much as Report gives out. The Hollanders, 
fince the Conjunction of the French Troops under Chaſtillon, have been Maſters, of the 
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Field, and the Infant Cardinal hath kept in his Trenches, in expectation of, ſome 


German Forces. The Prince of Orange hath taken Dieft and Tillemont, where 
ſome Barbarouſneſs was offered by the French to the Nuns and other Women, 


which hath much averted the Affections of the Flemiſh towards them: Thence they 


lundered the Country all along to the Walls of Lowvain, where they could 45 
fire good, but are parted with a foul Repulſe. Picolbomini is come down with. 
6000 Dutch Horſe, and 1000 Dragoneers, and there are great Likelihoods of a 
Battle; for there are above 150,000 Men in Arms on both Sides, and I do not ſee 
how that Country is able to ſuſtain them long, ſo that fear of Famine muſt make 
them fight. The Spaniard was never forced to that exigent in thoſe Parts, the 
French aſſailing him on the one Side, and the Hollander on the other, The great 
Standard of Gaunt is diſplayed, which commands every. one to be ready to ſerve in 
Perſon: And in France the Yan and Arriere Ban is , proclaimed by ſound of Drum 
and Trumpet. Since the Defiance by an Herald of Arms 20 is a Declaration ſet 
out in France, wherein open Hoſtility and actual War in the higheſt Nature that 
may be is denounced againſt. Spain by Sea, Land and freſh Waters, whereunto the 
King exhorts and enjoins all his Subjects, Vaſſals and Servants, and invites all his 
neighbour Princes and Confederates, eſpecially the Hollanders, nos tres chers & grands 
amis, they are the very Words. The Duke of Saxe hath at laſt made his Peace 
with the Emperor, and there ate Blanks left for any other German Princes to come 
in. So that I believe there will be little doings there, and *tis feared all the German 
Forces will come down tumbling upon France, and make it at laſt the Stage of the 
War. He hath provided well for his Buſineſs towards ah, the Duke of Savoy being his 
Confederate, and the Duke of Parma lately brought in, and Rohan having lately made 
himſelf Maſter of the Valteline; which muſt awaken Milan: Towards the Mediter- 
ranean he hath taken a Courſe to entertain an Enemy.

HAVE deferred writing any News to your Lordſhip ſince the diſmal Overthrow of 
Prince Thomaſo by the French Army above Namur, in hope I ſhould be able to 
relate ſome other good News, advantageous to the King of Spain's Service, which 
fince that Time happened, wherein your Lordſhip's Servant was intereſted. _ That un- 
fortunate Meeting of Prince Thomsls with the French cannot deſerve the Name of a 
Battle, it was carried in that Confuſion, and to this Hour we ſcarce know how it be- 
gun or ended, howſoever our Folks were beaten and loſt the Field, Baggage and Ar- 
tillery, our Horſe after the firſt Charge fled and forſook our Foot, the Number of Men 
killed and wounded did not exceed fifteen hundred. Had the Battle been delayed ſome 


three or four Hours longer, I with my freſh Men had been there, having my Order 


to that Effet ; but God hath I hope preſerved me for a more fortunate Enterpriſe. 
The French after this marched to Maeſtricht, and united they were to the Prince of 
Orange his Army, which being thus joined they marched into Brabant and came to 
the Town of Tilmont, which they took up in an Aſſault, Motion of Accord being a 
Foot: What Cruelty, Outrage and Impiety was there committed is beyond Expreſſion. 
They have taken in Arſchot and Dieſt without Reſiſtance. Some few Days after this 
great Army attempted to march towards Bruſſels, with ſtrong Confidence. to conquer 
the whole Country, but the Bulk of our Army marching ſideling to it, diverted this 
brave and bold Enterpriſe, then it retired back and lodged itſelf upon the 23d of June 
near the City of Louvain, where by Order of his Alteſſe, I was ſent and three other 
Regiments for the Defence of that vaſt and ill fortified Town. The Enemy laid 
Siege unto it upon the 24th, they were in Number hard upon threeſcore thouſand, and 
we were not above four thouſand five hundred Soldiers. The Siege was very hot, 
Valour appearing of either Side. It fell to my Lot to have the Charge of the two 
Ports, againſt which the Trenches and Batteries were erected. My poor Endeavours 
were not wanting to advance the King's Service, and to purchaſe myſelf and my Na. 
tion Honour, I will not inforce my own Merits in this Occaſion, but refer it to the 
relation of others. This hot Play continued for eleven Days to the great Loſs of the 
Beſiegers. I have not loſt of my whole Regiment, hurt and killed, above threeſcore 
and ten, though we made ſeveral bloody Sallies. The two brave Armies were forced 
to raiſe the Siege and marched towards Ar/chot north of Louvain, where as yet they lye 
in no ſmall Danger, the Prince Cardinal's well reinforced Army, and thirty thouſand 
Horſe and Foot from Germany under the Conduct of Picolbomini every way endeavour- 
ing to intrap them. What will be the end of this Tragedy Time will diſcover ; my 
Opinion is, that few of the French will ever eſcape. What further News will happen 
J will not fail to notify unto your Lordſhip, Roa, 

I cannot forbear to acquaint your Lordſhip of the ill Uſage of old Captain TyrrePs 
Son, whoſe Bonds your Honour at my Intreaty was pleaſed to have cancelled, having 
been formerly himſelf and his Father Priſoners for ſome Miſdemeanor ; the Father and

My Reaſon was, that this being a leading Caſe for the 
whole Province, it would ſet a great Value in their Eſtimation * e Goodneſs of 
the King's Title, being found by Perſons of their Qualities, and as much concerned 
in their own Particulars as any other. Again, finding the Evidence fo ſtrong, as un- 
leſs they went againſt it, they muſt paſs for the King, I reſolved to have Perſons of 
ſuch Means as might anſwer the King a round Fine in the Caſtle-Chamber in Caſe 
they ſhould prevaricate, who, in all ſeeming even out of that Reaſon would be more 
fearful to tread ſhamefully and impudently aſide from the Truth, than ſuch as had 
leſs, or nothing to loſe. a .

cious Reſolution to queſtion no Man's Patent that had been granted formerly upon. 1635. 
Conſiderations, and was of itfelf valid in the Law; his Great Seal was his publick **v— 
aith, and ſhould be kept ſacred in all Things; that the King came not to ſue them 
to find for him, as needing any Power of theirs to vindicate his own Right, for with- 
out them where his Right is ſo plain, he could not in Juſtice have been denied Poſ- 
ſeſſion upon an Information of Intruſion; the Court in an ordinary Way of Exchequer 
Proceeding would, muſt have granted it upon the firſt Motiog of his Attorney-General ; 
but his Majeſty, being defirous in theſe publick Services to take his People along 
with him, was graciouſly pleaſed, they ſhould have as well a Part with him in 
the Honour as in the Profit of fo glorious and excellent a Work for the Common- 
wealth; that therefore his Majeſty was indifferent, whether they found for him or no, 
had directed me to preſs nothing upon them in that Kind, where the Path to his 
Right lay elſewhere ſo open and fair before him. But yet of myſelf, and as one that 
muſt ever with Proſperity to their Nation, I deſired them firſt to deſcend into their 
own Conſciences, take them to Counſel, and there they ſhould find the Evidence for 
the Crown clear and concluſive z next to beware how they appeared reſolved or obſti- 
nate againſt ſa manifeſt a Truth, or how they let flip forth of their Hands the 
Means to weave themſelves into the Royal Thoughts and Care of his Majeſty thorough 
a chearful and ready Acknowledgment of his Right, and a due and full Submiſſion 
thereunto. So then, if they would be inclined to Truth and do beſt for themſelves, 
they were undoubtedly to find the Title for the King. If they were paſſionately re- 
ſolved to go over all Bounds to their own Will, and without Reſpects at all to their 
own Good, to do that which were ſimply beſt for his Majeſty, then I ſhould adviſe 
them, roughly, and pertinaciouſly to deny to find any Title at all.

All theſe three we granted; the two former his Majeſty's Juſtice would never deny 
them, if their Patents be good (as God knows very few or none of them are) it is Rea- 
ſon they enjoy them; if otherwiſe, this manner of finding makes them neither bet- 
ter nor worſe, The latter we conceived ought to be provided for, and that it will be 
the Effect of his Majeſty's accuſtomed Piety rather to add than take from Holy Church, 
eſpecially in this Province, where .the .Clergy is the meanlieſt provided for of any 
other Part of the Kingdom. Finally, for their laſt and full Contentment we gave 
our Conſents to an Act of State, which you have here incloſed; ſo as now all Men 
are ſatisfied and at Peace, and the Subſtance done, there remains nothing but Matter of 
Form, which will be diſpatched too by the End of the Week.

ſeen, we 4 met with here in Gallway, . with the Counſels and Reſolutions 
taken thereon by us your Miniſters of this Side in an humble Submiſſion of all to your 
Majeſty's Wiſdom. N 5 ; | 

Nevertheleſs, I beſeech you admit me to repreſent immediately to yourſelf the Con- 
ſequence of this Buſineſs, the greateſt ſure yet on Foot, whether your Majeſty's own 
Honour or Profit be conſider'd, the civilizing and enriching this People, or ſecuring 
this Kingdom under the Dominion of your Imperial Crown. 

_ Certainly upon the well-governing this Occaſion depends the good or bad, not of 
this alone, but of all the future Plantations, which without queſtion muſt be the only 
Means under God and your Majeſty to reform this Subject as well in Religion as Man- 
ners; and till this be fully effected, I conceive them (under Favour) not a Nation to 
be over far truſted unto by the Engliſh. | 
If it be followed with juſt Severity, this Oppoſition will prove of great Uſe to the 
Crown, as any one Thing that hath happened, ſince this Plantation fell in Propoſi- 
tion. It ſhall not only, with a conſiderable Addition of Revenue, bring Security to this 
County, which. of the whole Kingdom moſt requires it, but make all the 
Plantations paſs with the greateſt Wa that can be deſired, Whereas if this fro- 
ward Humour be negligently or looſely handled, it will not only blemiſh the Honour 
and Comelineſs of that which is effected already, but cut off all hope of any future 
Plantation.

1 THE Deputy and others of the Commiſſioners truſted by his Majeſty in his in- 
tended Deſign for the Plantation of Connagbt, having taken our Journey from 
Dublin tor that Service on the laſt of June, we have hitherto-with ſome Labour and 
Pains travelled therein, And now, having paſſed over our Work, and done what for 
the preſent we could in every of the Counties intended to be planted, we eſteem it our 
Duties to give unto his Majeſty by you an Account of our Proceedings. | 
We began at the County of Roſcommon, where we cauſed a Jury to be impannelled | 
of the principal Gentlemen and Inhabitants of the ſaid County, before N 
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Majeſty's Evidence, being fully laid open by his learned Counſel; it was ſo. tnanifeſt A. D. 
and clear, as there was no place left for any Contradiction, which ſo wrought bn the 1635. 


Judgment of the Jurors, as howſoever their own Intereſts were moſt nearly concerned 
therein, yet they choſe rather to imbrace the Truth, and ſo find for his Majeſty, than 
in relation to their own private Intereſts to prejudice their Conſciences by not finding 
the King's Title: Which Act of theirs they performed with ſo much Chearfulneſs as we 
muſt do them the Right to value it to his Majeſty accordingly. His Majeſty's* Title 
being agreed to be found, we there continued for a Time to reduce it into a formal and 
legal Inquiſition z which being done in all the Formalities neceſſarily incident to a 
Work of that Nature, we departed from thence to the County of Sligo, and ſo from 
thence to the County of Mayo, in every of which Counties his Majeſty's Title was 
found in ſuch manner, and with the like Freedom and Forwardneſs of Affections as in 
the County of Roſcommon. Our Work then in theſe three Counties being ended, we 
came finally to this County of Galkvay, which we purpoſely ſo appointed, in regard 
by ſome private Intelligences we had amongſt them, we apprehended more difficulty 
here than in the other Counties. When we came hither, we omitted nothing that we 
conceived might conduce to the Clearing and Manifeſtation of his Majeſty's Title: 
Wherein we ſo laboured as we well aſſure ourſelves, it appeared moſt juſt, honoura- 


- ble and unqueſtionable to all equal minded Men that heard it. Yet the Jury (two of 


them only extepted) remaining as it ſeems reſolute in the Averſeneſs they had propoſed 
to themſelves (all out of Will and accompanied in divers of them with great want 
of Underſtanding) neither regarding the Clearneſs of ſo unavoidable Evidence as 
they then had given them, againſt which nothing material was objefted which had 
not been formerly alledged in the other Counties, nor the Example of their neigh- 
bouring Counties, whoſe Eſtates were as deeply involved therein as theirs, moſt obſti- 
nately and perverſely refuſed to find for his Majeſty, though we endeavoured to ſatisfy 
them ſeveral Ways beyond any we had taken in any of the other three Counties. 

We then bethought us of a Courſe to vindicate his Majeſty's Honour and Juſtice, 
not only againſt the Perſons of the Jurors, but alſo againſt the Sheriff for returning ſo 
inſufficient, indeed, as we conceived, a packed Jury, to paſs upon a Buſineſs of ſo 

reat Weight and Conſequence z and therefore we fined the Sheriff in a thouſand 
ounds to Ris Majeſty, and bound over the Jury to appear in the Caſtle-Chamber, 
where, we conceive, it is fit that their pertinacious Carriage be followed with all juſt 
Severity. And becauſe we ſaw apparently, that there had been plotting and combining 
againſt his Majeſty's Title, inſomuch as the Viſcount Clanmorris, Nephew to 
our very good Lord the Earl of St. Albans and Clanrickard, hath been heard to ſay 
in a vaunting Manner, before the Jury gave up their Verdict, that they would have 
given a great Sum of Money, that we had begun here, that ſo by not. finding the 
King's Title here, the other Counties might take Example to do the like, we judged 
it needful inſtantly upon the Place to publiſh a Proclamation (a Copy whereof we 
herewith ſend you) to the Intent, if it might be, to break the Combination, however 
to make all the Natives of this County inexcuſable, if they did not accept the Grace 
thereby offered, and to open the Paſſage of his Majeſty*s Juſtice more plain and ho- 
nourable, by this Means taking from them all the Pretence they might make, that 
the Fault was only the Jury's, and ſo the Puniſhment properly, appliable to them, and 
not to the reſt of the County, who might alledge themſelves to be altogether innocent 
therein. The Reaſons, which upon the Ground of good Aſſurance we muſt affirm to 


have been the Occaſion of the Averſeneſs we have found here to his Majeſty's Deſigns 


are theſe, | | 

Firſt, That there is ſcatce a Proteſtant Freeholder to be found to ſerve his Majeſty 
on this or any other occaſion in this County, being in a manner altogether compound- 
ed of Papiſts, with whom the Prieſts and Jeſuits (who abound here in far greater 
Numbers than in other Parts) have ſo much Power, as they do nothing of this Nature 
without conſulting them. | ; 

Secondly, The Counſellors at Law, being all of them Recuſants, ſhowed themſelves 
over buſy, even to Faction, in this Service againſt the King. and by whoſe Advices, we 


find Reaſon to believe, the Jury were very much guided. 


Thirdly and Laſtly, (which in the Duty we owe his Majeſty we may not forbear to 


declare, though we honour much the Nobleman's Perſon and acknowledge his Merits) | 


the Dependence, which all this County in general have of the Earl of Ft. Albans and 
Clanrickard, whoſe great Eſtate in this County together with his far ſpread Kindred, the

A. D. great Relation both Prieſts and Lawyers have to his Lordſkip, and all this fortified 
1635. with his Majeſty's Power now in the faid Earl's Hands, as Governor of the Town and

ſo potent in this County, as nothing which is carried in an ordinary Courſe of Pro- 
ceeding can move here without him. And for Proof thereof, of many Reaſons, which 


we here upon the Place do ſee clearly, we muſt take the Freedom to declare 


Firſt, That at our being in the County of Mayo, a Counſellor at Law having by 
Direction from Jobn Donellan, the Earl's Steward, brought the Earl's Letters Patents to 
the King's Counſel to be tranſcribed into the Draught of the Inquiſition prepared for 
this County, after it had remained a ſhort Time there, there arrived here out of Eng. 
land a Servant of the Earl's, and with him a Servant of the ſaid Viſcount Clanmarris, 
Nephew to the Earl, who had been lately before ſent thither for more certain and pre. 
ſent Directions to be had in this Buſineſs, and the ſaid Counſellor at Law received a 
Letter from the ſaid Donnellan by a Meſſenger, who with much Earneſtneſs importuned 
the ſaid Counſellor to reſtore the Patent, ſaying, they were undone if it were not re- 
ſtored (which Letter we conceive the ſaid Donellan ſent upon the Intelligence he then 
received forth of England) upon Receipt of which Letter the ſaid Counſellor went in- 
ſtantly to the King's Counſel and took back the Earls Letters Patents. And whereas 
we were certainly informed, that divers Gentlemen were reſolved to have acknowledged 
the King's Title, upon thoſe Men's Arrival they altered their Reſolutions, and ſince 
ſtand in Oppoſition thereunto. | 

Secondly, The ſaid Viſcount Clanmorris, the Earl's Nephew, appeared openly before 
us, as the 8 Lord to countenance the Oppoſition of the County, and to con- 
tradict the King's Title. Which we are well aſſured he would not have adventured to 
have done without a ſecret Privity he had of the Earl's Intentions, Defires and Direc- 
tions therein, being otherwiſe obnoxious himſelf to the State, and liable to'a Sentence 


in the Caſtle- Chamber this next Term in a Cauſe there formerly depending againſt 


him, 

Thirdly, As I the Deputy and others of the Commiſſioners were publickly at our 
Seſſion interrogating one of the Jury that diſſented from the reſt Richard Bonrk of 
Derrimachloglin, another Nephew to the Earl (being alſo himſelf one of the Jury) 
pulled him by the Sleeve with whom we were ſpeaking, thereby labouring to divert 
the Juror from declaring, that his Conſcience led him to find for his Majeſty, which 
notwithſtanding the Juror did, which was done with ſuch unaccuſtomed and unſufferable 
Boldneſs in open Court in our own View, to the out-facing, as it were, of all Juſtice, 
and conſequently his Majeſty's Authority by which we were there aſſembled, as w 
found it juſt and neceſſary to fine him five hundred Pounds. WT 

Fourthly, The Earl's principal Servant and Steward Jobn Donellan, being one of 


the Jury, we ſaw 1 that he guided the reſt which way he pleaſed. For, when 


we called them by Poll and interrogated them (which we did in ſeveral Queſtions) 


all thoſe, that ſpake before him, ſpake doubtfully and variouſly, where they that ſpake 


after him did ſtill uniformly and poſitively agree with him. 

Fifthly, Moſt of the Jurors are of the Earl's Kindred or near Alliance, or Depen- 
dents on him, ſaving thoſe two who found the King's Title, which two, for ought we 
can learn, have leaſt Relation to his Lordſhip. N 

Theſe, beſides many other Inſtances falling within our Obſer vation upon the Place, 
are humbly offered as Reaſons to induce us to believe, that the Earl by a cloſe and 
underhand Intelligence with thoſe of this County had imboldened and perſuaded them 
not to find, which otherwiſe, conſidering how they were led in by the other three 


Counties, they would not have dared of themſelves to have done. 


Whereupon we, his Majeſty's Servants, out of the Knowledge and Experience we 
have of his Affairs here, and the State of the Kingdom, do humbly crave his Majeſty's 
Leave in the firſt Place to certify, that if the Cauſe of Religion (which, as you better 
know, works moſt powerfully and violently on the Minds of Men) ſhould any Time 
be pretended whereby to ſhake the Faith or Loyalty of this People from the Crown, 
there is no Part that lyes ſo open to let in a Foreign Enemy, that is better fitted with 
Harbours for ſuch a Purpoſe, that hath the Intercourſe and Commerce with Spain, or 
that is more naturally inclined to that Nation, than this County of Gallway. | 

Obſervable alſo it is, that howbeit the Earl hath made ſome Buildings and Improve- 
ments in this County, yet have they been ſo ordered, as to this Day he hath not 


brought in one Eng liſbman to plant amongſt them, excepting ſome few poor People 50

Secondly, We muſt repreſent this to his Majeſty as a Buſineſs of mighty Conſequence 
to his Affairs, whereon depends no leſs than the Good or Ill of this preſent; and all 
other the intended Plantations, which under God and his Majeſty are, in human Pro 
bability, the likelieſt Means to ſettle and ſecure this People for the Crown. For, if it 
be purſued with Attention and Severity, this Averſeneſs of theirs will work a notable 
Effect, not only to the conſummating of this Plantation in Hand, with all the Honour 
and Juſtice, and Advantage to his Majeſty that could poſſibly be deſired, but facilitate 
all the reſt thorough the whole * Whereas, if it be followed negligently and 
remiſsly, it ſhall infallibly not only take away all hope of any further Plantation 
hereafter, but alſo all the Honour and Beauty of this great Service already done in the 
other three Counties, with this, that ſuch is the Strength and Clearneſs of his Ma- 
jeſty's Title, that the Earl of St. Alban's Oppoſition is not at all conſiderable, but ſhall 
without all queſtion, as it hath done hitherto, ſo ſtill work excellently to this Purpoſe 
above any other Means that could in reaſon have been expected. So that it is all our 
Opinions, that it conduceth much more to his Majeſty's Ends, he ſhould perſiſt ob- 
ſtinately therein; rather than otherwiſe. And therefore we humbly adviſe, , that no 
Aſſent by way of Submiſſion be accepted from him on that Side to the King's Title, 
as ſuppoſing him able that way to contribute any 7 * to that which we can do 
without him, and thereby to lay an Obligation on his Majeſty. And that if he con- 1019 
form not to the Proclamation by freely acknowledging the King's true Right and un- 1 
doubted Title by the Time therein limited, that he be not received thereunto at all. We 
Which Proclamation we have delivered here to his Deputy Lieutenant-Governor to be 1 
publiſhed, whereof we are well aſſured his Friends or Servants here will give him ſea- 0 
ſonable Notice, ſo as he may not pretend any Ignorance thereof. And we beſeech FN 
his Majeſty, that neither he nor his Son may be admitted to come into this Kingdom 
until this Service ſhall be thoroughly and fully finiſhed, it being probable, that either 
of their Preſence here in that Time may give ſome Interruption thereunto. 
Thirdly, That there is now a fair Opportunity put into his Majeſty's Hands to lay 
a ſure Foundation for reducing and ſecuring this County of Gallway (of all the four 
by much the greateſt) by fully lining and planting it with Englib; which could not 
have been ſo thoroughly done, as for the publick Safety is neceſſary, if the pretended 
Owners of Lands in this County have not a greater Proportion taken from them than 
is appointed by the Articles of Plantation to be applied to his Majeſty's Benefit in the 
other three Counties: And ſeeing by their own Act they co-operate in it, whereby his 
Majeſty is juſtly provoked ſo to do, and thereby to put a Difference between them who 
force him to undertake a Suit at Law for his own, and his other Subjects who readily 
acknowledge his Right, and who will think it hard that others leſs conformable than 
they ſhould be put into an —_— Condition with them. We therefore have reſolved that 
I, the Deputy, ſhall forthwith give Order to the King's learned Counſel to put the King's 
Title into a legal Proceeding (if his Majeſty in his Wiſdom ſhall not find reaſon to 
direct the contrary). which we conceive may be in a fair and orderly Way by an Ex- 
chequer Proceeding to ſeize for his Majeſty. the Lands of the Jurors, and of all that 
ſhall not lay hold on his Majeſty's Grace offered them by the Proclamation. And af- 
ter his Majeſty be poſſeſſed thereof, which we are of Opinion may (without any Strain 
at all) be had in a very ſhort Time, we may at better Leiſure advertiſe dur humble 
Opinions, how the ſame may be managed moſt for his Majeſty's.

This Suggeſtion is untrue; for, they did not make 
Payment of the ſeveral Sums reſerved by the Compoſition, but the moſt Part of them 
took Arms, and went into Rebellion againſt the Crown as aforeſaid, and fo continued 
till the Death of Queen Elizabeth. "WTF, 

3. To the third, viz. In reſpe& of the great yearly Revenue, Sc. the King was 
moved to grant, &c. Now it appears upon View of the Commiſſion and Indentures of 
Compoſition, that the Revenue was not intended to be any Rent for the Grant of the 
Lands, but only Compoſition in lieu of Ceſs and other Charges of the Army. | 

4. That Part of the Letter, which warrants the iſſuing of Commiſſions, Sc. and 
accepting of Surrenders, &c. is grounded upon a falſe Suggeſtion. For, the Inhabi- 
tants had no Seiſin nor lawful Poſſeſſion that they could ſurrender ; for, they were 
only Intruders upon the King's Poſſeſſion ; and therefore no real Surrender being made 
the Patent is void. Neither had they any Eſtates to grant any Rent to the Crown, 
Secondly, if their Eſtates and Surrenders were good, then by the Surrender the Com. 

ſition Rent, &c. was extinct, and then the ſaving of the Compoſition is fruitleſs, and 
the Compoſition Rent 1s loſt by thoſe Patents, and the King deceived, conceiving that 
he ſhould have a great Standing Revenue continue to the Crown, which is loſt and 
taken away by thoſe Surrenders and Letters Patents, if they were good in Law, 

5. If the Inhabitants ſhall alledge, that they paid great Sums , of Money to the 
King for the Lands, &', It is anſwered, that thoſe Monies were paid to diſcharge them 
of the mean Profits taken by them as Intruders, which ſurmounted the Value of the 
Land, and not for the Lands, nor for any Grant to be made thereof. And the Sums 


paid did not amount to the twentieth Part of the Monies due by them to the King for 


the mean Profits by them received. 
The Letters Patents grounded upon the ſaid Letter of 21 July, 13 Jacobi, for Surrenders. 
Obſervations upon the Patent. 


1. It appears by the Preamble of the Letters Patents, that they are grounded upon 
this Letter, and refer to the ſame, Which Letter was obtained upon untrue Suggeſtions 
and Miſinformations aforeſaid. 

2. The Patent is not purſuant to the Letter. For frft, by the Letter the Compo- 
ſition Rent, and general and particular Hoſtings ought to be ſaved or reſerved. This 
ought to have been done effectually. But as the Patent is drawn, the Compoſition 
Rent, and the general and particular Hoſtings are loſt in Law. For, neither the one, 
nor the other, are reſerved nor ſaved legally; for that the Compoſition is not reſerved 
by way of Reſervation, but only by a Saving; which, admitting that the Surrenders 
be good, was extinguiſhed by the Surrender, and could not be revived by a Saving. 
And admitting that there were no Surrenders, or that the Surrenders were not good, 
then the Patent and Saving and all are void. For, by the Letter the Patents were to 
be granted upon the Surrenders. Secondly, for the general and particular Hoſtings, 
there is not ſo much as a Saving in the Patents, but only an Exception out of a general 
Clauſe of Exoneration towards the End of the Patent, which is fruitleſs and vain.

Pretence gotten Time finally to advertiſe over once more the whole to your Lordſhip, 
who, as hitherto, I deſire may be the only Hand, to bring the clear Knowledge of it 
to his Majetty, and his final and determinate Pleaſure back to me, which until I may 
receive fully upon the return of this Meſſenger, ſent to that end expreſs, I am fully 
reſolved not to move one Step further, ſtorm and take on as they pleaſe. 

In my Entrance into this Diſcourſe, I muſt confeſs I never undertook. a Buſineſs 
more againſt my own private Affections in all my Life. For conſidering I foreſaw 
how deeply the Houſe of Cumberland was like to participate with the Earl of Corke 
herein, and conſequently how open I laid myſelf to the Calumny of Tongues, not

Though I cannot well be a Curranto Writer of what paſſeth in London, whereof I am 
ſure you are ſtill well informed, 1 muſt needs make you a Partaker of the Declaration 
of War, which the Prince Cardinal hath publiſhed lately in Flanders againſt the 
French King, not doubting but you have already ſeen his Declaration alſo againſt the 
King my Maſter, and an Anſwer made unto it, though there 1s another much better and 
more particular, which diſcovers the cloſeſt Secrets of the Cardinal of Richlieu's Deſigns, 
having made uſe of his Power and Greatneſs, chiefly to embroil Chriſtendom with fo 
many Plots and Tricks, which are plain to appear to the View of all Men. I pray you 
to read another Declaration of the Villanies and Inſolencies which the French have 
committed in Tilmont. As for their Preſumption and Temerity in approaching ſo near 
the Gates of Bruſſels and beſieging Louvain, they have paid well for it with their ſo _ 
infamous Retrait, which they were forced unto by his Highneſs ; and here I muſt needs 
tell your Excellence, that Colonel Preſton with the Soldiers you gave him, though but un- 
experienced, ſhewed great Valour and did ſingular Service in the Defence of one of the 
Gates of Louvain, beating back the French two ſeveral times, and killing ſome ſeven 
hundred of them, without any Loſs of the Jriſb, who remain very glorious for it. 
The French and Hollanders loſt there and at their Retrait many Men, partly by their 
Wants, and by the Purſuit of our Army and of the Germans which came with Picol- 
 bomini, ſo that of 50000 they were reduced to almoſt the half, and ſince have dimi- 
niſhed every Day more and more.

A. D. priſe the Fort of Schenck, of which alſo I ſend here a particular Relation, where he is 
1635. in Perſon, having-taken many Towns near it and about Guelders; ſo that it remains 
well aſſured, and the Hollanders with a huge Diſadvantage by ſuch a Loſs, loſing by 
it the whole Trade of the Rhine, and his Highneſs by this Means hath free Paſſage into 
the Velua and Betua, and may run over all Holland, and this is the true Eſtate of our 
Arms in that Part. About Artois on the Frontiers of France Monſieur de Balanzon a great 
Soldier commands there an Army of 200060 Men which will be ſufficient to bridle the 
French on that Side; and we hear that the Duke of Lorrain and Galaſſo were draw. 
ing towards France, having recovered moſt of Alſatia and the Palatinate, by which that 
is now effected, which I always foretold his Majeſty of Great-Britain and theſe Lords, 
who if they had given me any Credit, as who deſired really the good Succeſs of their 
Affairs, they would not have been ſo miſtaken in theſe German Buſineſſes, having ſtill 
done that which hath proved moſt againſt themſelves. And yet they ſhew now much 
Diſtaſte for what hath been agreed on in the Treaty between the Emperor and the Duke 
of Saxe, touching theſe ſaid Buſineſſes, and without any juſt Cauſe in my Opinion, but 
only becauſe they will ſtill continue in their former Maxims.

ARE RE As the King's moſt Excellent Majeſty, by his Highneſs's Letters of the 
Y 31ſt of Fuly laſt directed to us the Lord Deputy, hath been graciouſly pleaſed 
to ſignify, that as he ſhall ever expect, that all due Reyerence ſhall be given by his 
Subjects to the Perſon, whom he appoints to be his Deputy and General of his Army 
within this his Kingdom of Ireland: So, on the contrary, he ſhall hold them blame- 
worthy, eſpecially being Perſons who have received their Dignities from him, or hold 
their Places of Honour and Truſt under his Government, and yet ſhall forget their 
Duty that way in their Words or Actions, to the ill Example of others: And taki 
Notice of the Carriage of the Lord Mountnorris, his Majeſty's Vice-Treafurer and 
Treaſurer at War here (who holds a Captain's Place in his Majeſty's Army) by ut- 
tering ſome Speeches inciting a Revenge upon us the Lord Deputy and General from a 
Lieutenant of this Army, for performing the Duties of our Place with Modeſty and 
good Reaſon in the Time of exerciſing our Troop, which his Majeſty in his ſaid Let- 
ters declares to be an Offence much unbeſeeming the Gravity of a Privy Counſellor to

We fell in the next Place to conſider, as of the Nature of the Offence, ſo of the 
Puniſhment due thereunto. And firft for the Nature of the Offence, we conceive 
it to contain, firſt, a Calumny againſt the Perſon of us the Deputy and General of 
the Army, inſinuating by theſe Words, '** the publick Affront, or the Diſgrace which 
« my Lord Deputy had done him formerly,” that indeed there had been ſuch an Affront 
or Diſgrace put upon him by us the Lord Deputy : Whereas in Truth it was nothing 
ſo, but that which was pretended by the Lord Mountnorris to have been the ſaid Dil- 
race or Affront to his Kinſman was this; that his faid Kinſman, being one of the Horſe 
8 commanded by us the Lord Deputy, in the Time of exerciſing the ſaid Troop 
was out of Order on Horſeback to the Diſturbance of the reſt then in exerciſing; for 
which we the Lord Deputy in a mild Manner reproving him, as ſoon as we turned 
aſide from him, we obſerved him to laugh and jeer us for our juſt Reproof of him, 


which we diſliking returned to him, and laying a ſmall Cane, which we then carried, 
on his Shoulder, yet without any Blow or Stroke then given him therewith, told him, 


that if he did ſerve us ſo any more, we would lay him over the Pate: The Truth of 
which Fact appeared unto us by the Relation of his Majeſty's faid Deputy and General, 
avowed and confirmed by two of us the Captains, namely, the Lord Kirkudbright, 
and Sir Frederick Hamilton, Knt. who then ſaw the manner of it, and now fat as 
Members of this Council. Which ſaid Act was by this whole Council adjudged: to 
have been a far milder Proceeding with the ſaid Anneſley, than ſuch an Inſolence and 
Diſobedience to any Commander, much more to his General, merited. And therefore 
it was a Speech ſavouring doubtleſs of Malice to inſinuate that, as an Afront or Di. 
grace, which was indeed a juſtly merited, but mild and modeſt Reprehenſion and Ad- 
monition, Secondly, We conceive the Offence to contain an-Incitement to-a Revenge, 
in theſe Words, but he has a Brother that would not take ſuch a REVENOE.“ Which 
Incitement might have given Encouragement to that Brother, being then and now in 
this Kingdom, and Lieutenant of the faid Lord Mountnorriss Foot Company, to the

ral, or to ſome other to have taken up Reſolutions of dangerous Conſequences. - And 
the manner of ſpeaking. the Words does ſo far aggravate them, as there is no 
Place left for any indulgent Conſtruction, but ſuch as renders the Speaker a Delinquent 
in an high and tranſcendent Manner againſt the Perſon of his General, and his Ma- 
jeſty's Authority, whence we derive our Power.

* Words, which are like to breed any 8 in the Army or Garriſon, or impeach 
< the obeying of the General or Principal Officers Directions, upon pain of Death“. 
Which Articles are no other than the very ſame Articles this Army had always been 
governed by in the Time of the late Lord Falkland; Lord Wilmot, and other the Ge- 
nerals before them. And therefore this Council of War, in Conformity to his Ma- 
jeſty's gracious Pleaſure ſignified as aforeſaid, and as well to vindicate the Honour of

Seas, but I hope the Heavens will favour this with a ſpeedier. A 
That which from beyond the Seas keeps now moſt Noiſe is, the ſucceſsful Proceed- 
ings of the Swedes againſt Saxe, who having thoſe Veteran Troops that lay long in 
Pruſſia to-obſerve the Motions of the Pole (ſince the late Conſummation of the Peace) 
come down towards the Baltick Seas, and joined with Baxnery formerly Field Marſhal 
to the dead King, have made a conſiderable Army, and at divers Encounters ſhame. 
fully beaten the Duke as far as Leipfick, whether the Director of the War Oxenſtiern 
hath ſent Summons for a Contribution, or elſe to be expoſed to plundering. There 
are few that do ſorrow at it, the Emperor laughs in his Sleeve, that he is Knock'd a 
little for old Matters, though by another Hand; others though indifferent rejoice at it, 
that he is paid thus for his Ingratitude to the late King of Sweden, who preſerved 
his Country thrice from imminent and actual Dangers, once againſt Tilhy, and twice 
againſt Walleſtein, againſt whom he breathed his laſt. Yet this Duke patched up a 
Peace with the Houle of Auſtria and utterly excluded the Crown of Sweden; but the 
Emperor now begins to reach his Hand, and ſent him lately Auxiliar Forces, and it 
was high Time for him. | 

Schenckſconce holds out ſtill, and I believe the Clandeſtine Treaty that is now 
afoot will take little effect. France prepares for purſuit of his Deſigns, but there 
are ſhrewd Surmiſes that the Peope will deſert them, which are grounded upon theſe 
Reaſons, That there came a Command lately from the Conſiſtory to the Cardinal de 
la Valette to lay down his Arms, and Cardinal Maſſarini, who was a great Pragma- 
tical Man and wholly devoted to the Fleur de Lys, is commanded to retire to Avig- 
non: The Pope is grown high in Years and crazy, and when he drops away, as he may 
ſuddenly do, there will be 'tis thought as tough a Canvas in the Conclave as ever was. 
Therefore to add to the Weight in the Scales, there are ſome French Cardinals going to 
Rome. There is more Parmazan eaten now in Frante than Spain, for that Duke is 
lately come to Paris, and hath utterly abandoned the Houſe. of Auſtria, to whom he 
hath been conſtantly devoted, now, twice Time out of Mind, 

The great Turk returning from his Expedition of Perfia was knock*d down and 
hack*d in Pieces by his Janizaries with Battle-Axes, being within three Days Journey 
of Conſtantinople ;, a young Man, in the Heat of Blood, about 27 Years old: And this 
Aſſaſſinate happened for the jealouſy that fatal Guard had, that he would make new 
Laws to ſuppreſs their Inſolency and curb their exorbitant Power, having in this 
Voyage put ſome of them publickly to Death, whereas before, if any committed an 
Offence, he was privately diſpatched away. The Uncle Muſftapha, a kind of Santon, 
is taken out of a Religious Houſe, and made Emperor during the Minority of Amu- 
rat's Son, This News is freſhly bruited but not confirmed. © WE -- 

There are daily Clamours and Libels diſperſed in France againſt his Eminency, but 
he bears up ſtrongly by the King's Favour, and the Merit of the manifold grand Ser- 
vices he hath done; firſt by debelling the Proteſtants, who ſerved often as Matches 
to other Princes to ſet France in a Fire, and diſmantling all their cautionary Towns, 
eſpecially that great Propugnacle, Rochel, by that ſtupendous Siege; then by removing 


thoſe great ones that were Governors of Provinces during Life, and putting in inferior 


triennial Governors; by ſupplying France with a Fleet of 30 Ships Royal; by raiſing. 
the King's yearly Rents to 8,000,000 of Crowns more than it was; by clambering 
o'er the Alps with an Army, and ſettling the Duke of Nevers in the Dutchy of 
Mantua, and keeping ſtill a Key that Way, Pignerolli, to enter into Ttaly; by ma ing

ing his Predeceſſors have done it. But this is certain, that he hath given free Leave to

Our next Neighbours, the Hollanders, have lately by Benefit of the Waters taken 
two or three Forts about Schencłſconce on Cleve ſide, which way lay only obvious to 
the Spaniard, and they fay the Sconce is fo ſurrounded and engaged, that it is in ſome 
danger of Repriſal. There is lately come from them hither an Ambaſſador with 
ſundry ſorts of Preſents for the King and Queen, but it is doubted, whether they will 
be accepted; he brings a Tire of pure Milk-W hite Coach-Horſes, a parcel of Am- 
bergreeſe, a thouſand Ells of fine Holland, many exquiſite Pieces of Pictures, and the 
Clock the late King of Sweden ſent them for a Gift, which after the plundering of 
Munchen he found in the Duke of Bavaria's Cloſet. 

In Germany the Emperor hath put a Garriſon lately into Vorms, but cannot pre- 
vail upon Hanaw though he hath lain before it moſt part of this Winter. The Pope's 


Nuncio, lately paſſing by Vienna to Poland, made an Overture of Peace, and that 


the Meeting ſhould hold at Conſtance, but he ſeemed to ſlight it. He hath ſent down 
many thouſands of Auxiliary Troops to Flanders; and alſo over the Hills to Milan, 
where the Spaniard hath already been upon the back of the Duke of Parma, while 
he was complementing in Paris: It is like to be an hot Summer thereabout. There 
is a Difference riſen lately betwixt the Pope and the Yenetians, which is ſo fomented, 
that it is like to come to ſomething. I miſinformed your Lordſhip in my laſt of the 
Turk*s Death, though it was here reported by the Venetian Ambaſſador, who hath beſt 
Intelligence from thoſe Parts. It was grounded upon the murthering of the Chief of 
his Eunuchs. He makes mighty Preparatives Naval, fo that it is feared, he will fiſh 
in thoſe troubled Waters, and ſo catch either Sicily or Calabria. | 
Captain Steward is going for the Conde d*Ognate, chief Poſt Maſter of Spain, who 
comes Ambaſſador hither : The Father is Ambaſſador in Vienna; and the Son being here 
and the Father there, *tis thought, will facilitate the Treaty touching the Palatinate, 
and that ſomething will be done therein very ſhortly to good purpoſe, eſpecially ſeeing 
that my Lord Marſhal upon the coming of this Ambaſſador is deſigned for Vienna.
